THE ATROPINE GROUP. 





The plaster manufacterers have gotten 
themselves into a very pretty row over the 
relative merits of their products. Dr. 
Woodbury objects strongly, and very 
properly, to the practice of dispensing as a 
belladonna plaster one consisting of a neu- 
tral mass with atropine added. If the 
doctor orders a belladonna plaster he is 
entitled to it, and to get it made according 
to the directions of the U.S. P. But 


when Dr. Woodbury proceeds to demon- 
strate that a belladonna plaster is much 
more desirable than one made with atropine, 
he is not so happy. His argument is that 
there has been so much uncertainty and 
disagreement among chemists as to the 
nature of the mydriatic alkaloids, that it is 





better to discard them altogether and cling 
to the galenicals. It may perhaps be un- 
necessary to remark that Dr. Woodbury 
resides in Philadelphia, that celebrated city 
whose medical profession, in solemn con- 
clave assembled, put the seal of their con- 
demnation upon the innovators who pro- 
posed to light the city with gas and thereby 
upset the whale-oil market; and later they 
likewise condemned the introduction of 
street cars, of anesthetics, of oophorec- 
tomy, in fact of any and everything that 
was new, whether good or bad. 

There has been confusion among these 
alkaloids, but there is none now. It has 
been shown that the whole group may be 
reduced to two, atropine and hyoscine. 
The former is found almost pure in bella- 
donna, whose properties it represents to 
all practical purposes. Hyoscine is found 
in greatest abundance in scopolia, which, 
however, is unknown in practice or in 
officinal pharmacy. Both are found in ap- 
preciable amount in hyoscyamus, whose 
value depends on this mixture. Daturine 
and amorphous hyoscyamine are mixtures; 
crystallized hyoscyamine, duboisine and 
mandragorine are simply forms of atropine 
with a possible slight admixture of hyos- 
cine or of an unknown alkaloid, but the ef- 
fects have not been shown to differ physi- 
ologically or therapeutically from those of 
atropine. 

And while denying the value of the al- 
kaloids in the manufacture of plasters, 
these gentlemen base their claims for the 
superiority of their goods upon the amount 
of the alkaloids in them! And in order to 
secure uniformity of strength in the galen- 
icals the makers assay them and add the 
alkaloids to bring them up to the standard! 

The simple fact is that they wish to avail 
themselves of the advantages of the alka- 
loids without disturbing trade. Doctors 
are accustomed to prescribing tinctures. 
Give them an alcoholic solution of an al- 
kaloid and call it a ‘‘colorless tincture,’ 
and they will order it. And so the old 
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game of whipping the devil around a bush 
goes on. Some day the simple fact that 
the only scientific medication possible is 
by the use of alkaloids will be frankly ac- 


knowledged.

A brief outline of the Alkalometric treat- 
ment of pneumonia may be stated as fol- 
lows: 

1. See to the hygiene of the house, its 
surroundings, the sick-room and the pa- 


tient. 

2. Empty the bowels thoroughly by 
giving a teaspoonful of Saline Laxative 
every two hours until the stools are light- 
colored and odorless. 

8. Disinfect the alimentary canal by 
giving from four to ten W-A Intestinal An- 
tiseptics or their equivalent daily. 

4. Give digitalin enough to steady the 
heart, beginning with gr. 1-67 every half 
hour. 

5. Give aconitine enough to subdue 
congestion, relax cutaneous vaso-motor 
spasm, and thus ‘‘equalizethe circulation” 
and moderate the fever. Begin with gr. 
1-134 every half hour. 

6. Apply wet or dry heat to the chest, 
hot mush jackets, water-bags, ‘‘flap-jacks,” 
mustard and molasses, or flannels sprinkled 
with turpentine. 

7. The preceding rules apply to all 
forms of the malady. We now come to 
the question of sthenia. For sthenic cases 
add veratrine, gr. 1-134, every half hour. 

8. For asthenic cases add to the digi- 
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talin and aconitine strychnine arseniate, 
gr. 1-134, every half hour. 

9. For aged patients increase the 
strychnine as may be needed, giving any 
quantity provided the effect is produced. 

10. For drunkards give strychnine for 
effect, as for the aged. 

11. For hemorrhagic cases give ergotin, 
gr. 1-6 to 1-2 every half hour; or relieve 
the vascular tension by dilating the cuta- 
neous capillaries with atropine, gr. 1-500 
every half hour. 

12. For infants, paint the chest with 
tincture of iodine and treat as above. 

13. Be ready to change from veratrine 
to strychnine or vice versa as occasion re- 
quires. 

14. Do not let any patient die, unless 
he is in the last stages of some incurable 
disease and nature simply sends him pneu- 
monia as a means of putting an end to his 
sufferings. 


THE PERITONEUM.* 


That an American author would publish 
a work of over 500 quarto pages upon the 
anatomy and physiology of the peritoneum, 
is in itself a notable occurrence. Surely 
it must be a labor of love, for a remunera- 
tive market could scarcely be expected; 
few men being sufficiently interested in 
peritoneal anatomy to invest in such a 
work. ; 

To the ordinary reviewer this volume is 
simply pie—pie of a juiciness that rarely 
falls to his lot. In brief, the work pos- 
sesses, in exaggerated degree, every fault 
a book can have. The proof-reading and 
mechanical get-up are beneath contempt. 
The style is execrable, the arrangement 
crude and confused, the misuse of words 
transcends even poetic license, the ex- 
pression uncouth, the faults of rhetoric 
unpardonable. Thematter is not arranged, 
but slung together with a slovenliness past

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belief. Many pages are filled with irrelev- 
ant matter. Historical items bob up in 
the midst of chapters devoted to an- 
atomic detail. Repetitions occur endlessly. 
Errors of fact are not wanting. On the 
first page the author tells us that Erasis- 
tratus died 280 B. C., and Galen was born 
A. D. 131, about one hundred and fifty years 
later! On page 6 he tells us Hewson 
died at the age of thirty-five, but this fact 
scarcely appears sufficiently important to 
warrant its repetition on the next page; 
nor does his controversy with Munro de- 
serve three descriptions in two pages. 

But we pass from these faults of manner 
to consider the more important question: 
What is the worth of the matter? And 
we are at once struck with the man’s 
power. Heisa glutton for work. He is 
an original worker. Page after page is 
filled with anatomical details, of which we 
ask ourselves, ‘‘Could he not have found 
Perhaps he could, some

ferred to dig it out for himself. 
are his own, as they are never acquired by 
any mere book-student or even dissector. 


He says: ‘I have made my observations 
on the peritoneum of the frog, rabbit, pig, 
horse, dog, hen, cow, sheep, toad, gopher, 
guinea-pig, shypoke, rat, small birds, 
turtle andof man. The embryos*of man 
and gf some animals have been used 
also!” Again, speaking of a comparatively 
unimportant point, he says: ‘‘I have noted 
this in over 500 dissections.” 

Nor is his work confined to the labora- 
tory alone. The bibliography appended 
to the work fills 103 pages, containing 
over 5,000 names; and the copious quota- 
tions in the book show that this is no mere 
library list. 

In fact, we rise from the examination of 
this book with a new respect for its author, 
with the feeling that Gray might wisely 
consult it before issuing his next edition. 
And added to this is the wish that a man 
who has so much to say that is worth say- 
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ing, who has done so much valuable work, 
would associate himself with a _ col- 
laborator who would put the matter into 
presentable shape. 

Genius often requires an interpreter. 
Agnew’s Surgery cost $10,000 in altera- 
tions and corrections of the proof-sheets 
of the first edition. Burdette wrote a most 
touching tribute to his dead wife, who 
used to edit his manuscript before it went 
to the printer; and it is easy for those who 
have read Burdette’s writings before and 
since to see how much he owed her. And 
I trust that among the Cuinic family there 
will be some who will appreciate the 
genius of Byron Robinson and his great 
work. 


PHYSICIANS’ BOOK ACCOUNTS. 


Under the above caption Zhe Philade/- 
phia Polyclinic voices our sentiments as fol- 
lows: 


The business aspect of medicine should 
never be uppermost in the mind of the 
physician; but thisdoes not mean that hav- 
ing given to a patient his best thought, 
care and skill, he should not also give a 
portion of his thought and care to the col- 
lection of just payment for his services. 
While the appeals to physicians to reduce 
their fees, or to attend without fee, are 
many, we are not aware that merchants 
are in the habit of reducing the prices of 
their goods to physicians; or of exhibiting 
any tendency toward delay or omission in 
the collection of their accounts against the 
latter. The physician has to pay his rent, 
and usually a larger one than any one else 
would pay for the same dwelling; and is, 
indeed, extremely fortunate if this and 
other living expenses do not eat up the 
whole of his professional receipts. It is, 
therefore, necessary for him to charge a 
proper fee for his services and to be rea- 
sonably sure of collecting it. 

The reason that there is so much diff- 
culty in getting payment for ‘doctors’ 
bills” from a certain class of the commun- 
ity is that these persons are fully aware 
that, as a rule, the physician would rather 
let the account go, than trouble himself to 
collect it by law; and that hence they can 
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with perfect safety go first to one physician, 
then when his patience becomes exhausted 
to another, and then to a third, and a 
fourth, and so on ad infinitum, without 
making an attempt or exhibiting an inten- 
tion to pay any. 

If on the other hand, physicians gave 
more attention to the collection of their 
accounts, and patients found that they 
could not thus trade upon the good nature 
of one medical attendant after another, the 
tendency to defraud the doctor would be 
diminished, and collections become cor- 
respondingly easier. The prerequisite, 
however, to enforcement of payment is the 
ability to prove the claim correct. It is 
rarely that physicians’ accounts are kept 
insuch a manner that they can be accepted 
as evidence by courts of law. 

In order to make an entry of charge ad- 
missible as evidence, it must be properly 
dated, be made against a definite person, 
show a definite service to that person, or 
to one for whom he is legally responsible, 
and must have stated in terms of money a 
definite charge for the service. Moreover, 
the entry must have been made not later 


than the day after service was rendered. 
For example, a correct form of entry in 
a day-book would be as follows: 


August 1, 1898. 
John Smith, debtor. 


For professional services rendered 
his daughter, Jane. Examination 
and advice 


If additional visits are rendered, each 
one must be entered and charged separate- 
ly, for the law does not recognize ‘‘a lump- 
ing charge.”” Exception to this case would 
be in a case of definite agreement as to 
the fee to be paid for a continuing service; 
as, for example, in the case of delivery, 
and subsequent attention in an obstetric 
case; in which event the entry might be 
made at the conclusion of the service, with 
a memorandum that the charge is made as 
per agreement. 

It is true that this method of keeping 
accounts necessitates either the employ- 
ment of a professional bookkeeper, or the 
taking of much more time and trouble for 
the purpose than physicians are in the 
habit of doing, or than they care to do. 
One must, therefore, make his choice be- 
tween going ahead in the old convenient 
way, taking the risk of losing accounts 
through failure to prove them in court, 
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and going to the expense and trouble 
necessary to keep his books properly. If 
one deliberately makes the former choice, 
at all events he does so with his eyes open, 
and cannot complain of the judges when 
they refuse to receive his books as evi- 
dence.

THE PUBLIC AND THE RAILROADS. 

Few thoughtful people really feel inim- 
ical to the railroad corporations or have any 
sympathy with the blatant individuals whose 
stock in trade is abuse of corporations. 

When the writer first began housekeep- 
ing in 1875 he paid 13%c. per pound for 
white sugar; but under the influence of the 
bloated monopoly that is sucking the life- 
blood out of the country the price has fallen 
to about five cents. 

The railroads, steam and street, have 
opened up the country; enormously in- 
creased the value of real estate, suburban 
and urban, have rendered possible traffic 
to an incalculable extent and thus cheap- 
ened articles of necessity and luxury, have 
brought vast extents of country within 
easy reach of the city centers at a cost 
merely nominal, and have conferred great 
sanitary blessings on the cities by allow- 
ing the population to spread out widely 
and still be in reach of business. It would 
take tenements of one hundred stories to 
accommodate the workers if they could 
not ride miles out to their healthy sub- 
urban homes fora nickel. Without the 
railroad such a journey could not be made 
for a day’s wages. In fact, the luxury of 
the railroad has become such a matter of 
course that it requires an occasional in- 
terruption of its service to enable people 
to realize what they owe it. 

And yet the fact remains that in spite of 
these and other unquestioned benefits, the 
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sentiment of a very large proportion of the 
citizens is against the railway corporations, 
and in any doubtful case may be counted 
pretty surely as inimical to them. In- 
stances of unfair dealing undoubtedly 
occur; but in the majority of cases the 
cause of their adverse sentiment is to be 
found in the little annoyances, minor 
grievances arising in the friction of daily 
travel; and most of them could be pre- 
vented by the cultivation of politeness and 
policy on the part of the railway employes. 

Getting on a train with about one 
hundred others to come fifty miles to 
Chicago, not a seat was to be had, and the 
memory of that terrible ride, when in a 
state of physical exhaustion, will not soon 
disappear. We had paid for seats, were 
entitled by law to seats, and if the rail- 
road had not an available car in this dis- 
tance it was bad management; if it had 
the car and did not put it on it was gross 
neglect. In either case, is it much wonder 
if the sufferers felt that if ever they had 
a chance to get even they would do it? 

A common practice among street-car 
conductors is, when they see a blockade im- 
pending, to rush about and collect the fares. 
When the car stops a moment later and the 
man in a hurry has to get out and walk, he 
is not apt to feel very kindly about it. 

Another most annoying incident is con- 
nected with the transfers. Comingin from 
one of the suburban lines, the passengers 
reach the junction just in time to catch a 
down-town car. The car is there and in 
a moment the transfer can be made, but 
the conductor does not wait. In effect he 
says: ‘‘We have your money and don’t 
care a bob for your wishes.” In this 
hustling age and city the time spent in wait- 
ing is not occupied in blessings on the 
street-car management. 

A third petty annoyance is the neglect 
of conductors. to look around at street 
corners to see if any one is waiting. This 
is so characteristic of Chicago conductors, 
in comparison with those of Eastern 
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cities, that one is tempted to ask whether 
these men do not know that collecting 
fares is of more vital interest to their em- 
ployers than getting to the end of the route. 

Little, petty, trifling things; and yet it 
is just such trifles that array the public 
against the companies; that make people 
feel it right and proper to beat the com- 
pany out of a fare whenever it can be 
done; and that cut down the profits by 
impelling people to avoid the cars when- 
ever it is possible. And in the aggregate 
these little losses take a great deal of 
money from the railways.

CALCIUM SULPHIDE. 


This salt appears to be exciting much 
interest among the Dosimetrists of Europe. 
In the Dos. Med. Review for October 
Laura describes two cases treated by it. 

The first was a woman fifty-six years of 
age, for many years affected with winter 
cough. Foran acuteexacerbation she was 
given calcium sulphide (sulphydral), a 
granule (gr. 1-6) every half-hour, then 
every hour. The fever disappeared in 
three days, leaving a slight cough, which 
remained for three days longer. 

Her son was seized with acute influenza, 
then epidemic, with nervous, bronchial 
and rheumatoid symptoms and marked 
depression. The treatment comprised cal- 
cium sulphide and aconitine for the fever 
and the specific infectious element, strych- 
nine to sustain the general forces of the 
nervous system. The rapidity of the pro- 
gressive amelioration and return to perfect 
health excludes the idea of tuberculosis. 
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THE GENERAL PRINCIPLES OF ALKALOIDAL 
MEDICATION.*

M* purpose in coming before you is to 
present some of the general principles 
governing that form of medicinal treatment 
which I have denomi- 
nated ‘‘Alkaloidal Medi- 
cation,’ and I trust that I 
may be enabled to present 
’ them with sufficient force 
and clearness to make my 
meaning distinctly under- 
stood. I am prompted to 
this effort by the belief 
that by bringing the sub- 
ject before this Section of the great Asso- 
ciation, we may correct some mistakes 
which my experience shows to exist very 
generally among the members of our pro- 
fession. 

There is an erroneous idea abroad that 
those who favor alkaloidal or dosimetric 
medication aim to establish a distinct sys- 
tem of practice. This is a great mistake, 
and a careful perusal of the literature of 
the subject will show that the word ‘‘sys- 
tem” is used by its opponents while the 
word ‘‘method” is used by its friends. In 
other words, what we claim for alkaloidal 
medication is that it is simply an up-to- 
date method for the treatment of disease,

whereby departures from physiologic equi- 
librium can be controlled more quickly, 
safely and pleasantly than by any other 
known method. This claim we, base upon 
the fact that alkaloidal therapy is founded 
upon the use of remedial agents in a state 
of chemic purity, completely prepared out- 
side the body for ready absorption, leav- 
ing practically no chemistry at all to be 
performed by the ailing and weakened 
cells. 

The agents we utilize are the active prin- 
ciples of plants—alkaloids, resinoids, glu- 
cosides and concentrations—and certain 
mineral preparations, all in a state of 
chemic purity. In fact, we use the same 
remedies we always did, but with the ‘dirt 
left out.” For convenience in dispensing, 
these agents are usually given in the form 
of granules or minute tablets, accurately di- 
vided and measured to minimum dosage, 
to be given at frequent intervals until ef- 
fect. By this means one is always abso- 
lutely safe, utilizing the smallest possible 
quantity of the best obtainable means to 
produce the desired therapeutic result. 
How to obtain this result most speedily, 
safely and pleasantly should be the study 
of every practician of our art. The use of 
these ‘‘arms of precision,” in cumulative 
minimum doses, gives us such perfect con- 
trol of the physiologic disturbance at the 
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beginning of an acute disease that we 
promptly restore the normal equilibrium, 
jugulate the attack, and cure the patient 
before serious organic lesions have been 
produced. This effect may be secured in 
all cases depending upon a controllable 
congestion, such as bronchitis, pneumonia, 
peritonitis and kindred conditions. Erup- 
tive fevers will pass through their cycle 
under any form of treatment, but when 
treated alkalometrically they do so in a 
mild and greatly modified form; while that 
class of affections of which typhoid fever 
may be taken as a type, may either be 
aborted in the early stages or, if seen too 
late for that, may be conducted through 
the regular course to a quick and safe ter- 
mination, like the eruptive fevers. The 
early control of the congestive element 
means much as to the subsequent course 
of any febrile attack, whether it be that of 
a specific fever or of a local inflammation. 

In the practice of alkaloidal therapy cer- 


tain customs or basal principles have been 
developed, which, though not confined to 
this therapeutic method alone, have be- 
come, in a manner, habitual to its follow- 


ers. Whether or not these principles are 
well-founded you may easily determine. I 
will first mention the giving of small doses, 
frequently repeated, until the desired effect 
is produced; that is, every fifteen to thirty 
minutes, according to the severity of the 
attack, until some improvement is mani- 
fest. Such doses should then be given, at 
greater intervals, as will keep up this ef- 
fect. By adhering closely to this method 
it is simply impossible to overdose the pa- 
tient. In this way the alkaloids and other 
active principles and the most powerful 
mineral drugs may be used with perfect 
safety. Here we have the first illustration 
of the value of the alkaloids in promoting 
accuracy of medication. These agents are 
clean-cut and well-defined in their effects 
and totally devoid of the uncertainty which 
hangs over the galenicals. For instance, 
when we give pilocarpine we direct the dose 
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to be given every fifteen minutes until 
sweating occurs. We now this will be 
the effect, and no one who has enough in- 
telligence to be left in charge of a patient 
can possibly mistake so simple a direction. 
But if we were to give the fluid extract of 
jaborandi we could not know whether it 
would induce perspiration or dry it up, be- 
cause the way it will act depends on which 
of its alkaloids—pilocarpine or jaborine— 
happens to be in excess. Consequently 
we have to go into a long explanation to 
the nurse, which she is not likely to com- 
prehend, because we do not really know 
just what effect the medicine is going to 
exert. 

I will not occupy your time in detailing 
more of such illustrations, but will merely 
ask you to call to mind the great number 
of drugs that contain more than one active 
principle, some of which are antagonistic 
to the others, as in digitalis, ergot, hyos- 
cyamus, opium, etc. 

Observations made in India upon the 
treatment of dysentery with ipecacuanha 
deprived of its emetine render it probable 
that many plants now thought to possess 
but one useful active principle may con- 
tain others of no less value. 

When applied to the treatment of 
acute diseases, the alkaloidal method di- 
rects that active medication be instituted 
the moment congestion is detected, before 
sufficient organic lesion occurs to make a 
specific diagnosis possible, or in other 
words, it directs that we apply to acute 
diseases, acute or active treatment, reserv- 
ing the slow or expectant sort for chronic 
conditions. 

There is no such thing in rational 
therapy as a fixed dose. Under the 
old methods the dose is modified by sex, 
age, weight, strength, habit, time, season, 
general condition and idiosyncrasy—each 
considered apart from the effect of the dis- 
ease—therefore, in no instance can the 
dose be more than roughly approximated 
to the probable need. The principles 
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governing alkaloidal therapy do away with 
all this. The initial dose is made too 
small to do harm under any circumstan- 
ces; it is given in a shape that allows it to 
be dissolved and absorbed almost as quick- 
ly as if given hypodermically; and it is re- 
peated at short intervals until the desired 
effect has been obtained. 

Here is where individual differences 
arising from the personal equation are 
equalized; one will require but two or 
three doses while another will require ten 
or twelve to produce the same effect. And 
it is not impossible that the constant im- 
pression of small doses frequently repeated 
has the same power of controlling acute 
disease-processes (a power apparently so 
completely out of proportion to the amount 
of the agent used) that a film of oil has in 
preventing the development of waves in an 
ocean storm. 

This delicate, scientific handling of a 
therapeutic agent, especially in the begin- 
ning of disease-processes, has its uses; 
but by no means does it preclude the 
employment of good, strong, Anglo-Saxon, 
Dewey blows when they are indicated. 
There is need of and room for both in the 
practice of medicine. 

The researches of Bouchard and the 
clinical observations of thousands of physi- 
cians have demonstrated the importance of 
aclean alimentary canal, and also the large 
part played by intestinal sepsis and auto- 
toxemia in the semeiology of most diseases. 
Accordingly the employment of a saline 
laxative—preferably a chemically pure 
magnesium sulphate in effervescent com- 
bination—to empty the bowels, and of in- 
testinal antiseptics to prevent microbic ac- 
tion, are inculcated as essential features of 
the alkaloidal treatment of any disease. 
By these means the body sewers are 
flushed; accumulations of toxin-breeding 
debris are removed or prevented; and the 
kidneys are relieved from that overwork 
which, resulting in an irritation, consti- 
tutes such a serious menace to the organ, 
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being liable to result in actualand perhaps 
fatal nephritis. 

One of the singular anomalies in medi- 
cal belief is the persistence of the idea that 
the alkaloids are dangerous as compared 
with the galenic preparations from the 
same plants. But little investigation is 
necessary to demonstrate the fallacy of 
this idea. Infusigns, tinctures, decoctions 
and extracts depend for their therapeutic 
efficacy upon the active principles which 
they contain, and,in view of the fact that no 
two crops of the same plant evercontain the 
same percentage of active principles, they 
must be present in these preparations in 
unknown and varying proportions. Not 
only does the amount of active principle in 
any plant vary with the seasons, but it 
also varies with the localities in which it 
grows and the conditions under which it is 
cured and kept. Therefore, as usually 
prepared, each new lot of extract or tinc- 
ture must be tested chemically or at the 
bedside before the physician can tell how 
much he should give. Even the dose of 
today may not be that of next week; for 
the drug may deteriorate or, in case of in- 
securely corked alcoholic or ethereal prep- 
arations, may gain in strength through the 
evaporation of the menstruum. Noonecan 
reasonably claim that uncertainty of 
strength adds to the safety of a dose, nor 
that the presence of inert matter renders it 
less dangerous. Besides, as in the case of 
digitalis, some of the ingredients of a 
tincture or extract may hinder the absorp- 
tion of the desired remedial agent, and the 
most valuable period for medication may 
thus be lost. 

While the old methods deal with uacer- 
tainty, the alkaloidal deals with certainty; 
while the old asks the sick cells to do both 
chemistry and absorption—when the former 
can be at best but poorly performed—the 
new calls for absorption only. Thus a 
more accurate and scientific therapy is 
made possible. It is strange that the 
laity are quicker to recognize the merits of 
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alkaloidal medication than are the major- 
ity of physicians. It does not take the pa- 
tient or his friends long to appreciate the 
wonderful potency and efficacy of the gran- 
ules of the active principles, and yet many 
of the medical profession still fail to com- 
prehend. Occasionally one becomes im- 
bued with the spirit of alkaloidal medica- 
tion, and, astonished at the excellent 
results obtained, becomes inspired with a 
new enthusiasm and awakes to the fact 
that with these tools he can do better 
work than he has ever been able to do be- 
fore. No less an authority than Prof. 
Shaller says in his ‘‘Guide to Alkaloidal 
Medication”: ‘‘The writer has had years 
of experience in prescription writing, and 
also in dosimetry—alkaloidal medication 
—and he has no hesitancy in saying that 
his results with the alkaloidal granules 
have far surpassed what he was able to ac- 
complish while using the cruder prepara- 
tions of the same drugs.” 


Accuracy in prescription requires a cor- 


responding accuracy in diagnosis. The 
name of the disease is notenough. There 
must be a distinct conception of the path- 
ologic condition of the organs and the cells 
and tissues composing them. We must 
have a clear idea of the nature of the dis- 
ease and of the treatment required, and 
administer those remedies which are indi- 
cated by the morbid symptoms. The time 
has come when we should discard the old 
shotgun prescriptions with which, through 
the association of a number of substances, 
the practitioner hoped to at least hit the 
mark with one of them. The active prin- 
ciples are ‘‘arms of precision” and bear 
the same relation to the old-fashioned 
galenical preparations that the rifle bears 
to the shotgun. 

The standard works on practice have 
little or nothing to say of vasomotor 
spasm and paresis, yet these are among 
the conditions most frequently demanding 
the active interference of the therapeutist. 
Much might be said in elaboration of this 
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subject, the importance of which we are 
but just beginning to realize; but it must 
suffice to say that such clear-cut control is 
just as impossible under the old methods 
as it is possible and easy under the alka- 
loidal. Alkaloidal therapy teaches that 
the treatment must proceed as rapidly as 
the disease. The more acute the disease 
the more frequent the repetition of the 
doses. This statement is almost axioma- 
tic; but it has been reserved for the alka- 
lometrist to recognize it and call the at- 
tention of the profession to its importance. 

Although I have already referred to the 
jugulation of acute disease, the prime im- 
portance of the principle here involved 
warrants a further word. I cannot too 
strongly emphasize the importance of in- 
stituting a strong, active treatment, di- 
rected to the dissipation of the prominent 
symptoms, at the earliest possible moment 
of attack, and before the danger has defi- 
nitely located itself. Otherwise we may 
be too late, and cerebral, thoracic, or ab- 
dominal symptoms may appear, the dis- 
ease having the form of a fully developed 
meningitis, carditis, pneumonia, or gastro- 
enteritis, any one of which must be al- 
lowed to go through all its stages unless 
the patient should succumb before the 
end. 

The use of the little granules has led 
casual observers to ask if alkalometry 
does not savor of homceopathy. Were it 
not that the question has been asked by 
those who ought to know better, I would 
not occupy your time with this matter; but 
a few words are enough. The original 
idea of Hahnemann was that a remedy 
should be selected whose gross effects co- 
incided with the symptoms shown by the 
case, and that if properly selected, a single 
dose would suffice fora cure. The use of 
the infinitesimals was a later development. 
It was necessitated, in order to hold his 
followers, by the impossibility of render- 
ing the theory universally applicable when 
tangible doses were administered. This 
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was one of the earlier applications of the 
art of hypnotism, and the influence of his 
‘“‘suggestion” obtains to this day. In al- 
kalometry the remedy is chosen that most 
nearly antagonizes the disease-condition 
present, and is given in small but effective 
doses until the drug-effect has been raised 
to the point where it exactly counteracts 
the disease-effect; a reaction to the normal 
is the result. An apparent application of 
similia may be seen in the alkalometric 
practice of giving such stimulants as 
strychnine arseniate and sanguinarine in 
acute diseases of the parts over which the 
drugs have a selective influence; but the 
reason for this is, that there is an anti- 
pathic effect to be secured. Disease 
means a lowering of vitality, either func- 
tional or organic. If the vitality of the 
pharyngeal tissues be normal, pharyngitis 
will not occur. It does occur, conse- 
quently the resisting power of the pharyn- 
geal tissues is below normal. Our grand- 


mothers recognized this and treated phar- 
yngitis very successfully with capsicum 
tea; we, more pleasantly, treat it with 


strychnine, sanguinarine, etc., or with 
strong local astringents. This is clearly 
‘‘antipathic” and not ‘‘homcopathic.”’ 

The principle of administering a remedy 
until the desired effect has been secured, 
simple as it appears, was never satisfac- 
torily applied, or even understood, until 
the present method was advocated by 
Burggreve. This principle is of especial 
importance in the treatment of children, 
to whom the giving of anodynes, narcotics 
or antispasmodics is often a necessary but 
dangerous measure. No drug, however 
powerful, need be excluded from child- 
practice when employed alkalometrically; 
everything depends upon the accuracy of 
meeting the indication, and upon the gra- 
dation of the dose; all danger is removed 
by cumulative minimal dosage. 

To the superior control which the physi- 
cian exerts over his drug, to the prompt- 
ness and certainty of his medication, and 
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to the avoidance of all the ills resulting 
from the intermediation of the pharmacist, 
conditions easily possible to alkaloidal 
therapy, I can but casually refer. The 
superior facilities for treating emergencies 
which the physician who carries his gran- 
ule case possesses over him who has only 
a lead pencil and a bit of paper; the differ- 
ence in favor of carrying an ounce of active 
principle instead of eight pounds of galen- 
ical powders (to him who has to carry 
them), and many other practical points, 
must be left to you who know them as well 
as I. Whenthe pathologic conditions that 
are present in every attack of disease are 
clearly comprehended, and when the ef- 
fect of each medicament upon these con- 
ditions has been definitely determined, 
then, and not till then, will therapeutics 
be established upon a firm basis, and the 
practice of medicine become a true sci- 
ence. But this happy condition can never 
be reached until the members of our pro- 
fession turn to the use of remedies distinct 
and uniform in their effect. And as alka- 
lometry makes for keener study of disease- 
states, greater accuracy in diagnosis and 
prescription, even to certainty as to the 
dispensing of medicines, it is bound to win 
in the contest with the old, careless, slov- 
enly, half-hearted, pessimistic methods.

TYPHLITIS.

HE second affection to which I call 
your attention is typhlitis, and while 
I do not 


expect such good results to 
be gained in all cases as 
the one here reported, at 
the same time it illus- 
trates the power of the 
defervescent alkaloids 
over a hypernormal tem- 
perature. 

Typhlitis is as you are 
W. T. THACKERAY aware an inflammation of 
the cecum and the vermiform appendix, 
due either to obstruction from impaction 
of fecal matter or from the lodgment 
of some foreign body in the appendix. 
The diagnosis is simple—pain in the 
right iliac fossa more or less circum- 
scribed, and some swelling which can be 
located by careful manipulation; as the 
case progresses rigors and fever supervene, 
indicating the extension of the inflamma- 
tion to the pelvic cellular tissue; this ter- 
minates at times in resolution and at others 
in ulceration—suppuration and death—- 
either from septic poisoning or peritonitis 
or both. Within the present year three or 
four prominent men have died from this 
cause, notably Dr. Agnew of New York. 
My own case was as follows: 

Mr. D., aged 23 years. History: Father 
died of tuberculosis, mother died of cancer 
of uterus; two sisters and two brothers 
all showing tuberculous diathesis, one sis- 
ter apparently in good health; patient 
about six feet in height, weight about one 
hundred and twenty pounds. On March 
21, 1888, had pain low down in the bowels 
on the right sideand wasconstipated. He 
took two of Carter’s liver pills which had 
no other effect than to cause great pain, 
for which he took some opium. 

I was called at 4 p. m. on the 22nd, 
found my patient in bed, suffering great 
pain in the right iliac fossa, the pain being 
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circumscribed and covering a surface about 
as large as my hand, the major portion 
lying below a line drawn from the crests of 
the ilia; his temperature was 100.6° and 
pulse 89. I diagnosed typhlitis caused 
by obstruction due to some foreign 
body in the appendix and suggested a con- 
sultation. For the immediate relief of my 
patient I administered aconitine, vera- 
trine and strychnine arseniate, one gran- 
ule of each every hour with instructions to 
discontinue the aconitine and veratrine 
when the temperature fell to normal, and I 
instructed his attendant in the use of the 
thermometer so that the observations 
could be taken at short intervals. For 
nourishment I ordered an egg beaten with 
one-half pint of milk and an ounce of 
whiskey, a tablespoonful of the mixture to 
be taken pro re rata. 

At 8 p.m. the defervescents were dis- 
continued the temperature being normal, 
and at 11 p. m. I found it to be hyponor- 
mal, 98°. At this time I ordered in conjunc- 
tion with thestrychnine, quinine hydrofer- 
rocyanate and codeine, to be taken one 
granule of each every hour, so long as the 
temperature did not rise above 98.8° F., in 
which event the defervescents were to be 
renewed until effect. 

As my suggestion for a consultation was 
favorably received I called Dr. Wm. T. 
Belfield, with the idea that if surgical 
interference became necessary it should 
be made early. At 5 p. m.:‘on the 
23rd inst., Dr. Belfield and myself met 
at my patient’s house and went over 
the case carefully, agreeing as to the 
diagnosis, but Dr. B. was of the opinion 
that the trouble was tuberculous in its 
character. He was surprised and pleased 
with the manner in which the granules had 
acted both upon the temperature and 
pulse. In using the thermometer after the 
examination it recorded 100.8°, the rise 
being due to the irritation caused by our 
manipulations, and one dose of one gran- 
ule each of aconitine and veratrine to- 
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gether were administered. On the 24th, 9 
a.m., the temperature was 98.4°, pulse 
62. 5 p. m. temperature 99.2°, the area 
of pain is diminishing from below upwards. 

Sunday, 25th, 11a.m.,temperature 98.8 ° , 
pulse 72; 5 p. m. temperature 99°, area 
of tenderness still decreasing, resting com- 
fortably. On the 26th,9 a. m., temperature 
99.2°, pulse 76. During Sunday several 
friends called and the patient was pleas- 
antly excited, to which I ascribed the rise; 
gave three doses at hour intervals of acon- 
itine. 5 p. m., temperature 98.8°, area 
of tenderness can be covered with a silver 
half dollar. On the 27th, ordered a bottle of 
Hathorn water; 9 a. m., temperature 98°, 
pulse 65, pain in the right iliac fossa dis- 
appeared; 12 m., action of the bowels 
without difficulty, in the dejecta discovered 
a bean with a hard burned shell; 5 p. m., 
temperature 98.8°. March 28th, 9 a. m., 
temperature 98.8°, pulse 65, patient con- 
valescent, bowels moved naturally; ordered 
iodoform 1-6 grain, one granule three 
times daily and to resume natural diet. 

The case offered no further complications 
and the patient is in better health today than 
he has been for several years. Under or- 
dinary treatment in an ordinary case this 
trouble continues for from two weeks to 
one month with various complications. In 
the case cited, although the subject was a 
most unpromising one, the case lasted only 
six days, and since discharge has been 
stronger in every particular than before. 

I would call your special attention to 
the fact that the first diagnosis made, to 
wit: Typhlitis from obstruction caused by 
a foreign body, was confirmed by the find- 
ing of the bean, which from the car- 
bonized sheil was thoroughly impervious 
to the action of the intestinal fluids. 

Another class of cases which cause con- 
siderable annoyance to the physician and 
pain to the patient are the neuralgias. 
These may affect the nerve tissue or their 
envelopes; they are sometimes due to gen- 
eral and sometimes to local causes. As a 
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matter of course all these must be consid- 
ered in selecting treatment, the persistent, 
the remittent and the intermittent each de- 
manding especial attention. 

The cases to which I call your attention 
did not occur in my own practice; the first 
was reported to me by Dr. Lafayette Case 
of this city who came to consult me in 
reference to it. 

Mrs. B., a married lady, neurotic, was 
attacked February 19, 1888, with neural- 
gia, affecting the bronchial plexus. The 
pain was most intense, sleep was precluded 
even under the influence of large doses of 
morphine. The patient suffered most se- 
verely until February 21, at which time 
the following treatment was instituted: 

One granule strychnine arseniate, one- 
half milligramme. 

One granule caffeine arseniate, one mil- 
ligramme. 

One granule iron arseniate, one milli- 
gramme. 

These were given together every hour 
for eight hours, at which time the pain had 
disappeared, and the patient slept natur- 
ally, without the use of codeine, which 
had been suggested in case that a hypnotic 
was necessary. Upon awakening the dose 
was repeated at intervals of three hours 
until February 28, at which time there 
had been no return of paroxysm and the 
treatment was discontinued. 

Case second, in the practice of Dr. Cas- 
sius D. Wescott: A street-car conductor, 
aged twenty-six, complained of facial neu- 
ralgia, due to exposure. Gave him six 
granules of aconitine, gr. 1-500 each, with 
instructions to take one every half-hour 
until relieved. He reported the next 
day that the first granule relieved the pain, 
which had been persistently. severe for 
forty-eight hours. 

Case third—also reported by Dr. Wes- 
cott: A lady thirty-two years of age; nerv- 
ous temperament; complained of supra- 
orbital neuralgia. Gave her six granules 
of aconitine, gr. 1-500 each, and ordered 
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one to be taken every half-hour until re- 
lieved; she was completely relieved after 
taking the second granule. This lady is 
subject to neuralgia and has resorted to 
the usual anodynes and nervines with vary- 
ing results. 

Closely allied to neuralgia is myalgia or 
muscular rheumatism, and you will meet 
with this trouble at least as frequently as 
any other form of disease. I have not 
taken the trouble to tabulate cases, but I 
have during the autumn just past treated 
twenty or twenty-five cases, the pains 
being located, in the several cases, in al- 
most every set of muscles in the body; 
the neck, thorax and back, however, pre- 
dominating. Ihave found one remedy to 
be all that was necessary, and in each in- 
stance I prescribed one granule of atro- 
pine valerianate gr. 1-250 every hour until 
relieved—the relief usually came after the 
second dose, in no instance requiring more 
than the fourth dose—and after the pain 
ceased it has been my custom to prevent 
its recurrence by giving one granule of 
quinine arseniate every hour for a day or 
two. I emphasize the fact that this treat- 
ment has not failed in a single instance. 

The last case to which I shall direct 
your attention is one of pneumonia, re- 
ported to me by my friend and colleague, 
Prof. Silva. Mrs. W., widow, aged sixty- 
two, has had chronic laryngitis for two 
years; was attacked with acute pneumonia, 
affecting the middle lobe of the left lung; 
she had a chill which was followed bya 
dry, persistent cough and severe pain on 
the left side of the chest. 

Was called May 26, 6 p.m. Examina- 
tion: pulse full and rapid (100); dyspnea; 
severe pain in the left side; temperature 
101° F. Auscultation: no respiratory 
murmur noticeable over the left middle 
lobe; puerile breathing in apex of same 
lung. Medication: internally one granule 
of aconitine every two hours; locally, a 
mustard poultice. 

May 28, 9 a. m.: Pulse 96; other symp- 
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toms the same as yesterday. Six p. m., 
temperature 103° F. Aconitine and ver- 
atrine,one granule of each every two hours. 

May 28, 9a. m.: Persistent dry cough; 
pulse irregular, 100; temperature 104° F. 
Added to former treatment digitalin, one 
granule everytwohours. Six p. m., cough 
and dyspnea increased; pulse 100, tem- 
perature 106° F.; delirium. Treatment: 
aconitine, digitalin and strychnine hypo- 
phosphite, two granules of each every half- 
hour until temperature is reduced to 100° 
F. and then every two hours. 

May 29,8a. m.: Pulse 90; temperature 


100° F.; less dyspnea; less cough; sputa 


mucous and bloody; no delirium; had a 
few short naps during the night; the 
improvement occurred after taking the 
granules for six hours, after which time 
the intervals were lengthened as directed. 

May 30, 9a. m.: Expectoration free, of 
the same character as yesterday; breathing 
more easy; pulse 90; temperature 100° F. 
Continued treatment. Eight p. m., pulse 
96, temperature 99°, Lengthened inter- 
val between doses to three hours. 

May 31, 9a.m.: Expectoration free and 
rusty; respiration easy; pulse 80; tempera- 
ture99° F. Lengthened interval between 
doses to four hours. Six p. m., vomited 
after taking food; some nausea. Gave one 
granule of cocaine muriate every fifteen 
minutes till the stomach was quieted. 

June 1, 8 a.m.: Nausea disappeared at 
the fourth dose of the cocaine; pulse 84; 
temperature normal; cough frequent, with 
profuse rusty sputa. Gave two granules 
each of codeine and emetine every two 
hours. Six p. m., no change. 

June 2, 9:30 a.m.: Persistent cough 
with rusty sputa; pain referred to laryn- 
geal region; voice hoarse. Continued treat- 
ment and added a dessert spoonful of cod- 
liver oil with pancreatine after each meal. 
Eight p. m., conditions the same. 

June 3, 9a.m.: Lesscough and hoarse- 
ness; sputa diminished. Medication con- 
tinued from this date until June 26. The 
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symptoms were those of an acute laryngitis 
upon the old affection, and the treatment 
used was of a sedative character—for a 
time cicutine and tannic acid and later 
codeine with tannic acid and iodoform. 
At the last date mentioned the patient was 
discharged but with the remains of the 
chronic trouble noticeable. 

If I were to criticize the treatment of this 
case, I should say that forty-eight hours 
were wasted and that the actual medica- 
tion only began at 6 p. m. on the 28th inst. 

That this criticism is just is shown by 
the rapid improvement during the next 
succeeding six hours. The excuse, how- 
ever, must be made that this was the first 
serious case treated by Dr. Silva with the 
granules, and he fully realized the respon- 
sibility that he assumed in so grave a case. 
With this exception, the treatment is all 
that could be desired. The case was a 
most unpromising one, but notwithstand- 
ing the fact that within a month after this 
sickness the lady suffered from a fracture 
of the leg, she states that she is in better 
general health than she has been at any 
time within two years.

ALKALOMETRY.

[> VERY little while we meet with mem- 

bers of the medical fraternity who 
seem to be unable to “get an idea of the 
new method of medication, and they ask: 
‘“‘What is Alkalometry?” 

Undoubtedly literature on this subject is 
not very abundant, as this method of medi- 
cation is still young and has not been placed 
very prominently before the profession. 
Therefore it does behoove those who have 
given special attention to the subject of 
alkaloidal medication, and who in their 
practice have had opportunities of testing 
the value of the method, not to withhold 
their testimony. Acting upon this prin- 
ciple, we once more would appear before 
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the readers of the Ciinic and ask the privi- 
lege of placing before them a few thoughts 
that may be of help in answering the ques- 
tion quoted above. 

Alkalometry is not a new system of prac- 
tice; it is merely a new form or method by 
which the active principles of the old drugs 
are being exhibited in the treatment of 
disease. Yet Alkalometry differs from 
Allopathy in that Allopathy is the art of 
prolonging an acute disease while Alka- 
lometry is the means by which acute 
diseases are jugulated and hindered from 
passing into an organic lesion. 

The disciples of Allopathy are mistaken 
when they think that an acute disease 
must take a certain natural course before 
it can be conquered. Jugulation of all 
acute diseases is what Alkalometry pro- 
poses to accomplish. Now, what is 
meant by jugulation of acute diseases? It 
means: to simplify, cut short, diminish. 
It means to reduce it to the simplest 
form and bring about a state of convales- 
cence in the shortest possible time, instead 
of waiting for the disease to take its course 
and, coming toa crisis, leave the patient 
in astate of collapse, from which it will 
take a long time to recover. Now the 
idea of jugulation of acute diseases is not 
a mere matter of speculative theory; it is 
a matter of fact which has proved true, 
nine cases out of ten, when a true diagnosis 
has been made and the proper alkaloidal 
medication administered. 

Some one may say: ‘‘Give us, then, your 
formula.” Such a thing cannot be done 
with absolute certainty, for we must not 
forget that there are no two cases so simi- 
lar that the same formula can be used. 
The careful and wise practitioner will 
know how to govern himself accordingly 
and choose from his armory the weapons 
indicated by the condition of the case, at 
various times he shall visit his patient. 
But if no absolute formula can be given for 
every case, the following principle always 
remains true in alkaloidal practice: Al- 
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ways employ an active medication during 
the dynamic period of an acute disease; 
for it is by use of this active medication 
that jugulation is obtained. 

As a consequence of past experience, we 
would dare affirm the following facts: 
There is no necessity of an acute disease 
being allowed to take what is called its 
natural course. This natural course be- 
comes an impossibility under the influence 
of alkaloidal medication. During the dy- 
namic period of an acute disease jugula- 
tion can be attained without fear of un- 
toward results. There will never be any 
failure in obtaining this jugulation of an 
acute disease, provided the means used are 
timely and sufficient. Such means are 
found in the defervescents and nervines, 
which, united, sustain and regulate the 
vital forces and generally arrest hyper- 
pyrexia with promptness. , 

Again, there is in Alkalometry neither 
maximum nor minimum as to the dose 
of the remedy employed. As soon 
as the physician is certain of his diag- 
nosis and has become acquainted with 
the clinical condition of his patient, he 
can without hesitation decide the choice 
of the remedy, assured that the physi- 
ological effect will be produced as ex- 
pected. Decision as to the proper remedy 
to employ being arrived at, the same is ad- 
ministered until curative effect is produced. 

The dosage is at intervals proportionate 
to the virulence of the disease. Thus it is 
that the alkalometric practitioner will give 
the granules every hour, half-hour or 
quarter-hour, as he deems necessary. First, 
reach a true diagnosis by using the various 
clinical means at your disposal—ther- 
mometer, uroscope, microscope, ausculta- 
tion or percussion, etc.—and then fear- 
lessly march against the foe, knowing that 
having scrutinized nature with a scientific 
art, you are coming to her aid so that, with- 
out delay and without danger, she will soon 
again return to healthful condition. 

The prejudice of the expectant school 
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against Alkalometry has somewhat di- 
minished during the past few years. Yet 
there remains enough of it, especially in 
the East, to warrant us.in keeping on with 
the work of promulgation of the vital doc- 
trines of Alkalometry. The disciples of 
the old galenic school are mistaken when 
they think that an alkaloid is more toxic 
than the plant which produces it. It is 
the contrary that is true; and that can be 
easily proven by any one who cares to make 
the trial. 

Administer, for example, a dose of digi- 
talis sufficient to produce a toxic effect 
to one patient and a dose equivalent 
of digitalin amorphous to another, and 
see which of the two patients—barring 
antidotes—will pass through the under- 
takers’ hands. It is matter of fact, well 
fixed by experience, that the alkaloids are 
safer and less toxic in the dosage in which 
they are exhibited than the extracts or 
tinctures of the plant. The great aim of 
alkalometry has been to substitute the 
simple for the compound, the certain for 
the equivocal, the small quantity for the 
great bulk of the old-time prescriptions, 
and in this it has well succeeded. Simple 
medication is not found in the use ofa 
vegetal substance which is complex. 

In opium, for example, are found several 
alkaloids, each having different action; 
besides these alkaloids, are found various 
other substances whose actions are not as 
yet well defined. Can the physician who 
prescribes opium, either in extract or in 
tincture, tell with certainty what action his 
dose will produce outside the narcotic 
effect? It has been observed that alka- 
loids contained in the same plant have 
properties differing from each other. No 
wonder, then, there have been some very 
disagreeable surprises in the practice of 
those who have prescribed the old galenic 
preparations. 

In Alkalometry we have the simplicity of 
remedy, the mathematical precision in 
dosage; simplicity in the form of granules, 
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and definiteness of results as well as safety 
in the treatment of the sick. All this is 
based upon scientific investigation and is 
not the outcome of mere theorizing. 

In fact, Alkalometry offers to-day to the 
profession the most simple and most in- 
dispensable arms of precision with which 
to successfully combat disease and bring 
relief to suffering humanity.

MEDICINE AMONG THE ANCIENT 
HEBREWS.

| BEG leave to here correct a grievous 


prevalent archeological mistake. 
Moses is unduly assumed by some of his 
friends to have known 
enough of chemistry to 
dissolve gold, and there- 
fore to have dissolved 
the golden calf (Exod. 
32), so as to mix it with 
or scatter it upon the 
waters which the people 
drank. Of course, carpers at the Penta- 
teuch make fun of such a notion, and cor- 
rectly enough deny such a knowledge of 
chemistry at that time. 

It happened once while preparing for a 
class in Homer’s Odyssey, Book III, that 
the verb ‘‘Perichevoo,” in lines 384 and 426, 
arrested my attention as never before; and 
the question arose: How could Nestor or 
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the goldsmith Laerkes ‘‘pour” gold 
‘‘around” the horns of the sacrificial ani- 
mal? Forthis is just what the verb means. 
The usual idea of gold plates or leaves 
does not fit the meaning of that verb. The 
thought then occurred that it must have 
been a gold paint, made up of finely tritu- 
rated gold leaf in some oily menstruum, to 
which that verb would suit well enough. 
At once then the golden calf which ‘‘Moses 
burned and ground up to a very fine pow- 
der,” at which many a calf laughed and 
I once one of them, stood before me figura- 
tively bleating for a solution. 

Looking then at the Greek Septuagint I 
saw, in Exod. 32:4, the misleading words 
‘‘Moschon choonevion” (Molten calf); in 
the Vulgate, ‘‘Vitulum conflatilem,” same 
meaning. Rereading the original I saw 
that the gold furnished for that calf came 
from the ear-rings of the women, which 
could not have been of sufficient quantity 
to make a respectable Apis. I read fur- 
ther and saw that Aaron fashioned that 
calf with a carving tool which is used for 
stone or wood only. I saw the Hebrew 
word ‘‘Mosechah,” which is so wrongly 
rendered ‘‘Molten,” and find it coming as 
a feminine noun from the verb ‘‘Vosach,” 
meaning to pour out a fluid, and is never 
used for ‘‘ melting ” or ‘‘casting”’ of metals; 
for the which the Hebrew has the dis- 
tinct verb ‘‘ Yotsouk.” That noun is often 
used in connection with carved images. 

Now it became clear that that Aaronic 
calf was carved of wood and covered with 
a gold paint, which could, of course, be 
easily burned and triturated into a Pulvis 
subtilissimus Carbonis Ligni, and ‘‘scattered 
upon the face of the waters” ( Exod. 32:20) 
which the people had to drink. ‘‘Moses 
was educated in all the wisdom of the 
Egyptians” (Acts 7:22), but they did not 
know modern chemistry and neither did he. 

Miriam’s transient leprosy and its cure 
(Numb. 12) might also be adduced here. 
But as these were evidently the effects of 
both an auto- and a hetero-suggestion in- 
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duced by sudden psychic reversions, I 
will not dilate upon it here, as this may 
come under the head of a supernatural 
treatment of the sick. 

Elijah’s cure of the widow’s son (1 
Kings 17:17), by akind of animal magnet- 
ism (sit venia verbo’), which is at present 
not understood, would also not be men- 
tioned here for the above reason except 
for the fact to be emphasized, that this re- 
markably fearless man was not only not a 
priest, not even a natively born Israelite, 
but only a proselytic sojourner of Gilead. 
He was not from a place called Tishbi, as 
the version leads to think, for there never 
was such a place anywhere, and the He- 
brew consonantal letters in the word 
H TS HBI, should be voweled and read 
‘‘Hattoushovi,” ‘‘The Sojourner,” and not 
‘‘Hattishbi” ‘‘the Tishbite.” Jewish pride 
could not brook the idea that such a 
mighty prophet was not a born Israelite, 


and a geographical nonentity was invented 


to conceal a grand fact. And, as usual, 
Christian scholarship parrots this Jewishly 
misvoweled corruption of the consonantal 
text. 

Elisha, also not a priest, the successor 
of Elijah'(1 Kings 19:16 fol.), he too 
used magnetic medication, but natural, 
rational remedies also, for the cure of dis- 
eases. 

The first on record (2 Kings 2:19-22), 
is the curing of a spring which had the 
bad quality of producing miscarriages. 
The people came to Elisha for help. He 
ordered a new hollow vessel in which salt 
should be put to bebrought tohim. This 
was done and he placed the salt, I suppose 
with the vessel for slower solution, in the 
head waters of the spring, and the water 
was cured and abortions prevented. This 
procedure is done frequently at the present 
day with ill-tasting well waters. 

A similar incident is related of Moses 
(Exod. 15:22-24). Coming after a three 
days’ waterless march to Marah, the pres- 
ent Hawwarrah, they could not drink the 
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brackish water from the fountain there, 
the soil being strongly impregnated with 
natron. He seems to have forgotten for 
the moment the remedy for that trouble, 
and so he prayed for divine assistance, 
and an arboraceous plant was indicated to 
him which contains an acid, and this made 
the water potable. It may have been a 
species of the Berberide order, perhaps 
the Berberis Vulgaris. 

Another cure by Elisha is recorded in 
2 Kings 4:18 fol. It was a case of appar- 
ent death from insolation, which he cured 
in the same way as his predecessor Elijah, 
only he had more trouble in developing his 
magnetism. 

Another cure by the same prophet, re- 
corded in the same place, was that of cases 
of poisoning with unripe squirting cucum- 
bers, Momordica Elaterium, which one of 
the prophet’s unripe theological boys was 
not botanist enough torecognize. There was 
famine then in the land, flour was scarce, 
and the little they had had to be econo- 
mized; and so the theological students 
were as usual underfed. A large pot of 
thin, green vegetable soup was prepared 
for them, and into this that green student 
chopped in that Momordica, which acted 
murderously. They cried out: ‘‘There is 
death in the pot!”” The prophet saw the 
case at a glance, and in a most practical, 
rational and experienced sort of way, he 
cried out: ‘‘Well, get some flour, every 
one of you!” And flour was thrown into 
the soup, too, and soon every one was 
well, and so, too, was the poor theolog- 
ians’ soup. This case is medicinally in- 
structive, and so is the moral of it also, 
viz., give your theological students a good 
secular education in natural science first 
and then don’t underfeed them. 

Another remarkable cure by the same: 
(/bid.) Naaman the Syrian was the field 
marshal of the Syrian forces and a favor- 
ite of his king. He seems to have been 
afflicted with either a local incipient leprosy 
or elephantiasis, or an ichthyosis. The 
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diagnosis was not made by the prophet, 
and since all these troubles resemble each 
other in their incipiency, so the general 
and his friends thought it to have been the 
worst of them, leprosy. He was induced 
to go for help to the renowned prophet in 
Israel, Elisha. He brought high royal 
recommendations to the King of Israel and 
immensely valuable presents for the pro- 
phet. He stationed himself at the pro- 
phet’s door with all the pompous array of 
horses and chariots. The patient was evi- 
dently a very, very lucrative one for any 
ancient or modern quack or regular phy- 
sician to catch. But Elisha just sent out 
a messenger to the general, telling him to 
go and take seven thorough baths in the 
river Jordan, then his flesh would be re- 
stored to him and he would be clean. At 
this the great heathen general went off in 
a huff. ‘‘Hm!’ said he, ‘‘I thought he 
would have stepped out himself, and stood 


up and called upon his God Jehovah, then 
would have waved his hand to the place of 
the trouble and removed the leprosy. Are 
not Avanah and Pharphar, the rivers of 
Damascus, better than all the waters of 
Israel? Can I not wash in them and be 


clean?” And away he went and came 
near losing all his trouble and expense. 
But his servants persuaded him to do the 
simple thing the prophet advised, and he 
did so and got well. 

How little fuss this and the other pro- 
phets of Israel made of their healing power! 
How they contrast with our modern 
pseudo-Christian pretending healing pro- 
phets! 

And here is a similar trait recorded of 
the prophet Isaiah (2 Kings 20). An 
army of 185,000 Assyrians besieged Jerusa- 
lem. Their sanitary accommodations 
around that place must have been 
wretched, and so the pest crept in among 
them, and on one critical night a great 
many of them died. The record says in 
a somewhat Irish-bull fashion, that they 
arose in the morning and found themselves 
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all dead carcasses. Well, we all under- 
stand what such a drastic statement really 
means, nothing else but that the army be- 
came so decimated then that the siege had 
to be raised. 

But the pest is infectious,and King Heze- 
kiah became infected, and the pathogno- 
monic bubonic swelling made its ap- 
pearance on him. The prophet Isaiah 
warned the King of his lethal danger and 
bade him prepare himself for the worst. 
The king prayed earnestly, became hope- 
ful, and so psychically prepared for a bet- 
ter issue of his case. The prophet calcu- 
lated well in preparing the patient for the 
crisis, and returning to the king assured 
him divinely of his recovery and—ordered 
a poultice of dried figs to be put on the 
boil. It was done and the king re- 
covered. 

Here you have a clear diagnosis, a cor- 
rect estimate of the patient’s psychic state, 
a simple, rational treatment, and a splen- 
did result, without much fuss. 

In all these splendid cures I see no 
need for me, as aphysician who employs 
the rational mode of treating the sick, to 
be either a thaumatophob and frivolously 
explain away the supernatural part of 
these cures performed by the non-priestly 
prophets of Israel, nor on the other hand 
to be such a thaumatophil as not to see the 
human, natural part of them. All the Bib- 
lical supernatural cures have in them a 
natural part, which goes to show that in 
Israel the practice of medicine was totally 
divorced from priestcraft, and also from 
any contempt of the rational method of 
treating the sick. 

Miracles have no doubt been performed 
in ancient times by powers beyond the 
ken of man, and they are to be accepted 
by any scientific man as mere historic facts 
if sufficiently accredited. Let me not re- 
ject superciliously any fact as impossible 
because it lies beyond my limited human 
scientific ken. History does not lie.

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CELLULAR THERAPY.*

oo definition given by Aulde to the 
subject selected for your considera- 
tion is ‘‘the method in therapeutics of ex- 
hibiting properly selected medicaments 
with a view to restoration of cell-function. 
It aims to apply scientifically those rem- 
edies that experience has shown to possess 
special curative properties in the restora- 
tion of disordered functions.” 

The prototype of the animal is the cell, 
and physiologists, in explaining or at- 
tempting to explain life, select the ameba 
as anexample. It is born, it develops, it 


moves, it has a circulation and a respira- 
tion; it digests, absorbs and excretes; and 


and dies. Stimulation, 
whether mechanic, electric or thermic, 
causes it to manifest its peculiarities. Ir- 
ritation, if prolonged, causes its death. 
Thus, we ought to perceive how far in the 
application of remedies we shall go. The 
fact is, however, we do not know or per- 
ceive when we leave the safe ground of 
stimulation and encroach upon that of irri- 
tation, which is bound, in the nature of 
things, to result in death. 

We often wonder why the administra- 
tion of astringents, for instance, does not 
check diarrhea. Kunkler (*') observes 
that ‘if a solution of tannic acid is in- 
jected into the circulation, the first effect 
observed is always a narrowing of the 
lumen of the vessels. This contraction 
has escaped the observation of several of 
the more recent authors, because they se- 
lected solutions which were not sufficiently 
weak. Permanent contraction of the ves- 
sels can be produced only by solutions 
of the strength of 1-20 to 1-4 per cent; 
stronger ones produce a transient, mo-

mentary contraction, followed by the op- 
posite condition; that is, vascular dilata- 
tion. This cannot be ascribed to paraly- 
sis, because tannic acid does not act as a 
nerve irritant. In the stage of contrac- 
tion, diapedesis of white blood corpuscles 
and, consequently, inflammation and sup- 
puration cannot occur.” 

The fault then lies in the administra- 
tion of the remedy in sucha dose as to pro- 
duce irritation, instead of stimulation. 

A cell throughout its life is constantly 
evolving heat, normal during health, but 
increased when acted upon by certain ad- 
ventitious circumstances, and this is fever. 
Children develop fever far more rapidly 
than do adults, because of the activity of 
their cells; their tissues are constantly 
undergoing development, and almost any 
irritation will develop increased metab- 
olism. In the case of the infectious 
fevers, various toxins are the irritating sub- 
stances, and as the cells of the child are 
not so stable, resistance is lessened. This 
explains the predisposition of children to 
certain fevers. 

“‘As long as the activity of the cell is 
maintained the cell will respond; but when 
it has been over-stimulated it no longer 
can react; it is, as it were, paralyzed. Ex- 
hausted, its energy is gone, its motility 
leaves it, and heat being less generated, we 
get what we call a subnormal temperature. 
This is illustrated in the exhaustive stages 
of various diseases.” (7). 

Rational treatment would point, not to 
the use of febrifuges for the mere reduc- 
tion of fever, but to the removal of the 
cause. Facts will bear me out when I 
state that in all local affections there is an 
increase of leucocytes which Metschnikoff 
has shown to possess phagocytic action. 
The indication, then, is to strengthen this 
by stimulating the white blood cells, and 
it may be done by the administration of 
either Nuclein, the product of the nuclei 
of the cells, or by the various antitoxins. 
Buchner has demonstrated that action of 
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the latter is not upon the bacteria or their 
toxins, but upon the cells themselves. 

‘‘We find in the ultimate analysis of the 
organic structures of our bodies, from the 
units of the most highly specialized tissues 
to the units of simple undifferentiated 
protoplasm, that the most important or- 
ganic elements of the organism are the 
unmodified protoplasmic white blood cells. 
They are the seat of its physiological 
powers and the most powerful antago- 
nizers of its pathological conditions; the 
source of all its nutrition and of all its 
repair; its agents of supply in times of 
peace and its brave warriors in defense in 
times of battle.” (*). 

The direct bearing of cellular therapy is 
shown in its application to nervous affec- 
tions. C. F. Hodge, in a number of beau- 
tiful experiments, has demonstrated that 
electrical stimulation of nerve cells re- 
sulted in a decrease of the size of the 
nuclei and of the cells, owing to loss of 
protoplasm, and that five hours’ stimula- 
tion required about twenty-four hours’ 
rest in order that the process of recovery 
might be completed. Dr. Preston, of Bal- 
timore (*), in discussing tetany, said the 
causes were just the ones that a friori we 
would expect to affect the nerve cells, per- 
haps using up their protoplasm. A perti- 
nent question is, in this disease, and in 
most nervous affections, are the bromides 
truly indicated? Would not their admin- 
istration mask the condition rather than 
cure it? Is not strychnine the more ra- 
tional agent? 

Dr. Allen Starr, (*) in a paper on the 
‘Causation of Nervous Diseases,” gives 
experiments on a dog from which pieces of 
brain had been removed at various times 
during starving and feeding, until it had 
returned to the normal condition. At the 
end of ten days’ starvation, there was dis- 
appearance in part of the cell protoplasm, 
the nuclei were changed, and the cells 
were, in some instances, surrounded by 
leucocytes, some of which had penetrated. 
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After re-feeding for four weeks some cells 
had disappeared, of others only the 
nuclei remained; in some there was but a 
narrow border of protoplasm around the 
leucocytes which had increased and were 
entering the cells. After six weeks, re- 
generation was found to have begun around 
the nucleus, and protoplasm had begun to 
accumulate, in some instances, bulging 
out of the wall as though for a new proc- 
ess. After eight weeks of feeding, re- 
generation, with the exception of the proto- 
plasmic process, was complete. 

The condition of impaired nutrition pro- 
duced experimentally by starvation, is 
quite comparable to the impaired nutrition 
that must follow the arrest of the blood 
supply. Hemiplegia, aphasia, hemian- 
opsia, hemianesthesia, chronic nephritis, 
syphilitic affections, diseases of old age, 
etc., are all due to defective nutrition from 
imperfect blood supply. Knowing the 
action of the bromides in _ producing 
anemia of the brain and depression of all 
vital functions, I ask the gentlemen, are 
they indicated? 

Dr. Edward Cowles (°), ina paper on 
the ‘‘Relation of Mental Diseases to Gen- 
eral Medicine,” says it is a safe rule that 
mental symptoms always mean weakness; 
excitement is an extreme degree of irrita- 
ble weakness in which there is great 
exhaustion in the mechanism of mental 
control. 

This thought should beget care in the 
use of sedatives and hypnotics. Beware 
of the coal-tar compounds and the like; 
they are good and sometimes necessary for 
proper use, but not for many days in suc- 
cession. Change them and omit for a 
while; they go against nutrition, and drug 
intoxication often aggravates the disease 
and is mistaken for it. 

Rummo has demonstrated that guinea- 
pigs, in which a tolerance to strychnine 
had been established, were immune to in- 
jections of tetanus culture. 

Prof. Liebreich, of Berlin, ascribed his 
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success in the treatment of lupus to the 
use of cantharidate of sodium. His theory 
was that the small amount absorbed was 
just enough to stimulate the cells of the 
organism to increased activity, thus en- 
abling them to throw off any morbific sub- 
stance if it were not too overwhelmingly 
great. 

I have been twitted often for advocating 
the use of arsenite of copper in diarrhea 
and dysentery, not because of the agent 
itself, but on account of the infinitesimal 
dose. My principle is based on physio- 
logical action, and I have gone on with it, 
achieving cures more often than failures. 
Dr. Aulde’s explanation is that it acts as 
an intestinal antiseptic through its influ- 
ence upon the nervous system and through 
its influence upon the protoplasm at the 
point of elimination—namely, the epi- 
thelial cells of the intestinal mucous mem- 
brane. Through its irritant effect upon 
protoplasmic cells throughout the body, 
being administered in extremely small 
doses, it acts continuously as a stimu- 
lant, augmenting cellular activity in every 
part. (7). 

It must be confessed that the action of 
those alteratives used in practice is not well 
understood. We administer them, have 
good results, and that is the end of it. 
Possibly cellular therapy will give us the 
best explanation. Arsenic is used in fatty 
degenerations, not because when given 
continuously it will produce them, not, 
therefore, because of the homeopathic 
fallacy similia similibus, but because (in 
being eliminated, chiefly through the liver) 
as Dr. Aulde says (*), of its stimulating 
effect around and within the diseased area; 
because, carried to these points in which 
cellular activity is suspended or arrested, 
the irritation produced by its presence 
is, in truth, the stimulant which pro- 
motes cure. In other words, it restores 
function, rehabilitates cellular activity, 
and, incidentally, illustrates cellular ther- 
apeutics. 


In line with this is the explanation of 
Bruce in his work on ‘‘Materia Medica”: 
Alteratives act by exercising thetissues in 
two ways: taking mercury and iodine, 
they increase metabolic change in order 
to remove excessive growth. They hasten 
the life processes of the young cells so 
much that the cells disappear in the form 
of products, or, as is commonly expressed, 
are absorbed. It is essential to the suc- 
cess of this plan of treatment that the 
alterative substance should be thoroughly 
under control, and that abundant food 
be ingested to prevent failure of nutrition. 

Secondly, there is an effect of exercise 
beyond an increase of work accom- 
plished—work that is increased in amount 
can be changed in kind; exercise is bene- 
ficial, not only to the indolent individual, 
but to the vicious. So with these tissues. 
Exercise may bring them into anew, a 
normal state of function, when they have 
been deranged or even diseased. In order 
to get the tissues to work normally, we 
must get them to work somehow. knowing 
that such work means chemical change, or 
even active nutritive renovation of the 
elements. The natural disposition which 
all tissues inherently possess to return 
to the normal is thus afforded an 
opportunity for coming into play, and the 
result isnot a mere increase of activity, 
but alsoan alteration in kind of the ac- 
tivity. Henceforth, the protoplasm, if 
supplied with an abundance of food and 
oxygen, returns to the normal state. 

I wish I could go further into the elabo- 
ration of the vast domain governed by the 
subject I have chosen, but the time is 
limited, and I shall conclude with a sum- 
mation of the whole question by Dr. Knapp, 
a worker in the field (°). 

The cell is the seat of all the functions 
of the human body—nutritive, secretory, 
excretory and correlative; and in health 
and disease we are concerned with the cell 
and not with the organization as a whole; 
the vital processes take place in the cell, 
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and equilibrium between anabolism and 
katabolism, repair and waste, may be 
taken as a definition of health; and certain 
physiological functions of the cells— 
chemotaxis, phagocytosis, cell prolifera- 
tion and defensive proteids—are the func- 
tions concerned with immunity, vital re- 
sistance and the arrest and cure of dis- 
ease. It is already a known fact that cer- 
tain cells or certain groups of cells have 
certain powers of reaction and irritability, 
and it is reasonable to suppose this power 
belongs to allcells. Stimulus and changes 
in the vicinity and environment of the cells 
produce changes and alterations in the 
cell; therefore, it is concluded that the 
cell may be modified by medicaments. 
Assume this to be the basis of the physio- 
logical action of drugs, seeking not their 
mechanical effects, nor effects upon the 
pulse, respiration and temperature alone, 
but their action upon the cell, whether the 
action is demonstrable in the laboratory or 
inferred from the clinical result. (*°).

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Read this in connection with Aulde’s 
paper. All over the land thoughtful men 
are studying this new development of 
physiological therapeutics, and occasion- 
ally they bring their work into the light. 
It is not too much to hope that soon the 
labors of the Virchow school of cellular 
pathologists, and of the Pasteur school of 
bacteriologists may be correlated, and a 
firm footing thus obtained forjfurther ad- 
vances.—Ep. 


TONSILLITIS.—A LESSON IN NUCLEIN 
THERAPY.* 


By John Aulde, M. D. 


Y original claims for nuclein medica- 
tion have been so fully confirmed 

by the crucial test of clinical experience 
and further substantiated 
by scientific investiga- 
tions that any additional 
elaboration of its under- 
lying principles would 
seem to be a work of su- 
pererogation. However, 
notwithstanding the rapid 
dissemination of medical . 
knowledge, there yet remain a compara- 
tively large number of physicians who fail 
to realize its importance, or the influence 
which itis destined to exert upon the future 
of scientific medicine. I have, therefore, 
selected a disorder in which its clinical vir- 
tues are so well marked that there can be 
no question as to its utility. Indeed, had 
the introduction of this animal product 
possessed no more significance than its 
manifest advantages in this single malady, 
the probabilities are that it would long ago 
have become a household word throughout 
the entire world, since, at an almost infini- 
tesimal expense and a few hours’ time, the 
most stubborn and threatening cases re- 
spond to treatment in a manner which is 
little short of miraculous. But nuclein 
medication has done more for the medical 
profession, and infinitely more for human- 
ity, because it has developed, literally, a 
new era in the practice of medicine. It 
has taught us, without peradventure or 
doubt, that the battle against disease is a 
fight against unhealthy secretions; that our 
efforts, hitherto directed against the effects 
of mal-assimilation and retrograde meta- 
morphosis, should be aimed at the primary 
causes, the defective metabolism (suboxi- 
dation) and auto-toxemias, which conspire 
to produce derangements of cell-function;

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and that the local treatment of maladies, 
such as tonsillitis, is what might be termed 
‘“‘professional dilettanteism,” which serves 
to occupy the attention of the patient 
while nature performs the actual work of 
restoration. 

Let us take a glance at the clinical pic- 
ture and consider how its physical and 
physiological manifestations comport with 
the teachings. Tonsillitis, either paren- 
chymatous or follicular, must be regarded 
as due to digestive disturbances, and fre- 
quently superinduced by cold or exposure, 
the latter leading to diminished resistance. 
It is a resultant, therefore, the suboxida- 
- tion and the autotoxemia being responsible 
for the elevated temperature, the acceler- 
ated pulse rate and nervous symptoms. 

Owing tothe extreme vascularity of the 
throat structures, some portion of the 
materies morbiseeks an outlet through them, 
and being arrested, swelling and pain oc- 
cur. The second stage of the disease has 
arrived, when nature sends an abundant 
secretion, the object of which is apparently 
to flush the tissues and carry off the irri- 
tant debris. But this profuse secretion 
(excretion) is something more than a me- 
chanical aid to recovery, since it contains 
the nuclein in solution, the chief of the so- 
called ‘‘defensive proteids,” and the nor- 
mal antiseptic of the organism. Nature’s 
object in sending this product to the af- 
fected area is to render the secretions 
harmless, at the same time maintaining, as 
far as possible, the normal resistance of 
the cellular structures to the invasion of 
micro-organisms and their products. This, 
in my opinion, fully explains my reasons 
for the position taken, namely, that local 
medication is of little avail and, if improp- 
erly conducted, may do irreparable injury. 

For example, when concentrated lotions 
are employed, the tissues may be so in- 
jured as to favor absorption of poisonous 
products; the use of analgesics, like co- 
caine, may so obtund the nervous sys- 
tem that elimination is prevented; again, 
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where antiseptics are employed, they may 
destroy the antidote provided by nature 
and thus favor the production of spores. 
However, we have remedies which may be 
used in weak solution as adjuvants, but we 
should take advantage of the modern re- 
searches relating to the value of nuclein as 
an aid to the restoration of cell-function, 
of which the following is a brief synopsis: 

It is now five years since I first directed 
the attention of the profession to the fact 
that leucocytes played an important ro/e in 
the human economy, by their persistent 
elaboration and production of a substance 
called nuclein. Others as well as myself, 
working along parallel lines, discovered 
that in certain diseases, where the requisite 
pabulum was wanting for the manufacture 
and elaboration of this highly specialized 
product, its production could be augmented 
and its qualities improved by the introduc- 
tion of an artifically prepared nuclein, the 
object being, of course, to assist nature in 
her work. 

These experimental and clinical obser- 
vations extended over a period of more 
than two years and resulted, finally, in the 
selection of the thyroid and thymus glands 
as the source from which it could be best 
obtained. It had then been demonstrated 
that it was the special function of the poly- 
nuclear leucocytes to elaborate nuclein, 
but it has been reserved for recent investi- 
gators to determine with greater accuracy 
the actual scientific position of the theory 
first advanced. 

In the early history of my studies I was 
under the impression that the doctrine of 
phagocytosis, so assiduously advocated by 
Metschnikoff and his followers, would seri- 
ously interfere with the theory of leuco- 
cytes as then understood, but it was not 
long before sufficient evidence had accu- 
mulated to show that the two were, to all 
intents and purposes, complementary to 
each other. In truth, the rivalry now ex- 
isting between the two factions consists 
mainly in a friendly effort to determine the 
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exact facts in each case from a scientific 
standpoint. 

During the past year there appeared in 
this country an interesting and instructive 
communication by Prof. Muller, of Vienna, 
giving an account of his discovery of cer- 
tain granules in the blood, which he had 
found constantly present in that fluid when 
freshly drawn, both from healthy and dis- 
eased persons. These ‘‘small, generally 
round, colorless granules” he designed 
‘‘Hemokonien,” or ‘‘Blutstaubchen” 
(blood-dust). True, these granules had 
already been observed by others, but it re- 
mained for Drs. Stokes and Wegefarth to 
make an effort to determine their special 
properties as well as the source from 
whence they were derived. Suffice it to 
say that they finally proved to their own 
satisfaction that they were thrown off by 
certain leucocytes, but the most important 
discovery related to their probable func- 
tion. They exposed different bacteria in 
suitable media to the influence of both fil- 
tered and unfiltered blood-serum and found 
that the unfiltered serum promptly ar- 
rested the growth of certain micro-organ- 
isms, notably the bacillus typhosis, spiril- 
lum of Finkler-Prior and cholera spirillum. 
In the filtered serum, which contained 
none of Muller’s ‘‘hemokonien,” or ‘‘blood- 
dust,” the multiplication of the bacilli took 
place with great rapidity, showing that 
nuclein is in fact a product of the leuco- 
cyte, and further, that this product is in 
some mysterious manner associated with 
the granules or ‘‘blood-dust.” 

The above scientific data simply go to 
confirm my previously expressed high 
opinion of the nuclein obtained from ani- 
mal sources, with which my name is asso- 
ciated, because I have repeatedly demon- 
strated its marked influence, not only in 
creating a leucocytosis, but also in aug- 
menting the number of blood granules ina 
remarkable degree, an observation which 
can be verified by any one possessing a 
good microscope. 
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Now, while these facts, clinical and sci- 
entific, teach an important lesson relating 
to nuclein medication in general, and to 
its special curative properties in tonsillitis, 
in view of the notably prompt action of un- 
filtered blood-serum upon the bacillus 
typhosis, I cannot resist the temptation 
to call particular attention to the great 
value of nuclein in typhoid fever. Clinical 
reports have appeared showing that nu- 
clein medication is a specific in the arrest 
and control of this malady. Ordinary 
cases, free from complications, can almost 
certainly be aborted within forty-eight to 
seventy-two hours, and mild cases, taken 
within the first few days, in much less time.

DIGITALIN.* EMETIN.

T is the consensus of opinion that digita- 
lin should be avoided in aortic insuffici- 
ency. In this trouble the prolonged 
diastole caused by the drug works harm by 
permitting more blood to regurgitate and a 
danger more or less remote may be made 
imminent by its use. But for all other 
heart insufficiency digitalin may be used. 
Often the results are little short of marvel- 
ous. But there will be a considerable 
number of absolute failures even in those 
cases where the drug seems to be indicated 
the most clearly. In some of these cases 
where the digitalin seems to fail to catch 
hold, good results may frequently be ob- 
tained by pulling up the nerve-slack with 
strychnine in sharp doses. 
In cases of over hypertrophy with tu-

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multuous, violent heart-action digitalin 
would place the patient in deadly peril. 
This indication can be met with the heart- 
sedatives aconitine and veratrine and the 
alterative iodides, particularly ammonium 
and arsenic iodide. Aconitine and vera- 
trine will relax arterial spasm and thus re- 
lieve the obstruction against which the 
heart is laboring, while it is plain that digi- 
talin would increase it. Glonoin will do 
the same so far as unlocking the arterial 
spasm is concerned. 

In dropsical effusions, whether due to 
cardiac or renal incompetency, where it 
becomes necessary to drain off the supera- 
bundance of water, there is no better com- 
bination known to the writer than digitalin 
and apocynin, from one to three granules of 
each together in a glassful of water every 2 
or 3 hours. It is surprising the amount of 


fluid the kidneys will eliminate under the 
influence of these two drugs in combination. 


Case—Mrs. E., aged about 28, consulted 
me May 8 on account of extreme swelling 
of lower extremities, abdomen and face; 
also extreme weakness and palpitation of 
the heart. She termed her trouble ‘‘heart- 
disease and dropsy.” She was greatly 
swollen. This swelling would pit deeply 
on pressure. A careful examination of the 
heart eliminated it as the source of the 
trouble. An examination of the urine dis- 
closed a highly albuminous condition of it 
with very light specific gravity and great 
shortage of normal constituents. Her 
breathing was much oppressed and smoth- 
ering spells complained of. Prescribed 
digitalin, apocynin and lithium benzoate, 
of each two granules, to be taken dissolved 
in a glassful of water everytwohours. The 
amount of fluid she passed in the next 
twenty-four hours, astonished her. She 
said that she ‘was all running to water.” 
At the end of the twenty-four hours the 
swelling had about all disappeared. This 
case was not cured of Bright’s disease by 
these drugs at, all but she was relieved of 
a very urgent symptom by means of them. 
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After the distention is relieved it is well 
to substitute strychnine and caffeine for 
continuous administration unless indeed 
the digitalin be indicated on account of car- 
diac incompetency. Frequently iron ar- 
seniate and Nuclein are the very things 
with which to meet the anemia. If the 
water should accumulate again the original 
prescription may again be given. 

Because of constricting effect of digitalin 
upon the capillary vessels it is a useful 
remedy in the various internal hemor- 
rhages. For the treatment of internal and 
uterine hemorrhages of a passive nature it 
seems peculiarly fitted and should be com- 
bined with full doses of ergotin and hy- 
drastin. It will not be necessary to re- 
mind the reader that in case of emergency 
all these granules may be used hypoder- 
mically. It will be observed that the vari- 
ous internal hemorrhages may be attacked 
from different routes by variously acting 
remedies. 

At first glance it would seem preposter- 
ous that digitalin and aconitine should 
both be prescribed to relieve hemorrhage. 

Hemorrhage may be either active or 
passive. The physiological action of digi- 
talin suggests at once its adaptability for 
the passive variety and as stated above, its 
action will be found to be emphasized by 
the vaso-motor constrictors as ergotin and 
hydrastin. On the other hand aconitine 
is of service only in the active form and 
should never be used in combination with 
the vaso-motor constrictors. Atropine 
acts in these cases by forming of the capil- 
lary system a diverticulum into which the 
blood is drawn away from the bleeding 
point. It may be used in either variety. 

As mentioned above it will do valiant 
service in either the passive or active form 
and for this reason is the best all-around 
remedy with which to control hemorrhage. 
However no remedy should be used ina 
routine fashion (unless it be the sulphocar- 
bolates) since it must be admitted that 
each may be so fitted to a given case as to 
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excel the other. Alkaloidal practice and 
remedies are too precise to permit of ‘‘shot- 
gun” medication on the ‘hit or miss plan.” 
Dosimetry as practised by the alkaloidist 
has no more use for the lazy man than he 
has for it. 

Digitalin is indicated in the weak heart 
of the convalescent: as well as in the car- 
diac lesions fer se. Strychnine should al- 
ways be combined with it in these conva- 
lescing cases. Digitalin is of great aid to 
any other remedy in the treatment of any 
trouble when there is a coincident sluggish 
circulation and a venous stasis. Digitalin 
through its power over the circulation is a 
febrifuge of no mean order, and under 
some conditions is te be preferred even to 
aconitine. Since digitalin does not molest 


either appetite or digestion it may be given 
to convalescents without inconvenience or 
danger from that source. 

Neither need we be apprehensive of the 


much feared ‘‘cumulative action.” It is 
the part of wisdom when giving any rem- 
edy, other than those the effect of which is 
fugitive, to watch the eliminative proces- 
ses, as any drug may accumulate beyond 
the safety point if it is constantly being in- 
gested and as constantly not being elimi- 
nated. 

Tartar emetic is the old standby for the 
dry stages of bronchitis and catarrhal 
troubles of the air passages, especially of 
children. Of late, however, emetin has 
to a degree taken its place in the field. In 
the dry stages of these troubles small doses 
frequently repeated will often act like a 
charm in relieving a dry, irritative cough. 
Under its influence secretion soon becomes 
established and the cough will go free and 
easy. In the early stages attended by pain 
and fever it should be combined with acon- 
itine and codeine. Small doses of aconi- 
tine seem to act as a synergist to it, even 
when there is no fever, probably because 
of the cumulative influence it wields over 
the nervous and circulatory systems. 

The unsurpassed results obtained by the 
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use of ipecacuanha in dysentery can be 
duplicated with emetin. After the discov- 
ery of emetine it was thought for a time 
that ipecacuanha, from which the emetic 
principle had been eliminated, would be 
the ideal remedy for this disease, but it was 
soon discovered that in this very emetic 
principle resided its curative properties. 
That a few drachm doses of powdered ipe- 
cac will, if retained, cure an ordinary at- 
tack of dysentery, is never questioned by 
the one who has tried it. Emetin will do 
precisely the same thing in exactly the 
same way. Give about sixty or sixty-five 
granules, gr. 1-67, or six granules, gr. 1-6, 
at one dose, have the patient lie perfectly 
quiet for one hour, place a mustard sina- 
pism over the stomach, and if the dose is 
retained, in from six to twelve hours a co- 
pious bilious action will be induced with a 
subsequent rapid relief from tenesmus. 
The dose may be repeated in from six to 
twelve hours if necessary. 

Emetin in small doses frequently re- 
peated will produce vomiting before it will 
catharsis, consequently the end in view 
would be defeated by this way of giving it. 
When it acts as an emetic, catharsis is 
very seldom produced. So in giving it for 
dysentery, it must be the aim and endeavor 
of the physician to give a sufficiently large 
dose to produee active catharsis and at the 
same time he must not forget that the same 
dose will produce vomiting unless this ef- 
fect is carefully guarded against. 

This may be frequently done by first 
slightly narcotizing the patient with code- 
ine. I have also at times succeeded in 
having it retained by first partially anesthe- 
tizing the stomach with a single large dose 
of cocaine. A precedent large dose of 
carbolic acid well diluted has helped me at 
other times. Another fact to be remem- 
bered is to but slightly moisten the powder 
with a little water, or if the granules are 
given but the least possible amount of wa- 
ter should be allowed. 

In case one dose is vomited, in spite of 
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all these precautions, another should be 
administered immediately and repeat thus 
until one is retained. The writer enters 
into detail after this minute fashion be- 
cause he conscientiously believes it to be 
the one reliable treatment for dysentery 
and the most important point in the giving 
of it is the retention. 

Unfortunately it usually cannot be given 
in sufficient dosage to children without 
provoking emesis. With them it should 
be pushed as far as possible in connection 
with atropine and codeine. The value of 
local treatment applied to the lower bowel 
deserves this passing notice. In speaking 
of the treatment of these intestinal dis- 
orders the writer has refrained from men- 
tioning the dietary treatment of them, not 
because he is not a believer in it but rather 
because he presumed that every wide- 
awake physician is alive to the importance 
of it. 

Emetin is not infrequently successfully 
prescribed for internal hemorrhages. To 
accomplish any good it must be pushed to 
nausea. It then acts as does atropine by 
relaxation of the vascular system and as 
does aconitine by slowing and weakening 
the circulation. The writer prefers the 
atropine because it is more prompt and 
pleasant. 

Small doses of emetin will assist diges- 
tion caused by a scanty secretion of the di- 
gestive ferments. It is much used as 
a relaxant in croup. It is perfectly safe in 
any dosage because of its emetic action. 
On account of the slowness of this action, 
however, apomorphine is to be preferred in 
cases of poisoning.

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TETANUS—ITS PREVENTION.

ETANUS is a rare disease only by 
comparison. It is not adifficult mat- 

ter to collect a score of cases for study 
without going beyond the 
limits of personal knowl- 
edge; and inasmuch as the 
mortality has always been 
at least in inverse propor- 
tion to its prevalence, its 
study should be made a 
matter of extreme interest 
by every medical practi- 
tioner. Ever since the discovery of the 
tetanic bacillus by Nicolaier, in 1884, there 
has been a constant and relentless war 
waged against the germ and its ptomains— 
and the war still goes on. It would nat- 


urally seem in the case of tetanus, as with 
diphtheria and other germ diseases, that 
being able to capture, breed, cultivate and 
destroy the cause, we might reasonably ex- 
pect to be able to quickly free our cases 
from calamitous efc/s. In this, however, 
we have suffered partial disappointment; 
for while the tetanus antitoxin is so firmly 
established as a preventive measure, and 
even acknowledged as by far the best 
curative agent thus far tried, yet its effects 
in fully developed cases sometimes fall 
short of our expectations. From personal 
observation, however, I am convinced that 
frequently in developed cases much of its 
value is lost on account of delayed or in- 
adequate employment of the remedy. If 
from any cause a case of tetanus has been 
permitted to develop after a traumatism 
of any kind, the antitetanic serum should 
be used heroically upon the appearance of 
the very first symptom. 

It is quite true that not all nail punc- 
tures, street accidents and machinery 
wounds are followed by an attack of 
tetanus, however severe the injury may be, 
or however much filth may be ground into 
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the tissues. It is probably a knowledge of 
this fact that causes the physician to ‘‘take 
chances” in many instances and furnishes 
him With an abundance of time in which 
to regret his ‘‘knowledge” afterwards. It 
is to urge the profession to guard against 
so frequent and dangerous an experiment 
as this that I am induced to make this 
appeal for prophylaxis. It would be far 
better to make a routine practice of using 
a preventive dose of antitoxin after injuries 
of every kind and degree, rather than to 
allow a single case of tetanus to develop 
when it could be soeasily and surely pre- 
vented. 

It should be remembered that it does 
not always require a rusty nail, an ugly 
puncture or the laceration of tissues to 
provoke tetanus. Not many months ago 


I saw acase develop after a supposedly 
trivial injury. The skin was not broken, 
there was no fracture of bone or ligament, 


not even an abrasion of the cuticle, and 
yet the patient died after exhibiting all the 
horrible classic symptoms, and in spite of 
the most vigorous treatment that modern 
science couldsuggest. On the other hand, 
more recently a young man escaped tetanus 
after being the recipient of multiple in- 
juries, any one of which might reasonably 
be expected to produce the disease. He 
was engaged in tearing down an old barn, 
when the structure suddenly collapsed 
and buried him under a mass of timbers, 
boards and debris of various kinds. A 
large rusty spike was driven into one of 
his ankles, an iron hook pierced the side 
of his head, inflicting an ugly scalp wound, 
while nails and wood splinters punctured 
the tissues in various parts of the body. 
In spite of the most careful dressing of the 
wounds, some of them did not heal kindly, 
and suppuration occurred in several of 
them. Another member of this family had 
died of tetanus a few years previously, 
and this caused great anxiety among the 
surviving members, including the patient 
himself. The mention of antitoxin as a 
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preventive had an excellent moral effect in 
allaying fear. Two vials of Roux’s anti- 
tetanic serum were administered, one on 
the second day after the injury and the 
other about one week later. While re- 
covery in this case was slow, and accom- 
panied by numerous complications, no 
signs of tetanus were ever noticed, and it 
seems but reasonable to believe that this 
was due to the timely employment of anti- 
toxin. 

It is now almost three years since Prof. 
Nocard, of the /mstitut Pasteur, Paris, de- 
monstrated the wonderful immunizing 
properties of tetanus antitoxin, and ad- 
vised its employment for this purpose in 
an address before the French Academy of 
Medicine. His advice was eagerly ac- 
cepted, and has since been faithfully fol- 
lowed by a considerable number of physi- 
cians in all parts of the world, and with 
universal satisfaction. 

Just why the antitoxin of tetanus should 
depart from the rule of similar prepara- 
tions and exhibit this peculiar selection of 
action is not definitely known. In diph- 
theria we have all seen and been delighted 
with the rapid curative action of the anti- 
toxin, and in streptococcal infection we 
have seen the results quickly disappear 
under the influence of a few doses of 
Marmorek’s serum. But after a case of 
tetanus is fully developed we do not always 
get the hoped-for result from the use of 
antitoxin. As a theoretical explanation of 
this it was once suggested by Prof. Roux 
that the antitetanic serum did not exert its 
influence upon either bacillus or ptomain, 
but upon the tissue cells in some manner 
not yet understood, but which enabled 
them to resist the influence of the toxin. 
In this way he thought that further in- 
vasion was prevented, and that portions of 
the system not already infected would 
remain immune after the use of the serum 
was begun. This would of course account 
for the invariable prophylactic action of 
the serum when used previous to the ap- 
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pearance of ..y symptoms; but this partial 
explanation was not wholly satisfactory to 
an exacting and inquisitive profession. 
Within avery recent period, however, 
Roux has advanced another theory which 
seems not only plausible but capable of 
verification. It is to the effect that the 
toxin of the tetanus bacillus is so rapid in 
its destructive work upon the nerve-centers 
that it cannot be reached in time to be 
checked when the antitoxin is given by 
the ordinary hypodermic method. Given 
in the usual way the antitetanic serum 
quickly neutralizes the toxin that may be 
floating in the blood; but remaining in 
the circulatory system, it does not reach 
that which is preying upon the central 
nerve cells, and consequently it does not 
protect them. This theory is much more 
in accord with the preferred views of the 
friends of the general system of serum 
therapy, while it strips the tetanus anti- 
toxin of the most objectionable mysteries 
that have heretofore marked its seemingly 
capricious action. That is to say, it per- 
mits of the antitetanic serum being classed 
as a true antitoxin, accomplishing its work 
by neutralizing the ptomains, and re- 
stricted in its action only by the peculiar 
conditions that govern its application. 
Working upon this new theory, Roux 
and Borrel reasoned that much better re- 
sults might be obtained by injecting the 
antitoxin directly into the cerebral sub- 
stance, whence by diffusion it would proba- 
bly reach and destroy the offending toxin. 
Experiments were made to test the efficacy 
of this method, and the results have been 
most gratifying. Seventy-nine guinea-pigs 
were tetanized in the usual way, strict 
uniformity being observed in the virulence 
and quantity of the toxin employed. Forty- 
five of them were treated with small doses 
of antitetanic serum given by intra-cerebral 
injection, and of this number thirty-five 
recovered. Seventeen received much larger 
doses of serum injected subcutaneously, 
and of these only two survived; while the 
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remaining seventeen did not receive the 
serum treatment and all died. So far but 
a single case has been reported in which 
the intra-cerebral injection method’ has 
been applied in the human subject, namely, 
the case reported by Chauffard and Quénu 
in the Presse Médicale for June 13, 1898. 
In this one case the operation was a per- 
fect success, the tetanus quickly disap- 
peared and the patient speedily recovered. 

It may be urged as an argument against 
this procedure that the operation itself is 
too formidable for general adoption, and 
its practical value, therefore, limited. 
Granting that this is true at the present 
time, it furnishesall the more and weightier 
reasons for the application of preventive 
means, a resource within every one’s com- 
mand, and one on which strict reliance can 
be placed. I believe the time will speedily 
come when physicians will be severely 
censured for neglecting to use one or more 
preventive doses of tetanus antitoxin after 
all such injuries as are likely to be fol- 
lowed by tetanus. If the serum is pure 
and ordinary skill used in its administra- 
tion, its employment is wholly without 
danger, even when given in heroic doses. 
These, however, are never required when 
prevention is the object in view, a dose of 
ten cubic centimeters given at the proper 
time being quite sufficient in most cases 
to obviate the necessity for larger doses 
afterwards, or for invasion of the brain 
substance as above named. 

It would be well enough to bear in mind 
the recent researches of Wassermann and 
Takaki, whose experiments upon small 
animals have excited considerable interest, 
and fora time seemed to holdout promises 
of great achievement. We would hail 
with delight any agent or merit for the 
prevention and treatment of tetanus that 
should prove of greater merit than any 
we now possess; but knowing so well the 
fatal tendency of the disease, and know- 
ing quite generally when to expect it, with 
our present knowledge concerning its 
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therapy, it would seem unjust and in- 
human to withhold the certain immunity 
that may be afforded by the timely admin- 
istration of tetanus antitoxin.

Dr. Cox should have given us the tech- 
nique of the administration of antitoxin 
in the brain. Does he mean that we are 
to trephine and inject the remedy into the 
cerebral tissues? If so, one would hesi- 
tate to employ the method unless tetanus 
had actually developed. And as to the 
use of antitoxin in the ordinary way as a 
preventive, it would be well to ascertain 
in what proportion of injuries there is any 
likelihood of tetanus developing. One 
physician who has had a very large city 
practice for thirty years tells me he has 
never seen a case of tetanus.—Eb.

labor. If the patient lies in b: 7 more than 
ten days, she is likely infected. 

A third landmark in gynecology is abor- 
tion—a broken function. The os is never 
ready for an abortion but always ready for 
alabor. In abortion the os is violently or 
traumatically dilated, and hence para- 
lyzed for a few days, during which 
time it stands wide open, allowing any 
infection to enter. After a few days 
the os closes, confining the infected matter 
and allowing no drainage. The infected 
uterine contents then pass out of the tubes, 
producing endosalpingitis and pelvic peri- 
tonitis. 

A fourth landmark in gynecology is dis- 
charge—white, yellow or green. A yellow 
discharge means pus and indicates that 
there is suppurative endometritis. 

A fifth landmark in gynecology is ab- 
dominal enlargement, which may be fat, 
ascites, gas, tumors. Each one should be 
analyzed. 

The above five landmarks all relate to © 
function. 

Women ill long with pelvic disease 
generally complain of pain in the stomach, 
back and head. 

Women patients suffer chiefly from pel- 
vic peritonitis and metritis. 

The removal of the uterus and tubes 
cures a woman, because it stops menstrua- 
tion. 

The ovaries relatively seldom need re- 
moval and their retention prevents precipi- 
tate menopause. 

Uteroptosis or an excessively movable 
uterus is common with women possessing 
enteroptosis. Vigorous hydro-therapy with 
abdominal binders produce much improve- 
ment. 

The veins of the pelvis create very much 
trouble, as they are very extensive. Nor- 
mal veins are spiral and circular. The 
veins are pathologic when straightened out 
and locally dilated. They anastomose fre- 
quently and many are valveless. Boro- 
glycerid tampons, two to three times 
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weekly, with large hot morning and even- 
ing vaginal douches, gradually contract 
and return them to their spiral condition. 
Begin the douche with three quarts and 
gradually increase to twenty quarts. 

For merely inflammatory processes the 
vast majority of women can be made com- 
fortable by tampons and vaginal douches. 

To examine a woman bimanually or 
digitally, place heron her back, flex the 
leg on the thigh and the thigh on the ab- 
domen. This is to relax the psoas muscle, 
which will allow the external hand to 
press down into the lesser pelvic cavity, 
so that palpation may be made between 
the two hands, which estimate the size, 
position and consistence of the uterus. 

To palpate the appendages pass the 
finger well behind the broad ligament and 
press forward against the abdominal wall. 

Every fixed uterus should be curetted 
with extreme caution. A fixed uterus 
should not be disturbed, or pulled down, to 
curette. A movable uterus may be cu- 
retted with impunity. 

Sims operated on his first successful case 
of vesico-vaginal fistula thirty-two times. 
The patient was a slave, who suffered from 
a slough in the bladder subsequent to 
labor, and the slave-master asked Dr. 
Sims to take the girl to his home and cure 
her. Dr. Sims was neither the first nor 
the last surgeon to operate more than once 
to cure vesico-vaginal fistula. The great 
agent of success is the drainage catheter. 

Stricture of the rectum is ten times more 
frequent in the female than in the male. 
Five years ago I advocated that the cause 
was gonorrhea. I am nowstill more con- 
vinced that this is correct. The vaginal 
tube should not be used in the rectum. It 
will transmit the gonococcus to the rectal 


mucosa. 

For pruritus vulve apply a solution of 
one to 1000 bichloride of mercury, and a 
five per cent solution of carbolic acid, 
twice daily. Never use a uterine sound to

WHY WE FAIL. ENTERO-COLITIS.

FT times the failure to secure desir- 

able results in the medication of the 
sick is directly traceable to our ill con- 
ceived ideas of the nature 
of the malady under treat- 
ment. Many times suc- 
cess fails to crown our 
efforts by reason of the 
fact that we over or under- 
medicate the patient. But 
the one single element 
that militates most against 
our efforts is unsuitable 
medicine. I care not 
how shrewd the diagnosis, it matters 
not how careful the dietetic and hygienic 
management of some especially bad case, 
failure will surely be met with unless our 
therapeutics is of the best. 

A case that fully illustrates the position 
just outlined has come under my super- 
vision. Ivy M., aged three, always 
healthy, was taken with hyperacute entero- 
colitis. The hemorrhage in the onset was 
so great that the differential diagnosis be- 
tween the above-named malady and invag- 
ination of the bowels was thoughtfully 
considered. After mature deliberation but 
one opinion was to be entertained—entero- 
colitis. 

She was placed on the usual treatment 
for such cases, viz: Calomel, copper ar- 
senite, bismuth subnitrate, colonic flush- 
ing with antiseptics, Protonuclein and 
aconitine. The rapid wasting, the exces- 
sive amount of mucus and pus, added to 
the pain, were sufficient to show that the 
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disease involved much of the intestinal 
tube. She was fed upon liquid Beef Pep- 
tonoids, strong coffee, squirrel and quail 
broth, with rolled crackers in very moder- 
ate amounts, Milk from the cow she 
could not take eyen when peptonized, as 
shown by an aggravation of all the symp- 
toms following its administration. In 
spite of all our best efforts but one termi- 
nation, and that an undesirable one, seemed 
to be in waiting for the little one. 

Five weeks had gone by and instead of 
a bright-eyed, romping, cheerful, happy 
girl, we saw drawn features, sunken eyes, 
and withered frame, a mere vestige of her 
former self, To give some idea of the 
condition suffice it to say that she weighed 
but ten pounds; and the skin was mottled 
with bluish patches from a pea to a quar- 
ter dollar in size, due to hemorrhages 
under the skin—a real purpura. The 
mouth and tongue were ulcerated as well 
as the lips, and refused to heal, as there 
seemed not to be sufficient vitality to get 
up a healthy cell action. 

When the last ray of hope had fled, 
when it seemed that I must take my medi- 
cine-case and with downcast look, and de- 
pressed in spirits, with a keen sense of 
chagrin at my defeat depart for home, I 
happened to remember two things that I 
had not tried. One was to remove the 
milk from the mother’s breasts, who was 
now nursing her second child, and feed it 
to the sick child. The other was to ad- 
minister the Waugh-Abbott Intestinal Anti- 
septic Tablet. I had neglected to mention 
the fact that I had made continuous use of 
c. p. zinc sulphocarbolate in this case. 

By the time twenty-four hours had 
elapsed since beginning the use of the 
mother’s milk and W-A tablets, a slight 
improvement was to be noticed, the lips, 
tongue and mouth rapidly healed, for the 
reason, as I supposed, that the ulcer-sur- 
faces were frequently bathed in a solution 
of the sulphocarbolates. This patient dur- 
ing her sickness was daily most carefully 


carried into the open air and sunshine. 
She was lowered into a large tub ofhot salt 
water daily and was allowed to rest, seeing 
no one but the mother and the nurse. Now 
while I am willing to attribute some of the 
beneficial influence to the mother’s milk, I 
must, in view of all the facts hedging 
about the case, give to the W-A tablet 
the credit of restoring to health a patient, 
who seemed without their help doomed to 
an early death. 

Within a week after improvement began 
in this case, an unlooked for complication 
arose, in the form of an ofitis media puru- 
lenta. Aside from this, however, she made 
a slow but perfect recovery. 

For the benefit of those who have not 
used the sulphocarbolates in eczema and 
rheumatism I would suggest a trial, not as 
a cure-all, but as one of the remedies that 
sometimes cure when nothing else will. 

Before dismissing the above case from 
consideration I wish to suggest a possible 
explanation of the superior action of the 
W-A compound over the single zinc sul- 
phocarbolate. It is a well-known fact 
that some of the lime salts furnish to the 
organism material for its growth, to the 
blood a constituent which restores the nor- 
mal blood composition so far as its inor- 
ganic compounds are concerned at least; 
cell-genesis is once more stimulated into 
activity and the phenomena which we call 
life are intensified. 

I do not know that this view is suscep- 
tible of physiological demonstration, but 
that they do possess this property as well 
as an alterative one is an empirical fact. 
From this point of view, then, the use of 
the sulphocarbolate of lime is certainly a 
valuable addition to the treatment, not 
only of intestinal diseases, but a// diseases 
attended by vitiated intestinal contents. 

I formerly taught and believed that these 
conditions so favorable to autotoxemia 
were met only, in severe form, in diseases 
attended by a high temperature range, but 
subsequent investigation has convinced me 
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that diseases characterized by a normal or 
even a subnormal temperature are attended 
by severe and even lethal autotoxemia. So 
that it should be a cardinal principle, 
never to be forgotten, that the alimentary 
canal should be placed in an aseptic con- 
dition regardless of the nature of the ail- 
ment we are called on totreat. It matters 
not whether we are able to explain the 
modus operandi of the drugs we employ 
or not, so long as our patients recover 
whether they prevent germ multiplication, 
kill off the old colony, neutralize their poi- 
sons, one or all I certainly do not care. 
There is one fact connected with this 
consideration which should not be forgot- 
ten, and it is this: Chemical combinations, 
in the intestinal canal and possibly in the 
blood as well, under abnormal conditions 
which we call disease, take place. These 


compounds may be broken up, others take 
place only to suffer a similar fate, and so 


on in the vicious role. While these tran- 
sitions are taking place the poisons are 
carried through the central nervous system, 
and is it any wonder that we have such a 
multitude of objective and subjective symp- 
toms? Headache, chills, fever, neuralgia, 
pallor, flushing, photophobia, disturbed 
heart-action and perverted function of a 
greater or less number of the organs of the 
body, would be just what we might rea- 
sonably expect. Better success, a shorter 
duration and a lower mortality, will follow 
that line of treatment which takes cogni- 
zance of freer cell-action. Give them a 
chance to perform their chemico-vital ac- 
tions by neutralizing the many poisons of 
hetero- and auto-genetic origin, by admin- 
istering antiseptics. If this is done, and 
an abundance of sterilized Water be con- 
tinuously supplied wherewith these cells 
can eliminate morbid material, nuclein will 
be rapidly formed and they thus become 
self-protecting, and will be enabled to 
perform the special work by nature as- 
signed them. 

Not only this, when cell action is kept 


as near the normal as possible during the 
progress of any malady, the less probabil- 
ity of severe complications arising during 
its course or fatal sequels following in 
its wake.

PRACTICAL HINTS FROM DAILY 
EXPERIENCE.*

URINARY INSUFFICIENCY. 


NE of the most important points that 
should engage the attention of the 
physician is the fact thata great many 
patients, especially lady patients, although 
they may be passing a normal amount of 
urinary water, suffer from actual insuffi- 
ciency in the amount of solids that the 
urine contains. Most of our female popu- 
lation, and practically all of those that pre- 
sent themselves as chronic cases, are poor 
water drinkers; and careful examination of 
the urine will determine that it is not only 
deficient in quantity but markedly deficient 
in urinary solids. Several recent cases 
have emphasized this point. I make it a 
rule to test for total solids in all cases of a 
chronic character. 

A lady presented herself not long since 
for possible relief ae nervousness, tran- 
sitory pains, tenesmus with constipation, 
etc. The urinary solids were found to be 
short 75 per cent. The patient acknowl-

edged to drinking practically no water 
at all. A largely diluted and suitable 
diuretic was administered and relief was 
obtained within a week. The patient is 
profuse in her expression of gratitude and 
says she has not felt so well for years. She 
now sleeps soundly where before she 
slept scarcely at all and is free from pain 
when before she had suffered excessively. 

The determination of total solids is very 
easy. Collect the entire amount of urine 
passed in twenty-four hours and multiply 
the quantity in ounces by the last two 
figures of the specific gravity and this by 
1.1. Thus, if the amount of urine voided 
in 24 hours be 86 ounces and its spe- 
cific gravity 1021, the formula would be 
86x21x1.1, equalling 831, the normal 
amount fora person weighing about 100 
pounds. A healthy person should excrete 
in proportion to the body weight as follows:

By reference to this table, and the use 
of the above formula, the estimation of 
total solids is easy and I assure you that 
it is an important thing to keep track of. 


MUSCLE BEATERS. 


Muscular exercise of every form is very 
important; for the healthy to keep well 
and for the unhealthy to get well. If con- 
ditions are not such as to allow of a proper 
amount of normal, natural exercise, then 
recourse should be had to artificial means, 
and among the best are the Whitely Exer- 
ciser, advertised in the CLinic, and cer- 
tain massage appliances commonly called 
“muscle beaters.” One of the best out- 
fits of this kind, devised by Dr. Hubbard 
Foster, of Arlington, Mass., has recently 
come to my notice, and I advise all in- 
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terested to write to the doctor for descrip- 
tive literature and cuts. They do the busi- 
ness, I assure you. 


COUGHS AND COLDS. 


Coughs and colds are among the most 
common conditions that are presented for 
treatment at this season of the year, and 
the physician who can most readily, and 
with the least loss of time and the least 
discomfort to his patient, dissipate them, 
is the one that pleases the best. 

For the feeling of having taken a cold, 
I know of nothing better than the Dosi- 
metric trinity. A full dose, two to four 
granules, according to patient and severity 
of condition, being given at asingle dose 
at bedtime, or one every two hours with 
a double dose at bedtime. This will open 
up the capillaries, cause waste material to 
be dislodged and thrown off and, coupled 
with the exhibition of Saline Laxative for 
a morning or two, will generally set the 
matter all right so that no explosion will 
occur. 

If the nasal mucous membrane is al- 
ready affected, and the condition known 
as coryza exists, then some sedative is re- 
quired. This sedative should be coupled 
with a treatment similar to the above, a 
granule of morphine, gr. 1-67, and one of 
atropine, gr. 1-250, may be added to the 
Dosimetric trinity every two hours or the 
coryza granule may be used. The formula 
is: Atropine sulph., gr. 1-1500; aconi- 
tine, gr. 1-500; morphine sulph., gr. 
1-100; calomel, gr. 1-12, the general di- 
rections being to take one granule every 
half-hour until dryness of the throat is 
experienced, then every two hours for one 
or two days. + Saline Laxative should he 
used as directed above and the tonic 
should be prescribed after the acute symp- 
toms have passed. For this nothing is 
better than strychnine, two granules be- 
fore each meal, with two of the Dosimetric 
trinity at night. 

Alkaloidal therapy is full of expedients 
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for the relief of cough. I would first im- 
press upon you the importance of recog- 
nizing the cause and first relieving or re- 
moving that. Following this, codeine, 
emetin, morphine in small doses, atro- 
' pine and cicutine are important remedies 
for different manifestations of this condi- 
tion. Hyoscyamine is also one of our 
most valuable remedies. Any of these 
should be given to effect according to in- 
dications, and will be found potent to the 
highest degree. These are but sugges- 
tions. Alkaloidal literature is full of fill- 
ing for this little web. May we not have 
your experience for the Ciinic? 


WHOOPING COUGH. 


The prevalence of whooping cough in 
my practice emphasizes the fact that some 
of our friends may be likewise pestered; 
and I quote from page 62 of my Brief 
Therapeutics, trusting that the same will 
be helpful: 


‘‘A disease which the physician is seldom 
called upon to treat when simple and un- 
complicated, on account of the old idea 
that it is bound to run a certain course 


which medicine will not shorten. But 
these antiquated ideas have been exploded 
by modern, alkaloidal therapy, and it has 
proven to be one of the easiest of all the 
catarrhal affections to be aborted or jugu- 
lated. 

“‘To accomplish this give sulphide of 
calcium, one granule every hour until 
saturation, or till eight or ten granules a 
day are taken; and atthe same time keep 
the system of the patient under the action 
of sulphate of atropine, by giving gr. 
1-3000 to gr. 1-1500 every three or four 
hours according to age of patient. 

‘‘To maintain the vital powers, give bru- 
cine gr. 1-134; quinine arseniate, gr. 1-67, 
one granule ofeach four times a day. To 
control the cough, give one granule each 
of iodoform and cicutine, dissolved on the 
tongue, every twenty or thirty minutes for 
three or four doses, or one granule each 
of codeine and hyoscyamine at bedtime. 
If fever occurs during the catarrhal stage 
combat it with aconitine, digitalin and 
veratrine, a granule of each every hour till 
subsidence. 


If the foregoing treatment is carried out 
faithfully during the catarrhal stage the 
disease is invariably jugulated and never 
reaches the paroxysmal stage. 


I have tried this method too many times 
not to be positive of its usefulness. The 
medical profession should go to work to 
impress upon the laity the fact that whoop- 
ing cough can be materially shortened 
while at the same time its severity can be 
greatly diminished.” 


GONORRHEA, 


This is a troublesome affection to treat, 
and I wish that some of our readers would 
give suggestions based upon experience. 
Say how and how not to treat the condi- 
tion. Say whether you consider it a spe- 
cific affection or a simple urethritis. May 
atrue gonorrhea be induced by anything 
other than exposure to the samecondition? 


COLCHICINE. 


I have recently been asked the maxi- 
mum dose of colchicine, and in reply 
would say I am accustomed to give colchi- 
cine as follows: One granule every two 
hours, increasing the quantity if its char- 
acteristic emeto-cathartic effect is not pro- 
duced insixoreight hours. If the caseis 
urgent, double the dose to start with. 
There is no rule for dosage but effect. We 
must all learn what amounts of certain 
drugs will not do harm, or, in other words, 
will not produce over-effect, and then we 
must repeat and increase until the desired 
effect is produced. There can be no in- 
variable rules for dosage. 


STRYCHNINE ARSENIATE, 


Dr. W. C. Derby, White Cloud, Michi- 
gan, writes in high praise of strychnine ar- 
seniate as a tonic reconstructive in both 
acute and chronic conditions, and I quite 
agree with him. Any physician who is 
not a large user of strychnine arseniate is 
making amistake.

PNEUMONIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic : 

—Case first. Frank 

Kohler, aged fifteen, a 

rugged German boy, was 

taken sick January 12, 
swooned, and after returning to conscious- 
ness became delirious. He was taken to 
the office of Dr. S., who prescribed for him. 
On the 14th his father called upon the doc- 
tor and told him that Frank was coughing 
and spitting blood. The boy grew worse. 
On the 19th I found him in the following 
condition: Pulse 140, respiration 44, tem- 
perature 104.29; restless and greatly 
alarmed; tongue heavily coated, teeth cov- 
ered with sordes; cheeks flushed, the cen- 
ter dark, almost livid, very little cough; 
that pleading look which indicates great 
suffering and anxiety. 

Auscultation and percussion revealed 
pneumonia of the lower and middle lobes 
of the left lung and upper and middle 
lobes of the right. 

The history of the case and the physical 
signs led me to believe that the lower lobe 
of the left lung was first involved in the in- 
flammation and that it was rapidly ex- 
tending. 

I made up my mind that this was a case 
in which alkaloidal medication could be 
put toa severe test. Shall I risk it or shall 
I trust to the old methods with which I am 
familiar? Although I had won many victo- 
ries with the old clumsy weapons in the last 
thirty years, I felt that in this case I would 
meet with defeat if I depended on them. 


My treatment was: Aconitine 16 tab- 
lets, digitalin 15 tablets, strychnine arsen- 
iate 16 tablets, emetin 20 granules. Dis- 
solve in twenty-four teaspoonfuls of water. 
Direct: One teaspoonful every half hour 
until the skin becomes moist, then every 
hour until free perspiration supervenes, 
after that every two hours. I left him six 
tablets of calomel gr. 1-10, soda gr. 1; 
one every hour. From 10 p. m. until 10 
a. m. the medicine was given every two 
hours. 

January 20, 10 a. m.: Pulse 86, res- 
piration 32, temperature 102°, anxious 
look and dusky hue of cheek gone, skin 
moist, sputa viscid. I added to the re- 
mainder of my first prescription (about 
half) three tablets, 1-10 grain, apomor- 
phine, and directed a teaspoonful every 
half hour for three doses, then every hour 
until the surface was cool. I left tablets 
of strychnine arseniate and digitalin, one 
of each to be given every two hours as 
soon as the firstwas suspended. The first 
was continued through the night at inter- 
vals of two hours. 

January 21: Patient sweat profusely 
during the night; hands and arms cold, 
pulse 58, respiration 18,temperature 96.6 ° ; 
bowels had moved fully, cough loose, 
tongue almost clean, teeth clean, breath 
lost its fetor. I gave glonoin two granules 
and atropine gr. 1-200, the glonoin to be 
repeated every hour until he was warm; 
bottles of hot water about his legs and 
feet. At 4 p. m. he looked very bright and 
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smiled at me as I entered his room. His 
condition was very favorable. 

I ordered one granule each of strychnine 
arseniate and glonoin every two hours, 
the glonoin to be repeated every half to 
one hour if the heart became weak; codeine 
if restless or cough troublesome. 

January 22: Pulse 59, respiration 20, 
temperature 97°; appetite poor, tongue 
slightly coated. I ordered calomel gr. 
1-10, soda gr. 1, every hour for six doses. 
Expectoration viscid. Gave potassium 
bichromate, grain 1-2, in four ounces of 
water; a teaspoonful every four hours. 

January 23, noon: Pulse 56, respiration 
22, temperature 97 © ; bowels have moved 
fully, appetite returning, expectorates 
easily, left lung clearing up, pulse soft and 
medium full. I gave citrated caffeine gr. 
1 1-2 every two hours, digitalin and 
strychnine arseniate every two to four 
hours. At 6p. m. the father reported the 
pulse 64, at 3 p. m. temperature improved, 
but at 5 p. m., pulse 54. Icannot account 
for this slow pulse. There are no other 
signs of congestion of brain and this must 
be excluded. Mother’s pulse 59, father’s 80. 

January 24: Pulse 54, respiration 20, 
temperature 97.6 °; tongue clean, appetite 
fair, expectorates freely, very comfortable 
and cheerful. Continue strychnine arsen- 
iate every four hours, potassium bichro- 
mate gr. 1-67 and caffeine gr. 1-6, every 
two hours. Left granules of phosphoric 
acid, two or three to be dissolved on 
tongue before nourishment ;apomorphine to 
be taken if needed. 

January 27: Just seven days since I be- 
gan treating the case. The father reports 
Frank is doing finely, appetite good, ex- 
pectorates easily, sputa yellow. I sent 
him granules of iodoform, gr. 1-6, ¢. 7. d@., 
and left him on strychnine arseniate. 

January 31: Father’s report, ‘‘Frank.is 
up and doing well.” 

Case second. Nine H., aged two years. 
January 26: Pulse 152, respiration 40, 
temperature 104° ; severe dry cough, en-

gorgement of right lung. Treatment No. 1: 
Aconitine three granules, strychnine ar- 
seniate three granules, digitalin three 
granules, apomorphine four granules; in 
twenty-four teaspoonfuls of water. Dose: 
One teaspoonful every half hour, for three 
doses, then every hour until skin is moist, 
then every two hours. 

January 27: Temperature . normal; 
cough loose, pulse 112. Treatment No. 2: 
Gave apomorphine six granules, digitalin 
three granules, strychnine three granules, 
emetin five granules, in twenty-four tea- 
spoonfuls of water. Dose: Teaspoonful 
every one to two hours. In the afternoon 
the temperature began to rise, when the 
mother gave three doses of No. 1 prescrip- 
tion at intervals of one hour, then resumed 
No. 2. 

January 28: Father notified me that it was 
not necessary to call as Nine was all right. 

Case three. Mrs. L., acute laryngitis; 
very severe. Gave calcium iodide tablets, 
one every fifteen minutes; apomorphine 
one granule every thirty minutes. Relief 
after second dose, and complete cessation 
of symptoms after seventh dose. 

Case four. Baby Lee, aged three years. 
January 21: Pulse 150, respiration 50, tem- 
perature 104°; dry cough; tongue coated, 
constipated. Diagnosis: Beginning pneumo- 
nia, left lung engaged. Treatment: Gave 
aconitine amorphous four granules, strych- 
nine arseniate four granules, emetin six 
granules, apomorphine six granules, digi- 
talin three granules, dissolved in twenty- 
four teaspoonfuls of water. Dose: Tea- 
spoonful every half hour until skin is 
moist, then one every one to two hours. 
Calomel gr.1-20, sodium gr. 1-2, every 
hour; six doses. 

January 22: Temperature normal, pulse 
110, respiration 24; tongue clean, appetite 
good. 

January 28:

setbacks and causes considerable mud to 
be thrown atus. Epilepsy, phthisis, can- 
cer, all come under the one heading, incur- 
able. Now, I claim that all diseases are 
curable, provided one goes at them right. 
But you can’t cure an indigestion with in- 
dulgence in stewed terrapin or cold lobster. 

Nature is always ready to assist, if once 
she has achance. ‘‘The Lord giveth and 
the Lord taketh away” does not apply when 
a person goes out by eating, over-indul- 
gence or through ignorance. Ignorance is 
truly a sin where one will not learn from 
experience. 

However, in the treatment of this one 
disease (if we may be allowed to call it 
such ) no specific remedy has yet been dis- 
covered that will apply alike to all cases. 
It is rather like painting a picture; each 
individual case is a separate picture to be 
painted and the colors must be applied ac- 
cordingly. The bromides frequently con- 
tro] the symptoms at the expense, how- 
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ever, of mentality and intellectuality. You 
may stop a dysentery, but unless you arrive 
at the cause and remove it, you will still 
have a dysentery. And this applies to 
epilepsy. Then to discover the cause of 
epilepsy isthe great secret of its ultimate 
cure. To do this requires application and 
a deep study of the individual’s character- 
istics—his habits, his temperament and 
his way of living—-and you nfust be his 
friend, his elder brother. He must have 
confidence in your ability and your in- 
tegrity. You must be inspired with en- 
thusiasm and a deep and all-pervading 
desire to cure that particular case. Sym- 
pathy plays a good part. Whether this is 
the secret of success I do not know; but 
I am sure that patients that can inspire me 
with sympathy—and they most all do— 
make a good progress towards recovery. 

I will here give a few cases, taken at 
hazard from my record: 

Paul F., twenty-three years of age, 
a native of France; father and mother 
healthy peasants. Seizures from nine years 
of age. Came under my care after tak- 
ing bromides for four years; for four weeks 
I did nothing for him but watch him; 
could discover no lesion, but a terrible 
ravenous appetite. He dearly loved ham 
and sausage. Removed the ham and sau- 
sage from his bill of fare, washed his bowel 
out with a gallon of hot water, dilated the 
sphincter and placed him on a strictly 
vegetable diet and administered nux vomica 
twice a day. After six weeks of this treat- 
ment he began to have less of the seizures, 
and now, after four years, has none and is 


. hale and hearty. 


Lizzie F., eighteen years of age; parents 
cousins, great meat-eaters and insane 
at forty; brother in the penitentiary for 
horse-stealing. Seizures from thirteen 
years of age. Very bright. Bromides 
produced no effect; nothing seemed to 
control the seizures except chloral. Fond 
of meats; a great eater. Gave her one 
teaspoonful of chloroform and she passed 
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twenty-seven feet of tapeworm within 


twenty-four hours. The seizures became 
less frequent under a strictly vegetable diet, 
and after cleansing the bowel I gave at- 
ropine. I did not know the size of the dose. 
Gave it pure on the end of a penknife. 
Result: temporary paralysis of the blad- 
der, total blindness for four hours, with a 
much-alarmed medical attendant on the 
bridge. She recovered from the effects of 
the medicine, continued the diet four 
years, also the washing out of the bowel. 
Gave hernomore medicine. She hasbeen 
free and remains free from any symptoms 
of the trouble twelve years. Probably the 
removal of the tapeworm helped on the 
cure. How did I know she had a tape- 
worm? Ican’t explain that, but I wassure 
she hadone. I am quite sure the bella- 
donna roused up some latent corrective 
force. 

If you had the space, I could give you 
a great many records of cases which have 
recovered, or apparently recovered, and 
the treatment medicinally has hardly been 
alike in four cases. 

My experience in epilepsy has convinced 
me that the practice of medicine belongs 
to the arts rather than the sciences. 

One patient was greatly benefited by 
having a baby. Another in giving birth 
brought on epilepsy. One I cured by 
taking her away from astrong, robust hus- 
band. Another very delicate and frail 
girl became entirely freed from the seizures 
from the night she first slept beside a huge 
Norwegian. whom she, by my advice, 
married. One joined the Salvation Army 
and became free from seizures. Another 
became converted, and that was the be- 
ginning of a long run of seizures. She 
only got rid of them by adopting the teach- 
ings of a more liberal preacher and ceased 
shouting. Meat in all of these cases (in 
my opinion) was indirectly the cause of 
epilepsy. When Jesus sent the devils into 
the swine some of them escaped and went 
and made their abiding-place among the 
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cattle. The barnyard fowl did not escape. 
And the generations of men have had to 
suffer and will suffer indefinitely until they 
become convinced that eating flesh is 
inhuman.

ACUTE RHEUMATISM AS TREATED AT 
THE MINNESOTA SOLDIERS’ HOME. 





Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—In the days of 
the celebrated Abernethy the question was 
asked him what was the best remedy for 
acute rheumatism. His 
answer was, ‘‘Six weeks 
in bed.” 

Evidently the salicyl- 
, ates and alkaloids were 
not known in those days. 
After Kolt and Lauder- 
mann’s discovery of sal- 
icylic acid, and Stricker’s

application of it in 1876 to the cure of 


rheumatism, all other remedies were 
eclipsed by the brilliant results obtained 
from the new agent. 

Germain See substituted for salicylic 
acid the alkaline salicylates, which were 
then considered specific in articular rheu- 
matism. While these salts have been of 
great benefit they are not without their 
disappointments and evil effects upon the 
system. The salicylates have failed to re- 
move or check the disease in some instan- 
ces. Yet they may still be considered the 
chief remedies in overcoming pain and 
pyrexia. . 

It has been the experience in this hos- 
pital for the last two years, that the alka- 
loids in connection with salicylates have 
given better satisfaction and been followed 
by less trouble in convalescence than any 
previous treatment of the same class and 
number of cases. 

With your permission I will report a 
case, now convalescing from acute rheu- 
matism, which is a sample of the many 
treated in this hospital. It will also ex- 
plain how the alkaloids were used, whether 
rightly or wrongly. 

A. Mc., age sixty-two, admitted ten days 
ago; temperature 104° ; pulse 120, strong; 
left knee and right ankle swollen, red and 
painful; tongue coated white; bowels con- 
stipated; skin quite yellow. 
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Treatment:—Calomel purge at once, fol- 
lowed in a fewhours with Saline Laxative, 
the latter repeated every day to keep the 
bowels soluble; at the same time sodium 
salicylate, gr. x, every three hours, a 
Defervescent granule every half hour for 
four doses and then every hour until the 
fever was reduced. 

The small dose of salicylate was well 
borne by the stomach, and the pain, fever 
and swelling were reduced in forty-eight 
hours. The Defervescent granule was 
withdrawn and the salicylate continued for 
four or five days, but only three times a 
day. When the fever and swelling had 
subsided, four granules strychnine arseni- 
ate were given every four hours, with lithium 
benzoate, six granules three times a day. 
The joints were covered with absorbent 
cotton and mackintosh over that. Diet, 
Maltine, milk and occasionally a little 
toast; no meat allowed during convales- 
cence. 

This case was an uncomplicated one and 
is rapidly recovering without any relapse 
thus far. 

Prior to the introduction of the salicyl- 
ates the treatment of acute rheumatism 
generally adopted was the use of alkalies. 
My favorite prescription in those days was 
a teaspoonful of sodium bicarbonate in a 
tumbler of water, with ten drops tr. aco- 
nite added; a teaspoonful being given every 
half hour. The use of the alkalies in 
rheumatism seems so rational that I still 
use a weak solution of soda as a drink, es- 
pecially during convalescence, after the 
salicylates have been withdrawn. Large 
quantities are urged, not only to neutralize 
the acids, but to flush the emunctories. 

The veratrine of the Defervescent gran- 
ule plays a good part in eliminating the 
poison, by exciting the secretions. — 

Occasionally a case is found to be ex- 
tremely obstinate, requiring extensive 
search for the right remedy. Colchicine 
and asparagin have a good action in cases 
of scanty urine with scalding sensations on 
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passing. Give aconite and bryonine for 
stitching pains in the chest; macrotin in 
muscular forms; in fact it is necessary to 
load your rifle with a new bullet every 
time you draw a sight on the various forms 
of rheumatism. 

One of the essentials is, absolute rest in 
bed until all soreness is absent. 

Under the treatment outlined no cardiac 
complications have occurred, whether ac- 
cidentally or because of the opening of the 
floodgates, the rapid reduction of the 
fever, and the prompt support of the nerv- 
ous system by strychnine arseniate. An- 
other two years will convince us of the facts.

VOMITING IN PREGNANCY. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—This impor- 
tant subject has been somewhat neglected, 
there being very little said about it in our 
own journal or others. 

There exists a peculiar sympathy be- 
tween the uterus, either impregnated or 
unimpregnated, and the stomach. They 
are intimately connected through the 
medium of the sympathetic nervous 
system. We see this manifested often by 
sick stomach during pregnancy, generally 
(but not always) in its early state; also 
by the after-pains being intensified by 
nursing the infant. We often take advan- 
tage of this knowledge in case of post- 
partum hemorrhage, and have the infant put 
tothe breast to secure the permanent con- 
traction of the uterus. This vomiting de- 
pends on inflammation, ulceration or 
laceration of the cervix uteri, or perhaps up- 
on induration. If the vomiting is not con- 
trolled within a reasonable time we have 
emaciation and exhaustion. 

Prof. Burns says he never knew vomit- 
ing dependent on pregnancy alone to prove 
fatal. Prof. Bennett says in obstinate 
cases it is caused by either acute, sub- 
acute or chronic inflammation of the cervix. 

I have a case in point: A married lady, 
aged 32, came to my office March 5, 1897. 
I had treated this lady in 1896 for subin- 
volution, endometritis and laceration of 


the cervix uteri, and pronounced her well. 
She is the mother of four children, all of 
whom came to maturity except the last. 
She had nausea and vomiting; prescribed 
bismuth subnitrate, two drachms; sac- 
charated pepsin, two drachms; cerium ox- 
alate, one drachm; divided into 24 powders; 
directing one to be given every two to 
three hours; light diet, quietude, etc. 

She reported March 28, very little im- 
provement. Continued treatment with the 
addition of cocaine with whiskey ad /iditum, 
which she had used successfully in former 
pregnancies. 

On April 2 I found her gradually 
growing worse, vomiting almost inces- 
santly; when not vomiting she was heart- 
sick, weak and becoming emaciated. I 
then dilated the cervix nearly up to the 
internal os, and ordered laudanum, forty 
drops fer rectum every six to eight hours, 
or oftener if necessary; put nothing but 
pledgets of ice in the mouth; nourishing 
her by rectal injection of cream, condensed 
milk, beef-soup, etc., every eight hours, 
which sustained her very well. By April 
6 she was very little better, holding her 
own very well. I dilated the os again and 
prescribed hyoscyamine, gr. 1-250, one 
granule; strychnine arseniate, gr. 1-134, 
one granule; codeine, gr. 1-67, one gran- 
ule; every two and a half hours, day and 
night. Continued the ice and nourishment 
as before, with laudanum injection, fifty 
drops at bed-time. 

She improved nicely, got up and went 
about her housework until June 5, at which 
time she was taken with uterine hemor- 
rhage. I prescribed aromatic sulphuric 
acid, one ounce; normal liquid ergot, half 
an ounce; ten drops in a little water every 
two or three hours; laudanum in enema, 
forty drops every six hours, day and night. 

This controlled the hemorrhage until 
June 18, at which time she grew worse, 
having profuse hemorrhage. I prescribed 
Dioviburnia, one teaspoonful every two 
hours until better, then every three hours; 
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also laudanum, thirty drops every six 
hours until better. The hemorrhage 
ceased and she continued to improve until 
June 28, when she got up, went into the 
cook-room to give orders about dinner for 
harvest hands, and labor came on. She 
aborted before I could get there. 

In my opinion there was remaining a 
sufficient amount of chronic inflammation 
and induration of the cervical tissues to 
cause the uterus to throw off the fetus. 

I would like to hear from our editors, 
critics, or any of the brethren on this im- 
portant subject; not because of its fatality, 
but because of its being so loathsome and 
wearisome to the better half of man.

NERVE-SYPHILIS. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—In presenting 
this case to the Cuinic readers, I wish to 
call attention to the fact that no positive 
diagnosis has been made and that, acting 
upon my own conclusions and observa- 
tions, I would call it (I may be wrong, but 
doubt it ) syphilis of the nerves. 

Mr. L. C. called upon me, desiring mas- 
sage along the spinal column. History: Age 
twenty-six, American, occupation clerk. 
Parents bothdead. Mother died of cancer; 
father, of typhoid fever. One brother 
living, apparently in perfect health. Pa- 
tient states that he had ‘‘helped” a friend 
who was a doctor dress several patients on 
various occasions, and one day while 
‘‘swabbing” out a bubo( ?) he hada slight 
scratch on the third finger of the right 
hand. He felt apain in this finger, a small 
sore appeared next day on said finger, 
he showed it to the doctor, who, after 
‘“‘burning it out,” pronounced it chan- 
croid(?). In two weeks the finger was 
well. This was in 1891. All went well 
until the summer of 1894, when the patient 
went to a summer resort for a vacation. 

He was there two days, when on a Friday 
he went in bathing, he remembers, ‘‘stay- 
ing in the water a long time, turning 
flipflaps in the same, and then lay in the 
sun for two hours or more.” He noticed 
while doing the flipflaps that in one of 
them he fell flat upon his back in the 
water. This caused a severe pain directly 
between the shoulder-blades. A friend 
“rubbed him down” after the bath and the 
place in the spine still ‘‘hurt.” He atea 
hearty supper and at 11 p. m. went to bed. 

The next morning he was awakened with 
difficulty and saw everything ‘‘double,” 
and the right arm and leg were almost use- 
less, was able to walk, however and vomited 
some three times. When he reached New 
York he was taken to his family physician, 
who, after hearing all about the case (and 
not knowing anything about the finger) 
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pronounced it a case of ‘‘mild sunstroke” 
and prescribed pot. iod. gr. x, sodii. 
brom. gr. x, ¢. # @. and ice compresses to 
head. This treatment was adhered to 
for one month, when patient recovered 
sufficiently to go to business. 

Now comes the odd part of the case: 
Every month or so the patient noticed a 
‘“‘goneness” in the right side. The pupils 
dilated greatly, sighing respiration, and 
speech thick and at times incoherent. 
lodides and bromides with cold com- 
presses always brought about a better feel- 
ing for a year or more. 

These symptoms came monthly; then 
the patient had odd _ sensations and 
the symptoms came more frequently, 
once in three weeks; he saw things, for 
instance a rug on the floor he imagined a 
dog, and when he looked close saw it was 
a rug and grew frightened at his condi- 
tion; he would start up out of a sound 


sleep, gasping for breath, and inform his 


wife he was dying. A dose of iodide 
gr. x, and of bromide gr. x, soon put him 
easy. He noticed particularly that 
when he left off the iodide for any length 
of time the feelings came back. Now, 
after six years, the symptoms come on 
every other day. He has lost flesh; at 
times looks very pale, at others very good; 
eats fairly well and sleeps good (when the 
symptoms are away); urinates fourteen 
times some days (color varied) and five 
times on his well days; during the last 
two months has had the following symp- 
toms: Generally nauseated; perspires at 
least exertion; feels as if a band were 
tight around the bowels (which are loose 
in movement ) and complains that the ears 
have a low humming sound, and the head 
feels as if it were going to burst; some- 
times has shooting pains on the left and 
again on the right side of the head; he is 
very despondent and has a great dread of 
some unseen danger or evil and imagines 
he is incurable. The heart (he says) 
bothers him, flutters, and he feels great 
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pressure on the chest (due probably to the 
iodides on the stomach), belches a great 
quantity of gas and loses his balance here 
and there (semi-ataxic? ). 

He is at present under no treatment and 
has, as he terms it, given up hope; though 
he has no temperature, pulse of 82 and 
steady, respiration normal, eats fairly well, 
sleeps fair and has at present no hard work. 
(This patient is twenty-six years of age, 
weighs 118 pounds, height 5 ft. 4 in. ) 

Of the various drugs he mentions he has 
taken (from different doctors), Schlotter- 
beck’s Hydrastis mixt., acid hydrochloric 
dilute, gtt x, iodide potassium and bro- 
mide, cannabis indica, Ripans Tabules, 
Lactopeptin, elixir Lactopeptin, strych- 
nine gr. 1-60 (¢. «# d.), Fellows’ Syrup 
Hypo. Co., and others too numerous to 
mention. During the six years hehas had 
the following diagnoses made: 1, chronic 
dyspepsia; 2, gastritis; 3, hypochondria; 
4, spinal disease; 5, incipient paralysis; 
6, general debility; 7, sunstroke; 8, neu- 
rasthenia; 9, cerebral congestion (mild); 
10, locomotor ataxia; 41, anemia; 12, in- 
cipient syphilis (this by Dr. Saxe, V. Y. 
Polyclinic), and various others; and after 
being treated for all, separately, he at last 
gave up all hope and called on me for 
massage along the spine, as he has pain 
now and then on the bone at the top of 
the neck. This, dear readers, is a hard 
case, andI pity the poor fellow. Will 
any of you be kind enough to form some 
theory (our kind editor included )? 

‘‘I feel Iam an incurable man,” he keeps 
constantly saying, and I dryly remark: 


_ Say, rather, overdosed man.” He also in- 


forms mehe generally can tell a day ahead 
when an attack is coming as his tongue 
grows very thick (that is, it feels so) and 
he gets his words mixed. After hear- 
ing his story, I concluded that massage at 
present was not what this man needed. I 
suggested that he go to a reputable physi- 
cian and place himself under treatment 
for ‘‘latent syphilis,” urging him to take 
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the mercurial injections, which, though 
painful, are speedy, safe and reliable in 
their work and would give the stomach the 
rest that organ so dearly earned, after 
taking all the drugs he did, and in this 
way get the nutrition the system needed 
through the proper digestion of his food, 
which the iodide of potassium was (if it 
did not do so absolutely) ruining. Then 
by proper hygienic treatment he could be- 
come a well man. Was I wrong in giving 
him this well-meant advice? 

In conclusion, I wish to state that I base 
my suspicions of syphilis upon the follow- 
ing symptoms: 

1. I doubt the sunstroke theory, be- 
lieving the semi-paralysis on the morning 
mentioned to have been an attack of 
aphasia, due to the syphilitic lesions. 

2. The improvement which generally 
followed the use of the iodides. 

3. The scar upon the third finger of the 
right hand ( which looks syphilitic ). 

4. The patient’s throat is, without ques- 
tion, a typical syphilitic one, being 
sore a great part of the time. 

5. And last, the various symptoms are 
all mentioned in syphilis of the nerves, 
and, if due to any other cause would cer- 
tainly respond to strychnine, which this 
patient admits he has taken for a pro- 
longed period. I therefore earnestly re- 
quest the readers of the Cuinic to pass 
their opinions on this case, and trust that 
some decided diagnosis may, perhaps, save 
this unfortunate young man.

encouragement.

FIRST STEP. INTESTINAL MYCOSIS. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: —Received my 
premium case. I like the granules very 
much in the treatment of children, the only 
use I have put them to as yet; would not 
be surprised if I should utilize them in my 
adult practice later on. 

The first time I took my case out to pre- 
scribe for a child, the mother exclaimed, 
“Oh, I did not know you were a homco- 
path!” Now I did not.like that at all; but 
I guess I made it plain enough to her that 
I was not that style of a physician. 

Was called to see a ten-year-old boy last 
night; found him delirious, temp. 104.4°, 
pulse 170; sickness commenced early with 
nausea and profuse diarrhea. The mother 
had been sweating him; had also given him 
two ‘‘pills” in the morning. I prescribed 
as follows: Aconitine 5, ‘‘Anodyne for 
Infants” 12, digitalin 4, dissolved in twelve 
teaspoonfuls of water. Directions: Tea- 
spoonful every fifteen minutes until temper- 
ature falls, then every hour or two. - Also 
two granules of zinc sulphocarbolate and 
one of quinine arseniate, every half: hour: 

I remained one hour, and during that 
time his temperature fell to 102.2° and 
his pulse to 120. His father informed me 
this morning that the patient was about 
well. My conclusions are: 

lst. That without the granules I could 
not have controlled this case so pleasantly 
and quickly. 

2d. That children like the doctor with 
the little sugar-coated pellets, and when 
sick again want their medicine in the same 
form. 
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Doctor, I am a beginner with the alka- 
loids, so tell me how you would have pre- 
scribed in the above case. 

I read the Ciinic with much interest.

SPECIFIC MEDICATION. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—I just received 
a copy of your valuable journal. I find it 
full of interesting reading and will en- 
deavor to be a regular subscriber. I ama 
graduate of the old school of medicine, but 
have been a believer in small and oft-re- 
peated direct medication for twenty years. 
I have used the small doses of aconite, 
veratrum, belladonna, gelsemium, hyoscya- 
mus, macrotys, nux vomica, glonoin, 
strychnine and many other remedies, for 
their direct or as Scudder puts it specific 
effect. Iwas led into this by reading after 
John M. Scudder. Idon’tsee how I could 
get along without these remedies, though 
I have not used them in the alkaloidal or 
granular form very much. Yet I think it 
will not take an old specific-medication- 
man long to catch on. 

I remember a few years ago in Tennes- 
see, of having quite a row with another 
physician over Lloyd’s specific aconite and 
specific ipecac, in a case of mucous croup. 
The doctor had been called and gave his 
calomel and some large doses of powdered 
ipecac; told parents the child would die; 
no doctor in the United States could save 
it; had them weeping when I was sent for 
as counsel, or at least they were weeping

when I arrived. I examined the child and 
suggested five drops of the aconite, ten 
drops of the ipecac, to four ounces of 
water; a teaspoonful each hour with a 
larded cloth sprinkled with compound 
powder of lobelia to the chest. 

He got mad, said he would give up the 
case, called me an ‘‘old Eclectic” and I 
called him an old ‘‘mossback.” He left 
and as the mother of the child insisted, I 
stayed all night, and that was all the visit 
I made. Her child was all right soon. 

This doctor boasted that he never read 
any eclectic journals; was a ‘‘simon pure” 
you see; went back to the village to cuss 
me around the drug stores and other 
places, and tell that Mr. King’s child would 
die that night. 

Mr. King came into town next morning 
and this doctor’s mother stopped him to 
learn what hour little Florie died. She 
was so surprised to learn that she was so 
much better when Dr. Seth thought she 
would die. 

The next evening the doctor came to my 
office, made apologies, borrowed Scudder’s 
Specific Medication and Diagnosis, and 
read them. I have fought these fights now 
for over twenty years, in isolated places 
and alone. 1am glad others are fighting 
the battle with me. I don’t feel so lonely, 
my views are not snubbed so often. Fight 
in the good fight.

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ABDOMINAL WOUNDS. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—James, aged 
twelve, was accidentally shot in the abdo- 
men, the bullet entering two inches below 
the short ribs, on the right side, directed 
upwards. The boy walked ‘two hundred 
yards home and upstairs. There was no 
external hemorrhage; the temperature was 
100°, pulse 100, with slight pain. I gave 
a favorable opinion. 

Another physician arrived and probed 
‘‘to make sure,” and produced slight in- 
ternal hemorrhage. His opinion was: 
‘The boy is as good as dead.” 

I redressed the wound, gave morphine, 
gr. 1-8, and kept the boy under its effect 
whenever he could be prevailed on to take 
it. Temperature on third day, 102°, 
pulse 120; pain constant; redness and 
great tenderness for some distance about 
the wound. Ice was applied constantly. 


Aconite and veratrum viride were given 


and light diet. The bowels were moved 
on the third day by enema, and the tym- 
panites somewhat relieved. The tempera- 
ture was high for the first week, and grad- 
ually fell as the boy recovered. In two 
weeks he was up. There was nothing to 
show the bowel-walls had been penetrated. 

Another case in which the attending 
physician insisted on probing for the bullet 
daily for three days in a similar loca- 
tion, died in great agony on the tenth day. 
Bullets do little harm if left alone; probing 
often kills. 

It seems unnecessary to praise where ex- 
cellence is so obvious, but my best wishes 
follow the Ciinic and its honest editors.

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MATERNAL IMPRESSIONS. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—My attention 
was called to a review of ‘‘Maternal Im- 
pressions, a Study in Child Life,” in the 
October Cuinic, in which is said: ‘‘Against 
the theory of maternal impressions is this 
anatomical argument: The tissues of the 
umbilical cord do not contain nerves.” 

Iam well aware that theory is taught. 
But is there any evidence to sustain it? 
To say, ‘‘No anatomist has been able to 
find nerves in the cord,” is not sufficient. 
That is negation and proves nothing. 

Who dare deny that in the near future a 
psychic force, which cannot be weighed 
or measured, working silently and mys- 
teriously, has a more intimate and power- 
ful connection with the reproductive pro- 
cess than the wit of man has been able to 
discover? 


To refute it dogmatically and refuse to 


investigate, when so much of the welfare 


of mankind may depend upon its solution, 
is, to say the least, not scientific. 

We submit the question: ‘‘What force is 
‘it that sends the blood from the placenta 


to the fetus?” It is contended that the 
blood passes from and to the mother. 
(See Alexander Harvey in Medical Science, 
October, 1850.) The power which sends 
the blood to and from must be a nervous 
force; surely no one contends that it is so 
in the blood itself. 

“The argument that there is a lack of 
nerve connection, consequently no nervous 
communication, sensibility and reciprocity, 
between the mother and the fetus is not 
tenable. It has been demonstrated that 
pregnant animals, suffering tetanic con- 
vulsions from poisons, may convey con- 
vulsions to the fetus and no trace of the 
toxics be discoverable in the economy of 
the latter and vice versa.” (Savory.) See 
Medical Age, editorial, 4-29, 1889. 

There are a few who call every physical 
abnormity, which appears to be the result 
of pre-natal influence, a coincidence. That 
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is an easy way to excuse ignorance of 
previous conditions, and such an explana- 
tion is satisfactory to unscientific ob- 
servers, but it is not sufficient for one who 
wants facts, not assumptions. 

Every effect is the result of a cause; it 
does not merely happen so. 

Take cases of sexual abnormities. Dr. 
Krafft-Ebing mentions the case of a female 
child, who at the age of nine months at- 
tempted secret vice. Dr. Lund, of Me- 
dina, N. Y., in the Medical World,* speaks 
of a child, at the age of two years, mas- 
turbating. Dr. McChesney, of Barkers, 
N. Y., reports a patient, ten years of age, 
‘‘who tried all sorts of ways to satisfy her 
passions.” Medical World. 

In all the statements which I have read 
there is no hint asto the cause. They 
simply emphasize an effect of some cause. 

Dr. Foley, of Iowa, gave me acase. An 
intimate friend had a child, who as soon as 
he was able to use his hands, began to pull 
his privates. Nothing that the parents 
could do would stophim. Dr. Foley said: 
‘(I was a constant visitor at the home of 
my college chum and we had often coun- 
seled as to how to cure the boy of the 
habit. One evening at his house the 
child, not yet six months of age, sat on the 
floor playing with his penis, when my 
friend said: ‘What shall I do to cure that 
habit? What do you suppose is the 
cause?’”’ The reader may say, there was 
some irritant at the foreskin and advise 
circumcision. These two physicians had 
made careful examination and found no 
cause there. 

Dr. Foley continued: ‘‘I said, ‘Doctor, 
do you suppose there is any maternal im- 
pression in the case?’ To which he replied, 
‘Yes, you are right.’ Then he told me that 
during gestation the mother had’an irre- 
sistible desire to fondle her husband’s 
privates.” 

Coincidence, gentlemen? Oh, no! 

Dr. Corning, of Hampton, Ia., 


*I neglected to note the date. 


said: 


It was 1888 or 1889. 
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“I delivered a child for a farmer’s wife. 
Before it was able to sit alone it would 
never go to sleep unless its forefinger was 
in its vagina. In passing I often stopped 
there and sat by its cradle by the hour 
studying it, trying to find the cause, but 
could find no clue until one day I asked 
its father, ‘Was your wife inclined to be 
sensual during gestation?’ He unwillingly 
admitted that he never came into the house 
during that time but his wife would beg 
and coax for coition.” 

Coincidence? Oh, no! 
flimsy excuse. 

The medical profession as a class, while 
denying the theory of pre-natal influence, 
admit that violent emotion experienced by 
the expectant mother may affect the general 
development of the fetus. 

It is almost impossible tofind an old 
practitioner, one who has had wide ex- 
perience, that will deny it; that is, say that 
the imagination, or the mother’s state of 
mind during gestation, exerts no influence 
for or against the normal development 
of the offspring. There are many who, 
while not affirming, do not deny its pos- 
sibility. 

Why do those physicians who say they 
do not believe in pre-natal influence advise 
the expectant mother to refrain from ex- 
cessive mental as well as physical exertion, 
to beware of a shock or a scare, or to let 
her mind dwell upon any uncanny object, 
if there is no possibility of inflicting an 
injury through her mentality, there being 
no nerve connection? ‘Consistency, thou 
art a jewel.” 

For the past four years the writér has 
given the largest part of his time to the 
study of pre-natal influence ( which has led 
into that of variation in general, beginning 
with the lowest forms of animal life), has 
personally interviewed possibly a thou- 
sand practitioners. Most of them say: 
‘Yes, there is a large measure of truth in 
the theory, but you go too far when you 
attribute abnormities to a psychic force in 


That is only a 





the maternal parent.” Then comes the 
question: ‘‘How far does, or can, the 
mother’s mentality during gestation in- 
fluence the form of her offspring?” The 
answer invariably is: ‘‘We do not know.” 
To which the remark of a careful observer 
is applicable, ‘‘An assertion which out- 
strips evidence is a crime.” 

I also find that at least seven out of 
every ten physicians whom I have inter- 
viewed say: ‘‘I havenever investigated the 
cases which came under my observation.” 
Ifthe medical fraternity would make a 
systematic effort to find the causes which 
produce abnormal effects, it might lead to 
positive convictions. But as long as so 
many ignore the subject, fearing the sneers. 
and jeers of cotemporaries, so long that. 
secret of nature will remain amystery. I 
enclose a suggestion. 

Last year the writer collected forty cases 
from reputable physicians, who gave their 
names and address for publication, if de- 
sired. In one case, Dr. Scarborough, of 
Iowa, said: ‘‘I give you the facts. I do 
not say it is a case of maternal impression. 
1 do not call it, you may call it what you 
please.” 

Those who have only sneers with which 
to answer, should remember that a sneer 
is not argument; it admits of no answer 
and proves that the opponent is prejudiced, 
or is long on excuses but short in argu- 
ment. 

Thanks for your friendly criticism of 
‘‘Maternal Impressions.”

True it is that when one comes face to 
face with the most momentous problems, 
he must be an agnostic. No nerves have 
been found in the umbilical cord. Mr. 
Bayer says they are yet there; his oppo- 
nents say not; and men are at liberty to 
take either view, though the weight of evi- 
dence is against him. 

There may be such a psychic force as. 
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he describes, but until it is demonstrated 
we are privileged to doubt it. 

As to sequences: Mr. Bayer says his 
opponents assume these to be coincidences, 
while he equally assumes them to be con- 
sequences. Neither view can be proved, 
but the evidence favors the negative, for 
in numbers of instances when women 
have expected and predicted marks, etc., 
as a consequence of pre-natal impressions, 
nothing of the sort has occurred. I have 
never yet known a single instance when 
such a prediction was verified. 

There is not a shadow of proof that 
the sexual manifestations described were 
caused by the sexuality of the parents. 
Many parents couldown to far more than 
the cases quoted, without any unusual 
sexuality of the children following. If 
there were any truth whatever in this 
theory, what would we expect when we 
reflect that at the time of the fruitful con- 
gress the minds of both parents were 
powerfully concentrated upon the sexual 
act? Would it not necessarily follow that 
the child so created would manifest great 
sexuality? And this being increased by 
each generation, the human race would 
become a lot of sexual idiots. That this 
is not the case proves that the impressions 
at the generation of a child do not influ- 
ence it. And if not then, when does the 
potent influence begin? 

The precautions taken by physicians are 
conservative. We may not believe much 
in pre-natal influence, but we take no 
chances. This is the part of the wise 
agnostic. And in using this word, it is 
not at all in the theological sense, but as 
describing a person who admits that he 
does not know but who is sure that no one 
else knows, or can know, what is the real 
truth, and consequently he suspends judg- 
ment until he is better informed. Sneers 
are unworthy of any man who is fit to 
discuss any subject. They carry no weight 
with any thinking man. 

Mr. Bayer has devoted much thought to 
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this subject; he has even written a very 
interesting book upon it. But he is not 
judicial. He is not seeking for truth; he 
is trying to establish the truth of his 
theory. He accepts as proof the instances 
he cites, but there is no proof in them. 
He takes as proved truth every possibility 
favoring his view and demands his oppo- 
nents to prove the negative. He may be 


right, but it will require a very different 
sort of logic to prove it.—Eb. 


SUMMER DISEASES. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—We have been 
battling with the usual summer troubles, 
though contrary to custom they are mixed 
up with chills and fevers. This odd ex- 
perience has caused me to try an experi- 
ment. Wife noticed that her chickens 
were suffering from a bowel disease called 
‘‘chicken cholera,” gave one of them two 
grains of acetanilid, dropped in the mouth 
and followed with a teaspoonful of water. 
This fowl got well, unlike several others, 
(which died ) although treated by ‘‘iodide 
of arsenic,” which is recommended for the 
trouble. Several others were afterward 
cured in the same way. 

This set me to thinking. If a chicken 
could tolerate and get well after taking 
two grains of acetanilid, what’s the use of 
talking of two to five grains 4://ing a man? 

A recent letter from a distinguished 
North Carolina doctor says: ‘‘Acetanilid 
in heavy dosage may produce cyanosis in 
some idiosyncrasies, but we very seldom 
meet with them.” So with my ‘‘sulpho- 
carbolate of zinc compound.” I gave 
acetanilid in one grain doses, with very 
soothing effect to the sufferer and an ap- 
parent shortening of the attack. 

Chills have set in two months earlier 
this season than usual, owing to the ex- 
tended and unusual rainy spell. I am as 
usual treating them with calomel-acetani- 
lid to abort, and acid tonic to tone up the 
blood, aid digestion and eliminate debris. 
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I have gone pretty heavily on the ‘‘sul- 
phocarbolate of zinc” idea in the 108 cases 
(up to date) this season; and find it meets 
every demand. In some cases the bowels 
being out of order, indicative of torpid 
liver, I have given small doses calomel and 
the W-A antiseptic conjointly. It does 
the work. One thing in its favor, it seems 
not to be incompatible with calomel and 
acetanilid. In bowel trouble it is now my 
routine treatment. 

In some cases of constipation I follow 
the calomel with the Saline Laxative. 
This is superior to the seidlitz powder, as 
it can be carried without alteration in the 
saddle pockets and is a pleasant addition 
to the treatment. 

Thirty years of constant study of our hot 
climate shows me that mercury is ¢he essen- 
tial in intestinal troubles. 1 have tried 
everything vegetable as a substitute, and 
have had to go back to it for results. The 
morbid contents of the bowels must be 
cleaned out. Where the calomel cannot 
be tolerated one to two grains of mercury 
bichloride, as to age, to one pint of water, 
one teaspoonful every three hours till it 
acts, gives splendid results. The reason 
why chills and fever run into a kind of 
‘typhoid condition” is that the intestines 
have not been rendered perfectly clean. I 
can, from a considerable experience this 
year (one of the worst we have had for a 
long time, owing to three months of con- 
stant wet weather), endorse this sulpho- 
carbolate compound and treatment as 
nearly perfect as can be found. Up to 
date I have lost but one case out of over 
one hundred by following the above line.

HYPERESTHESIA FOLLOWING DIPH- 
THERIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic: A man about 
thirty-five, large and healthy, had diph- 
theria six months ago, followed by a very 
sensitive condition of the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose and throat; so much so 
that the slightest exposure to cold air 
brought on intense pain and burning. 

He had been treated for catarrh with all 
the usual and unusual remedies without 
effect, until the weather becoming warmer, 
he was able to go outdoors; but on the re- 
turn of cool weather the trouble was re- 
turning and he came to me for consulta- 
tion. 

Careful laryngoscopic and rhinoscopic 
examination revealed only a mild catarrhal 
condition of the pharynx; the pillars of the 
fauces were somewhat reddened, but on 
introducing the finger into the mouth, the 
fauces were found to be somewhat tender. 
Tenderness was also elicited at the base of 
each ear, extending to the angle of the jaw 
and over the sterno-mastoid and the skin 
in front of that muscle. A tenderspot was 
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also found about the fifth or sixth dorsal 
vertebra. 

Swallowing caused pain, from one side 
of the throat to the other. At times he 
suffered intense pain over the suprasternal 
notch and sometimes in the breast. 

My diagnosis was: Hyperesthesia of the 
hypoglossal nerve and of the anterior cer- 
vical, with the exciting cause diphtheria; 


being essentially neuralgic.

SCARLET FEVER. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—I have been 
going deeper and deeper into alkaloidal 
therapy and almost invariably with the 
happiest of results. 

We have an epidemic of scarlet fever in 
our vicinity, and I have treated ten cases 
without the loss of a patient, and with no 
serious complication. These ten cases 
were treated almost exclusively with the 
alkaloids. Scarlet fever has no terror for 
me now, and I wonder how many more 
cases I could handle by the new method 
without a fatality. I am now treating a 
very severe case of tonsillitis with the alka- 
loids and am not at all alarmed as to the 
result. Aconitine, calcium sulphide and 
Nuclein (Aulde), together with a gargle of 
ferric chloride and a spray of menthol, will 
do the work, I think. 

Can I get a tapeworm by the use of 


alkaloids?

COST OF ALKALOIDS. PASSIFLORA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—I have been a 
reader of the Ciinic for some months, and 
while I find it interesting, I hesitate to un- 
dertake new methods which materially in- 
crease the cost of prescribing. 

I believe in specific medication, using 
very few shot-gun prescriptions, but I find 
it not uncommon for writers in your jour- 
nal to prescribe from two to twenty cents’ 
worth of little pills for twenty-four hours’ 
treatment. Now, a country doctor—or a 
city doctor either—should dispense his 
own medicines, but how he can visit pa- 
tients at one dollar a call (on long time) 
and make a cash outlay of one-eighth of 
his fee, is quite beyond my comprehen- 
sion. It is no wonder certain brothers 
complain of hard times and the difficulty 
experienced in securing a dollar for their 
subscription. With the use of specific 
tinctures the same amount of medication 
may be accomplished at an average cost of 
less than one cent per visit. 

Now do not laugh; this is no small mat- 
ter to most of us, as it makes a difference 
of several hundred dollars in a year (to say 
nothing of the ‘‘jugulating” going on by 
the new method, which must make a dif- 
ference of many hundred more—if true). 

So much by way of criticism, which will 
look odd if you print it, and to make my 
peace I will give your readers a bit of in- 
formation which I obtained from my ven- 
erable friend, Dr. C. C. P. Clark of Oswego. 
It is this: Varicocele is cured by wearing 
an ordinary truss. The pads should be 
adjusted as for inguinal hernia and worn 
night and day for several months. Try it, 
doctors. It will jugulate varicocele sure. 

I wish every doctor who has tried passi- 
flora and found it wanting, would report 
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through the next issue of the Ciinic. What 
a voluminous volume it would be. For 
one I find it vastly inferior to catnip tea, 
and I have used of Lloyd’s eight ounces, 
of Merrill’s thirty-two ounces, and samples 
of others, but there has proven to be noth- 
ing but ‘‘suggestive therapeutics” in it— 
in my hands—and I have used it in all 
doses up to one-half ounce frequently re- 
peated. 

If Iam not annihilated for heterodoxy 
I may call again.

BIG-DOSE CALOMEL. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—I see in the 
May Cuinic that Dr. Britton doubts the ef- 
ficacy of heroic doses of calomel. While 
agency physician to the Osages in 1881-2- 
3, I went to see an old white farm hand. 
I found him standing in the door with his 
hands over the top. Hecould not breathe 
easily in any other position. He had had 
ague some time and was bloated with gen- 
eral dropsy; the stomach irritable, bowels 
constipated. I gave two drops of croton 


oil, which he vomited; repeated the dose 
but itcameup. I thengave him 120 grains 
of calomel in two doses, two hours apart, 
with six ounces of salts. 

Next morning I found him sitting with 
legs to the fire. He said he had filled a 
bucket twice and. then adjourned to the 
yard for more room. He ate a fair break- 
fast, said he felt as well as ever in his life, 
but a little weak, and two weeks later was 
plowing. 

This was the first time in thirty years I 
found such large doses of calomel neces- 
sary.

CIRCUMCISION: AFTER-TREATMENT. 

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—In my earlier 
experience I dressed the wound with iodo- 
form and a bandage, but this necessitated 
changing every day, and 
with small children was 
objectionable. Three 
years ago I adopted the 
following method: For 
suturing I use a contin- 
uous, fine catgut, taking 
care not to draw tightly 
enough to constrict, but 
rather to allow for a little swelling. After 
all oozing is stopped I dust on a little 
iodoform and then coat well with flexile 
collodion, to which as much iodoform 
has been added as can be held in solution. 

When dressed in this way very little 
after-attention is needed. The collodion 
protects the wound perfectly. If the parts 
become soiled they can be washed as 
readily as if no operation had been made. 
The collodion adheres usually until the 
wound is healed. The sutures do not need 
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to be removed as they would if silk had 
been used. 

The collodion dressing loosens and is 
ready to remove in from five to eight days, 
when, if everything has gone on well, the 
wound will be found to have healed. 

Of course it is understood in using such 
a dressing that you must do an aseptic 
operation. A fixed dressing of this kind 
will not do if you are going to have sup- 
puration. 

I find in looking over my record that I 
have notes on twenty-two cases operated 
on, occurring in private practice. In only 
one case was there suppuration. This was 
one of the cases which had convulsions, 
and he continued having convulsions until 
the wound on the penis was entirely 
healed and all irritation had disappeared. 
I should say, however, that the convul- 
sions gradually grew milder and the in- 
tervals between them longer. This was a 
very instructive case to me, proving con- 


clusively the etiology. 
Ido not advise operating on all cases 
having long prepuces, but only operate on 


those presenting urgent symptoms. I have 
also had four female cases on which I 
did a corresponding operation, but which 
of course require no special dressing. 
Of the above-mentioned cases, four males 
and two females had convulsions. Three of 
these were apparently confirmed cases of 
epilepsy, each of them having had convul- 
sions at frequent intervals for over one year. 
They were promptly cured by the operation. 
Three of the whole number were para- 
plegic, one of these completely so, not 
having used a muscle of his lower extremi- 
ties for about two months. The other two 
paraplegics were unable to walk. The 
one which was completely paraplegic, a 
boy fourteen months old, began using his 
legs within six hours after the operation, 
and within twenty-four hours was kicking 
in a lively manner. ' 
Two of the whole number were cases of 
neurotic eczema, both of which had been 
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treated for six or eight weeks before the 
reflex cause of the eruption was recog- 
nized. They were both promptly cured 
by circumcision. Two of the whole num- 
ber had retention of urine; one, a babe, 
was operated on when twenty-four hours 
old. This case had complete closure over 
the end of the penis. The others suffered 
various nervous disturbances, such as in- 
somnia, irritability, pain, etc. 

I am satisfied that the condition in this 
class of cases, in both sexes, is often over- 
looked by the physician. I know it was 
so in the earlier years of my own practice. 
The number of cases included in this report 
is not large, and yet you will notice from 
the above classification that they present 
quite a variety of symptoms.

PALATABLE DOSES.

For some time past, believing that I was 
somewhat acquainted with the Cuiinic and 
alkaloidal medication, I have used my in- 
fluence in their favor, knowing that efforts 
in this direction may be the means of se- 
curing relief to some poor sufferer, who 
would otherwise be filled up with horse- 
medicine and left to die. 

The old fools and the young fools, who 
insist on remaining medical bigots, are a 
menace to public health, perhaps not to 
the extent, but just as surely as the quack. 
The latter usually feeds upon that class 
who are not in actual need, but are looking 
for something sensational. 

Following is some of the horse-medicine 
referred to, and at the same time correct 
copies of prescriptions by ‘‘Regulars.” 
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Read them and see if you think we are 
capable of educating the hoodoos of Cuba: 

R Fluid extract sanmetto, balsam co- 
paiba, two ounces. Water to make one 
pint. Mix; give teaspoonful three times 
daily. 

R Ayer’s Cherry Pectoral, six ounces; 
a teaspoonful every two hours till sick. 

R Fluid extract black cohosh, one 
ounce; sugar, two ounces; water to make 
eight ounces. Dessertspoonful every 
three hours.

MALIC ACID. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—While attend- 
ing the Dallas fair three years ago, my at- 
tention was called to a specially large 
steer, which weighed 5,500 pounds. The 
question suggested itself: What food 
caused this growth? The owner informed 
me that he gave him all the apples he 
could eat, from the time he first commenced 
eating, which was when he was not more 
than two months old, and a good quantity 
of his mother’s milk. To commence with, 
he gave the animal half a bushel and let 
him eat all he would, and by the time he 
was six months old he was eating two 
bushels per day. 

The idea struck me that the growth of 
this animal must be due to the malic acid 
in the apples; and if it would make a calf 
grow, why not make a baby grow? 

So I have used malic acid often since 
then, with babies and children, whom I 
have been called upon to prescribe for, 
for any of the bowel or anemic troubles. 
When I could not get malic acid I pre- 


scribed apple cider; and I think the fresh 
apple cider is preferable. 

I had a man bottle me the fresh cider 
right from the press, and gave three or 
four glasses per day, or all he wanted to 
drink three times a day. This treatment 
proved good and I am under the impres- 
sion that if doctors would prescribe more 
fresh cider, they would cure a larger per 
cent of the children, and at the same time 
increase their growth. The cider would 
cost but a small amount, bottling it in beer 
bottles, in the apple-growing countries of 
the West. The children would take this 
kind of medicine without any trouble. 
The cider will not ferment or get sour if it 
is bottled and sealed well while it is fresh. 

It has been noticed by some of our 
medical men that men and children who 
work at the making of apple cider are never 
known to have gravel or stone in the 
kidney or bladder. This isa pointer for the 
doctors living in apple-growing countries.

Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—A few remarks 
in reference to a treatment that has been 
often suggested and thoroughly tested by 
the writer, will undoubtedly prove of in- 
terest to the Ciinic family. 

A number of years ago an intimate friend 
applied to me for a remedy to stop his hair 
falling out. I advised the old formula: 
Quinine gr. xx, tincture of cantharides one 
drachm, spirit of rosemary two drachms, 
glycerin four drachms, bay rum four ounces; 
applied onceaday. After using a number 
of bottles he said the stuff was no good, 
his hair dropping out as before. 

I then gave him tinctures of capsicum 
and cantharides with spirit of turpentine. 
This remedy seemed to prove the correct 
one, as he claimed the hair held better 
root and didnot brush out. Still I noticed 
that his hair was gradually growing won- 
derfully less and he is now almost com- 
pletely bald. He is thirty years of age, of 
good family and excellent habits; does not 
use liquors, but smokes occasionally. 

A short time ago I noticed a number of 
journals advocating the use of pilocarpine, 
and also seeing the same mentioned on 
page 150 of Shaller’s Guide, I decided to 

‘try the remedy in the following form: 
Pilocarpine one part, precipitated sulphur 
20 parts, balsam of Peru 40 parts, vaseline 
100 parts; applied daily, the head sponged 
with warm water and castile soap before 
application.

After the head was healed more applica- 
tions of the pilocarpine ointment were 
made, as he was bound to raise something 
on his head. What he has raised is, a lot 
of blisters, but not a single hair. 
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What I would like to know is, is there 
any of the ‘‘family” who has had any good 
results in producing hair upon a bald head?

SEPTICEMIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—A girl of ten 
had stubbed her big toe; it suppurated, 
but was apparently about well, when swell- 
ings appeared on the leg. These healed 
in time, except one, the original wound 
being not yet quite well. In another week 
an eruption appeared on her hips, the 
arms and legs swollen and tender, tem- 
perature about half a degree subnormal, 
pulse good, anorexia, vomiting traces of 
blood and muddy bile, bowels moving 
only with drugs, having mucus and traces 
of blood. 

I gave Nuclein (Aulde), calcium sul- 
phide and lactophosphate, and the arseni- 
ates of iron, quinine and strychnine, diet 
of milk, Milkine, sassafras tea and egg- 
white, with a little whiskey. 

Next day the nausea was bad; swelling 
subsiding. Applied peach-leaf poultices 
to stomach; food and drugs by enema. 
She recovered on this, and I left her tak- 
ing Wampole’s cod-liver oil preparation.

“NEW ANTIPYRETICS.” 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—There is a 
growing evil that is assuming immense 
proportions, and it is creeping into the 
medical profession, stealthily but surely, 
and robbing it of many of its hard-earned 
dollars. It is really a kind of shell-game, 
and it is being played so slick on him that 
the honest, hard-working, unsuspecting 
doctor is not aware of the means being em- 
ployed to despoil him of his honest dollar. 
Let us look at this little scheme in its 
true light. 

There is from time to time a so-called 
new antipyretic and analgesic heralded 
to the medical profession through the 


numerous medical journals. A new coal- 
tar derivative, it has none of the depress- 
ing effects of antipyrin, acetanilid, phena- 
cetin, etc.; in fact, it is a wonderful 
remedy, a boon to suffering humanity and 
a bonanza for the doctors. The most 
feasible plan now, it seems, to get this 
wonderful antipyretic before the profes- 
sion, is to get some very conscientious( ? ) 
medical man to write up an elaborate 
article, using, no doubt, hypothetical cases 
to illustrate the value of the remedy in the 
hundred and one nervous disorders that 
afflict the human race, as neuralgia, in- 
fluenza, intermittent fever, rheumatism, 
dysmenorrhea, headache, and the like. 
This paper is first read before some village 
or county medical society, to give it pre- 
cedence. Then it finds its way into some 
prominent medical journal and the editor 
gives several pages to the free advertis- 
ing of this great remedy, simply for the 
benefit of its many readers in particular, 
and the profession at-large in general. 

Now, all these preparations contain from 
sixty to ninety per cent of acetanilid, and 
the antipyretic properties of the remedy de- 
pend upon that and nothing else. The 
so-called firm that puts the remedy on 
the market knows that. The medical man 
who blows the horn announcing its debut 
knows that. The editor who gives several 
pages of his journal knows that. Now, 
what is it for? Simply to fool the honest 
doctor, who perhaps is not very well 
posted and who is anxious to do the very 
best for his patient, into believing that 
something new has been discovered that 
will surely cure that obstinate case of neu- 
ralgia or dysmenorrhea that he has been 
fighting so hard. 

There are, in reality, only four 
antipyretics that are being universally 
used by the profession to-day, namely: 
Antipyrin, acetanilid, phenacetin and lac- 
tophenin. All but the second preparation 
cost a dollar or more an ounce, while 
acetanilid costs but thirty-five cents per 
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pound; hence, the latter is used in all these 
compounds. We make fun of our patients 
who resort to patent medicines and tell 
them they are simply being humbugged, 
while we ourselves are being humbugged 
every day and do not seem to be aware 
of it. When a man presumes upon my 
ignorance tothe extent that he tries to 
swindle me openhanded I am ready to fire 
him out, and that is just what the medical 
profession ought to do with a good share 
of the proprietary preparations that are 
urged upon them. 

This article is written somewhat in a 
spirit of indignation, perhaps, but noth- 
ing more; and I am sure, although I may 
run the risk of being called narrow-minded, 
etc., by some, that a large majority of the 
medical profession will sanction it.

When he dispenses for his patient with a 
cold, a few grains of quinine and Dover's 
powder, and charges him a dollar, the 
doctor knows very well that the drugs 


scarcely cost him acent. He charges for 
his knowledge, not for the raw materials. 
And that knowledge he did not originate, 
but it was handed down by a former gen- 
eration of medical men. When Anti- 
kamnia and Zomakyne were first put to- 
gether it was found that the compounds 
had a distinct value of their own, far 
superior to that of any of the ingredients 
taken separately. This has been attested 
by thousands of competent observers. 
Whether the gentlemen who market these 
combinations choose to give them for the 
cost of their ingredients or at a price 
that will repay them also the expense of 
manufacture, advertising and that fair 
profit to which every man has an indubita- 
ble right, is for them to say.

LARYNGEAL DIPHTHERIA. 


Editor Alkaloidal Clinic:—During the first 
week of October, 1898, I was called in con- 
sultation with Dr. J. W. Collins to see a 
malignant case of laryngeal diphtheria, in 
little Miss C., a child of eleven years. 
The disease was in its fourth day. There 
was marked dyspnea from stenosis follow- 
ing the encroachment of diphtheritic exu- 
date, cyanosis and aphonia. The little 
one was very restless, thirsty and had that 
anxious expression we find in all such 
cases. 

Being well acquainted with the family in 
general, and the sufferer in particular, my 
advent did not cause any undue excite- 
ment or alarm. Five hundred units of an- 
titoxin was given, calcium sulphide, gr. 
1-6, ordered every thirty minutes, together 
with a spray of H, O, and lime-water, 
equal parts, every thirty minutes. 

Part of the membrane was cast off by 
the next day, but rapidly reformed, and 
the following day her condition was more 
serious than at first. One thousand units of 
antitoxin was given, the same spray con- 
tinued, small doses of whiskey with one 
granule each of digitalin and strychnine 
arseniate every three hours; also one tablet 
of calcium iodide, gr. 1-3, was given dis- 
solved in hot water, every thirty minutes 
all night. Pulse 160, weak and trembling; 
temperature 101°. 

Early the following morning, after ten 
doses of calcium iodide, a beautiful cast of 
the trachea and bronchi was expelled, 
ending with fibrin like the branches of a tree. 
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This case made a rapid recovery just 
when I was beginning to prepare my in- 
struments for tracheotomy. 

I might add that the injections were 
made in the loose abdominal tissue on 
either side of the navel, the little one 
watching the operation with interest, yet 
feeling no pain, through the exposition of 
tact and hypnotic suggestion. 

I wish to say to your readers that my 
next case of diphtheria will promptly be 
saturated with calcium iodide.

fact, she often has to leave the table. Her ap- 
petite is fairly good; no pain; slight tympanites; 
sleeps tolerably well but has to get up two or three 
times a night to change nightdress as she perspires 
profusely at night, due to malarial fever, which is 
very prevalent here. Six weeks ago she had quite a 
severe attack of sciatica which I relieved, but now 
she has rheumatism in the knee on the other side. I 
attribute stomach and bowel trouble largely to drink- 
ing iced tea and iced lemonade to excess.

Begin immediately to give her one tablet 
W-A Intestinal Antiseptic and one of Zinc 
and Codeine compound, followed by half 
to two-thirds of a glass of predigested milk,

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hours. Into each glass put a teaspoonful 
of Sanguiferrin. Aftershe has taken the 
milk a few days alternate with some form 
of porridge made from some of the break- 
fast cereals. Give no meat or meat broths 
whatever. 

In addition give ten drops of Nuclein 
{Aulde) by hypodermic injection twice a 
day. You will soon get constitutional reac- 
tion and patient will begin to recover.—Eb. 


Query 280. SINGLE woman, aged thirty-five, 
always regular, but recently has dysmenorrhea with 
hemoptysis; fainting spells; pain in head, back and 
left side; paresis of legs. The uterus is retroverted. 
Under the B. U. T. and hot douches she had an 
easier time, but the next was worse than ever. I 
then treated a colitis that affected her every month, 
replaced the uterus, used Campbell's method, re- 
stored the appetite, and the next period was painless. 

The next was worse than ever, with free leucor- 
rhea but hardly a stain; vomited more blood than 
ever. H., Ark. 


You have sent us a pretty tough propo- 
sition, for a retroflexion with vicarious 
flow in an unmarried woman of thirty-five 
is not easy. You will have to use some 
sort of a pessary; the best would be a ball 
of wool saturated with some astringent like 
resorcin solution. Meanwhile keep the 
bowels regular and aseptic, and reinforce 
the B. U. T. at the next time, by Kryofine 
tablets, one every two to four hours for 
the pains. In the intervals let her take 
constantly sanguinarine, five granules a 
day, one at a time, and when the menses 
come give one or two doses of apiol, ten 
minims each.—Ep. 


Query 281. Inthiscase every doctor has pro- 
nounced the patient incurable except by operation, 
and advised morphine hypos. She is thirty-seven 
years old; a mother. The last labor was instru- 
mental, followed by fever, ovarian pain, and about 
every six weeks since she has had a discharge of 
pus from the uterus, preceded by pain in the right 
pelvis. At all times she has trouble there; pains in 
the vertex and both thighs. For two weeks every 
month she hasan excessive flow. She is constipated, 
with an occasional diarrhea; urine scanty.

In the case you have quoted it looks like 
pyosalpinx. Inject into the uterus a mix- 
ture of thirty grains of europhen with half 
an ounce of fluid petrolatum, injecting 
about ten drops through a long-nozzled 
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uterine syringe. Repeat three times a 
week. Give internally half a grain of cal- 
cium sulphide from three to six times a 
day and keep her saturated with it for a 
month. For the pain use hyoscyamine 
and iodoform, a granule of each every half 
hour till relief or dry throat occurs, with 
Dosimetric trinity, a granule every hour till 
effect; with rectal injections of hot water. 

I often find that by thus relaxing vaso- 
motor spasm and unlocking congestion the 
pain is relieved better than by smothering 
it with morphine or bromides. Ihave sev- 
eral times used galvanism with an intrau- 
terine electrode with excellent effect in 
gonorrheal cases.—Ep. 


Query 282. WuatT is the specific treatment of 
boils in a person subject to them? 
J. F. G., Penna. 


Use good doses of Saline Laxative every 
morning before breakfast, three granules 
of calcium sulphide and two W-A Intesti- 


nal Antiseptics, followed by one to two full 
glasses of water at 11 a. m., 3 p. m. and 


bedtime. If the party eats properly, 
bathes properly and carries out the above 
named treatment, success is certain to fol- 
low. If anemic, give iron arseniate also, 
gr. 1-67, every waking hour.—Eb. 


Query 287. YOUNG LaDy, age sixteen, when eleven 
fell from atree and struck at junction of lumbar 
vertebra and sacrum; menstruated regularly since 
twelve; has had constant backache and headache 
most of the time since the fall; anteflexion; cervix 
soft and enlarged; pain in left iliac region and at 
times bloated in this region, extending to right. 
Very nervous, appetite good, bowels regular. Please 
give your diagnosis and treatment.

The symptoms do not permit a diag- 
nosis, as they may be reflexes from any 
form of injury or displacement. Reduce 
nervous irritability by keeping the bowels 
regular and giving cicutine, macrotin and 
strychnine arseniate, a granule of each 
three times a day, gradually increased till 
effect.—Ep. 

Query 284. AMINER, sixty-five, has been affected 


for ten months with posterior spinal sclerosis. He 
uses acane, steps short and halting, a short walk 
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several times a day; cannot stand with eyes shut; 
cannot close left hand; left knee contracted; some 
muscles and nerves tender on deep pressure; hands 
atrophying; spinal tenderness marked in lumbar, 
worse at times; burning in legs; sluggish capillaries; 

I gave strychnine arseniate 12 granules, and Nu- 
clein (Aulde) ro tablets, daily; liniment to the spine. 
Some enlivening followed, and I changed to cor- 
rosive sublimate, one grain to eight ounces of syrup 
hydriodic acid; a teaspoonful after meals, with no 
change. 

The disease is termed incurable, but the symptoms 
are not bad. 

I am more than pleased with the alkaloids and the 
CLINIC, L. K. D., Montana. 


Locomotor ataxia is deemed incurable, 
but apparent recovery sometimes occurs 
and endures for years. Oneof my ‘‘cures” 
has now lasted for nearly twelve years, 
and that’s pretty satisfactory. It was 
treated by strychnine. 

As there is no specific history in your 
case, I would go back to your first plan 
and push both remedies up to the full 
point. Also have him massage the stiff or 
atrophied parts with hot bear’s oil or goose 
grease, and practise regular exercises of 
all weak or paretic muscles. Keep him 
warm; feed well; keep the bowels free and 
antiseptic, the latter with the W-A In- 
testinal Antiseptics; for Brunton declares 
the cause of ataxia is to be found in the 
bowels. Do not expect results or change 
treatment too soon.—Eb. 


Query 285. Mr. R., aged forty-six, two years ago 
had the grippe; symptoms ameliorated and then he 
was taken suddenly with profuse perspiration— 
water ran down his legs in streams, quilts, shirt, 
undergarments, etc., were soaking wet. Six physi- 
cians treated him and yet he sweat; commenced in 
his feet; if his feet were cold he would have cold 
sweat; warm, warm sweat; no bad odor; feels chilly 
before sweat breaks out; anorexia; intense thirst; 
during sweating very much constipated and bloated; 
stools dark brown to clay-colored, mostly the latter; 
bad taste in mouth all the time; hands always dry 
and harsh; little urine during sweating; sleeps fairly 
well; lost flesh. 

He became so weak and emaciated that he was 
unable to turn in bed alone. He then quit drugging, 
and as warm weather was coming on, improved and 
was able to do some work, but is now worse. 


A. N. T., Michigan. 
You will have to restore this man’s 
debilitated ganglia. Keep his bowels 
regular with Waugh’s Anticonstipation 
granules, adding one of irisin whenever 
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the stools are white. Use calcium sulpho- 
carbolate whenever the stools are offensive, 
giving for effect. It is not possible to 
restore strength as long as toxins are 
formed in and absorbed from the bowels. 
Then give strychnine arseniate, Nuclein 
(Aulde), agaricin, and phosphoric acid, a 
granule each every two hours while awake, 
increasing either or all to every hour if 
necessary. Let him drink as little as pos- 
sible, preferably cold sagetea. Keep this 
up for a month and report.—Ep. 


Query 286. WuaT treatment can you suggest in 
the case of a woman who has passed through an 
operation and had her womb removed, and who ever 
since has been troubled with a discharge from the 
vagina, yellowish white, and who has severe burning 
and itching of the same almost continually, with 
very severe pain during coitus?

Look into the vagina and see where the 
ulcer is located. Wash out thoroughly 
with chlorinated soda solution and dust 
ulcer with iodoform. Then insert an As- 
tringent Antiseptic Suppository. Repeat 
daily.—Eb. 


Query 287. A Lapy, married, aged thirty, no 
children, suffers from oxaluria; attacks every two to 
four weeks, last four days, with severe pain along 
ureters; small oxalate calculi varying in size from 
the head of a pin to an alkaloidal granule, being ir- 
regular and jagged. This plays her all out; after 
the worst harm is over there is an enlarged feel- 
ing and dull, tired pain in the left side of back 
at the waist line. She is bloated and has to stop 
eating while still hungry. Small doses of acid hydro- 
chloric before meals, some alkali after meals, helped 
to reduce theacid condition, the acid physiologically 
and the alkali after meals mechanically. Potassium 
citrate, although rendering the urine alkaline, is 
of much more use in cases where stones are com- 
posed of uric acid, urates or cystine. Still it does 
no harm in oxaluria, and in all cases where the urine 
is acid the alkaline treatment should be tried. 

I advised outdoor exercise, and especially gym- 
nastics, so devised as to exercise the upper extremi- 
ties and expand the thoracic walls, increasing the 
amount of oxygen inhaled; in other words, in every 
way possible I endeavored to increase oxidation. 

Diet; I prohibited cabbage, tomatoes, rhubarb 
and certain other vegetables and fruits rich in oxalic 
acid; to supply phosphates, cereal foods, fish and 
eggs were recommended. Sugar and starch should 
be avoided as much as possible.

Apply an ointment of red oxide 
of mercury five grains, acid benzoic thirty 
grains, and pure lard, one ounce, to the 
anal folds. Other useful applications are, 
carbolic acid, chloral and salicylic acid. 

38. After dilating the sphincter there 
may be much pain, severe if not thoroughly 
done, for several hours. Use hot or cold 
applications, or cocaine. For the smart- 


ing next day apply iodoform freely. Keep 


the bowels loose for a week.—Ep. 


Query 289. Mr. F., aged 48, afflicted for six 
years; October first of each year his nails turn brown, 
the spot increasing until the whole of all the nails 
turns black; then they become loosened from the flesh 
and are pared off at the end of the finger, being 
pushed forward by the new growth; the whole 
process occupying three months. He does not ex- 
perience any discomfort whatever. The new nails 
remain one year in a healthy state then are shed like 
their predecessors. Can you or any of the journal 
readers give any light on the subject or suggest a 
cure?

You might try favoring the nutrition of 
the nails by daily rubbing with lanolin; 
giving internally calcium and strychnine hy- 
pophosphite, seven granules of each daily.

Query 290. Wuart is the true formula for ‘Thiersch's 
solution? In the July Cirinic you give it as: boric 
acid, one part; salicylic acid, five parts; water, 500 
parts. I judge the acids have changed places. In 
the Bovinine Handbook two formulas are given. 
That by Pratt calls for six drachms of salicylic acid 
and six ounces of boric, divided into twelve powders, 
one to be dissolved in a pint of water. The other 
calls for 2 1-2 drachms of salicylic and 2 1-2 ounces 
of boric acid; a teaspoonful to a quart of water. 

Where did the formula originate, and which is 
correct? H. T. W., Illinois. 

The title 
appears to be commonly employed to des- 
ignate any solution of boric and salicylic 
acids in water, about above strength.—Eb. 


Query 291. Lapy, married, aged forty, small and 
delicate, two children; suffering pain in right arm, 
aching all the time, worse at night, sometimes ten- 
der, right hand swollen alittle at times and pain of

weight; worse at night towards morning; worse on 
motion; in the morning has to bathe hand in hot 
water, with brisk rubbing to get temporary relief. 
What is the condition and how can I relieve it?

Is there not an enlarged gland in the 
right axilla? It looks as if something 
pressed upon the nerves and vessels going 
to the arm. Give her mercury biniodide 
and iodoform, one granule each every wak- 
ing hour, with Nuclein (Aulde) and bru- 
cine in full doses as restorative. 

Rub along the tender spots with Campho- 
phenique.—Eb. 


Query 292. A MAN, age forty-five, complains of 
redness and burning of the prepuce which comes 
and goes regularly. This came on while his wife 
was pregnant. He is also troubled at times with 
piles; otherwise in perfect health. I have tried 
washes, ointments, cholagogues, etc., without per- 
ceptible effect, except that alum solution relieves 
somewhat. Resinol ointment made the trouble 
much worse. Thorough cleansing of alimentary 
canal has no appreciable effect. G. M., Cal. 

Vegetable diet, with very little meat, no 
milk or coffee, but abundance of fruit and 
green things; a teaspoonful of Saline Lax- 
ative in water every morning on rising; a - 
granule of hydrastin seven times a day; an 
ointment of five grains yellow oxide of 
mercury and thirty grains of acid benzoic 
in an ounce of pure lard, a little to be ap- 
plied to the prepuce and the piles twice a 
day. Alternate this every week with an 
ointment of acid tannic two drachms, white 
lead and pure lard one ounce each. The 
lard must be free from salt. Avoid venereal, 
alcoholic and gastronomic excess, always 
cleanse carefully after intercourse.—Eb. 


Query 293. FARMER, aged twenty-four, three years 
ago taken with pneumonia; six months later had 


- swelling under scapula, was opened, pus discharged 
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in large quantity; result a fistula, which dis- 
charged for more than a year; one year ago pneu- 
monia of right lung, convalescence slow, swelling 
again in same locality; treated without success, for 
six months, at Ann Arbor. ; 

I surrounded the protrusion with rubber ad- 
hesive plaster and applied stimulating drugs, giving 
internally Fellows’ Syrup. Result satisfactory; 
lanced swelling, kept up thorough drainage and a 
permanent healing resulted. He recuperated finely 
until three months after, he had pneumonia of the 
left lung. He has recovered, but is troubled with 
cough, loss of flesh, pulse 110 to 120, lungs free 
from cavities or rales; heart-beat has distinct blow- 
ing sound heard in all parts of chest; tongue always 
covered by yellowish fur, red streak down center; 
respiration quite hurried, chest somewhat shrunken, 
a distinct depression below clavicle; no night- 
sweats; more or less diarrhea, not profuse. What 
will be the cost of having the sputa analyzed?

Empyema. The pus or sputa should be 
examined to see what micro-organism 
we are dealing with. Meanwhile, give Nu- 
clem (Aulde) and strychnine arseniate to 
sustain vitality, calcium sulphide to combat 
suppuration, iodoform for cough, all 
pushed to effect according to dosimetric 
principles, with rich diet and every care 
for the hygiene of patient and environ- 
ment. What surgical treatment may be 
needed I would not like to advise without 
seeing the patient. An examination of 
sputa costs $2.00.—Eb. 


Query 294. Basy, seven weeks, when it begins 
to nurse gas rumbles in its bowels, causing it to fret. 
It sleeps little. Mercury and ipecac gave relief for 
two days only. J. D. M., Iowa. 

Give the mother sufficient Saline Laxa- 
tive every morning to keep the bowels 
regular and then order her to get a new 
clock, if she hasn’t one that she can depend 
upon, and compel her to nurse the baby 
regularly. Then give the baby one granule 
of zinc sulphocarbolate and Waugh’s Ano- 
dyne sufficient to give quiet to the stomach 
and the general system. If constipation 
intervenes, give calomel gr. 1-67, three or 
four times a day.—Ep. 


Query 295. Woman, aged forty-six, loss of voice 
for several months; was operated upon two years 
ago for cancer, right breast entirely removed; has 
no enlargement of lymphatic glands to indicate 
alarm in that respect. Patient is downhearted, 
fears some calamity will overtake her. Suggest 
treatment and diagnosis. A. N. T., Mich. 
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Possibly auto-suggestive, probably due 
to malignant disease in the thorax or neck. 
Give her pilocarpine, a granule every five 
minutes till freely sweating, then strych- 
nine arseniate and hyoscyamine, of each 
one granule every hour till effect, repeat- 
ing daily. But also examine for a new 
growth. —Eb. 


Query 296. Aman, aged forty-two, has a peculiar 
feeling in the stomach, like a worm; some pain, re- 
lieved by whiskey; appetite good. Please suggest 
treatment. A.N. T., Mich. 

A common symptom of gastric catarrh 
and a possible reflex phenomenon. Clean 
out his bowels energetically and give him 
calcium sulphocarbolate, forty grains a 
day. A few doses of turpentine might 
bring away some worms and relieve his 
mind.—Ep. 

Query 297. Man, aged fifty; general health good; 
has trouble in passing urine; will strain at times 
for five minutes, then urine passes for a little bit, 
then stops, and then he has to strain and the urine 
starts. He does not seem tohave any power to 
strain; sometimes he strains till the bowels act. 
There is no stricture. There is smarting and burn- 
ing on passing urine and severe 7 in the head of 
the penis afterwards. . E. P., Ohio.

Queries 298 to 305—1. Professional secrets. A 
— stands O. K. in church, society etc.; 

mily and friends believe him to be temperate; he 
confesses to use of whiskey to an injurious extent; 
this shortens his days, but he continues it till his 
death; a beneficial society asks in the death certifi- 
cate, ‘‘Did whiskey cause or hasten his end?” Has 
the doctor a right to answer this question? On the 
other hand, is it not his professional duty to pre- 
serve his patient's secret? 

2. Will acid salicylic, one drachm to the 
ounce of ointment, have an injurious effect, by ab- 
sorption, when used freely over a large surface of 
the body in treating erysipelas? Or will the inflam- 
mation of the skin lessen the liability to free ab- 
sorption? 

Do Cuinic readers notice that strychnine 
lessens the action of aconitine? I notice that 
one granule of aconitine amorp., gr. 1-134, will 
reduce fever, pulse, cause sweating, etc., better 
alone than when given with strychnine or when 
given in Dosimetric trinity. Of course it is neces- 
sary to combine the two when fever is terminating 
either by crisis or lysis; and I do not know how I 
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ever treated fever without these two granules. All 
the same I have noticed this effect so often that I 
feel that it is impossible to be mistaken. 

4. What is the best alkaloidal treatment for 
a case of delirium tremens? To keep up heart's 
action, settle the stomach, prevent and cure the 
horrors, give sleep; and, above all, enable patient 
to take plenty of food and digest same? In a recent 
case of great severity—power of heart almost nil— 
requiring glonoin and strychnine; no food could 
be taken except per enema. I used as a tissue- 
builder and preserver of nerve force, Nuclein (Aulde) 
hypodermically and per os. This did my patient 
great good. I hope the brethren will use Nuclein in 
all cases of delirium tremens and alcoholic poisoning. 

5. I prescribed four granules of maorotin 
every four hours fora patient. She informed me 
“that medicine had made her come unwell too 
soon.’’ On another occasion it had the same effect 
on the same patient. Is this one of the effects of 
this medicine? 

6. In September Ciinic, p. 577, brown cod liver 
oil is prescribed. Please mention best brand or 
name of most reliable maker. 

7. Where can we get Marmorek's Antistrepto- 
coccic Serum? What price? Is it injected with 
ordinary hypodermic syringe? What is aver- 
age amount injected? In doubtful or mixed cases 
could not nuciein solution be injected during same 
day—between time of other injections? 

8. Epigea repens, trailing arbutus, May flower, 
etc., I find better as a diuretic, etc., than uva ursi 
and buchu. (See U. S. D., page 1642.) Would 
not the Cuirnic readers like A. A. Co. to give us a 
granule of active principle? I would, for one. 
Also, could we not get a good granule from spirza, 
queen of the meadow?

But if the 
strychnine prevents the antipyresis, such 
cases are better treated with the Defer- 
vescent compound. 

4. To keep up heart-action, digitalin; 
to settle the stomach, keep it empty; to 
relieve horrors, hot baths; to produce 
sleep, hyoscine; to restore digestion, 
capsicum. Or, for all purposes, give 50 to 
100 granules of emetin, with no water, and 
compel the patient to lie absolutely still for 
an hour. Repeat if vomited, till the dose 
is retained. 
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5. Yes, it is a uterine regulator. 

6. Ido not favor any brand; have had 
good results from very bad oils obtained 
from morocco-dressers. 

7. Marmorek’s serum can be obtained 
from the Pasteur Institute of Chicago, who 
will give prices and directions. Nuclein 
can be used the same day. 

8. Arbutus, like uva ursi, etc., is sup- 
posed to be represented by arbutin. 
Spirea, or hardhack, and queen of the 
meadows, eupatorium purpureum, are 
notthesame. Of these plants concentra- 
tions can be made, fully representing their 
activities, if desired. I presume the granule 
manufacturers would fill any orders made. 
Best ask them.—Eb. 


Query 306. Cardiac dropsy, all functions slug- 
gish. E. J. B., Neb. 


Give digitalin, gr. 1-20 (3-67) once a 
day for a week; with the arseniates of 
strychnine, iron and quinine and apocynin, 
one granule each every two hours while 
awake. Keep on dry diet,restricting fluids 
closely. Ina week drop the digitalin and 
substitute sparteine, a granule every two 
hours. When the functions are all so 
sluggish great benefit follows the use of 
massage and exercise by means of appara- 
tus like that of Dr. Hubbard Foster. 
They are powerful means of rousing the 
dormant energies. —Ep. 


Query 307. Bronchocele, in girls aged fifteen and 
seventeen; both cachectic, hygienic conditions bad. 
S. M. B., Ia. 


Give arsenic iodide, three to six gran- 
ules a day, for a year. Apply an iodide 
ointment over the goiter every night. Add 
iron iodide if anemic. Cold douches are 
useful also.—Eb. 


Reply to Query 233.—Twitching of lower eyelid, 
electricity will cure quicker than any medicine. 
Use either the galvanic or the static current. The 
McIntosh twelve-cell battery will never fail, nor the 
more expensive static two or four-wheel plates. I 
have cured such cases in one treatment, sometimes 
permanently,.too. Other cases of paralysis are 
quickly relieved by electricity. I enjoy the Civic, 
it contains so much practical truth.

TYPHOID FEVER. 
Castro (Dos. Med. Review ) treats typhoid 
fever as follows: 


1. Seidlitz to remove fermentable mat- 
ter. 


2. Calcium sulphide or quinine salicyl- 
ate, two granules every two hours, to neu- 
tralize morbific agents. 


8. Tomoderate hyperthermiaaconitine, 
veratrine, digitalin, quinine hydroferrocy- 
anate or salicylate, combined as may be 
indicated. 


4. Strychnine arseniate to oppose ady- 
namia; ergotin for early epistaxis, with iron 
or strychnine arseniate if occurring later, 
two or three granules every quarter-hour; 
aconitine for headache, aided in intense 
forms by camphor bromide, three granules 
every quarter-hour, adding hyoscyamine 
for delirium; baths if necessary for hyper- 
thermia; digitalin and strychnine for pulmo- 
nary lesions, adding bryonin if severe, to 
induce resolution; for vaso-motor paralysis, 


ergotin and strychnine, two granules each 
every two hours; strychnine hypophosphite 
for meteorism, a granule every two hours, 
with occasional cold enemas; for cardiac 
ataxia, digitalin; for atony, caffeine, in 
doses of two granules every hour; for intes- 
tinal hemorrhagesergotin, and ice internal- 
ly and externally; diarrhea is useful if not 
excessive; use morphine with great caution - 
as it congests the nerve-centers; codeine 
or cotoin is preferable, two granules every 
hour. Renal complications are grave, 
caused by the passage of infectious ele- 
ments and disappearing when the patho- 
genic cause is overcome. Digitalin and 
seidlitz aid renal action, adding benzoic 
acid or sodium benzoate, two granules 
four times a day. Dress bed-sores with 
one per cent chloral hydrate solution on 
cotton. During convalescence give pepsin 
and quassin, two granules each before 
meals, to improve digestion. Iron arseni- 
ate, calcium and sodium hypophosphites, 
aid reconstruction. For suppuration give 
iodoform and strychnine arseniate, two 
granules each, four times daily; if exten- 
sive add three granules of calcium sulphide. 
For paralysis, phosphoric acid or zinc 
phosphide, two to four granules three 
times daily. Mental perturbations from 
material lesions require iodoform and so- 
dium arseniate, two granules of each four 
times daily; if purely dynamic, meet the 
vaso-motor disorder by strychnine hypo- 
phosphite and hyoscyamine, a granule 
each, with three of ergotin, three or four 
times daily. 

This is a correct condensation of Cas- 
tro’s treatment. It brings out strongly 
the error into which our brethren have fal- 
len of adopting Dosimetry as an exclusive 
system. We teach and practise Dosimetry, 
but we throw away no good thing outside 
of it. Castro recognizes plainly the dan- 
gers due to intestinal sepsis, he even 
points out the effect upon the kidney of 
the passage through the delicate renal pa- 
renchyma of the toxic products of that 
sepsis, yet he is too sectarian to disinfect 
the alimentary canal and do away with the 
dangers. He makes no claim that the al- 
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kaloids will do this, nor will they. Their 
action is vital; the need here is chemical. 

We who recognize this truth and employ 
the antiseptic method read with surprise 
of any one expecting ‘‘late epistaxis,” sup- 
puration, ataxy, hyperthermia, flatulence, 
diarrhea, mental aberrations, intestinal 
hemorrhages, intense headaches, delirium, 
pulmonary lesions, renal complications, 
bed-sores, paralysis, etc. Do they really 
have such elements in an attack of typhoid 
fever in France? The day for that is past 
here. 


THE SULPHOCARBOLATES. 


At this season a working knowledge of 
intestinal antiseptics is exceedingly help- 
ful. Intestinal disorders of childhood and 
adult life that prevail during the heated 
term are for the most part preceded and 
accompanied by fermentive changes and 
the genesis of ptomains. 

The results are abolition of appetite, im- 
pairment or loss of power to digest, rapid 
emaciation and profound depression. Vom- 
iting and purging are generally present, 
alvine evacuations are constantly fetid and 
intolerably offensive. 

Cases of cholera infantum appear like 
cases of heat prostration—some are ush- 
ered in by convulsive seizures. There 
seems to be consuming thirst, and the lit- 
tle patients are frantic intheir consumption 
of liquids. 

The old methods of dealing with the 


summer complaints of children were clumsy . 


and unscientific. But it must be said that 
the old practitioner made use of the best 
light he possessed. 

Surely no one would now think of active 
astringents and opiates to lock up the only 
outlet of the bowel and put to sleep the 
nerve centers, the sleepless sentinels over 
the function of that organ. But our an- 
cestors knew little or nothing of the value 
of intestinal antiseptics; it was left to mod- 
ern enterprise to adapt them to the treat- 
ment of disease. 

It is quite probable that the fetid char- 
acter of the fecal discharges first suggested 
the application of antiseptics. However 
that may be, they have come rapidly into 
favor, and each year seems only to 
strengthen their hold on the confidence of 
the profession. Whatever is said of intes- 
tinal antiseptics as a class is emphatically 
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true of the sulphocarbolates; indeed their 
superiority is acknowledged on every hand. 
But the preparation must be pure; nothing 
but a known pure salt should be employed, 
otherwise disappointment and harm will 
result. 

In medicinal doses these salts seem 
harmless, are readily taken and possess a 
wide range of dosage. 

The salt most commonly used, and pos- 
sibly the most effective one, in intestinal 
disorders is the zinc sulphocarbolate, but 
sodium sulphocarbolate, calcium sulpho- 
carbolate and potassium sulphocarbolate 
are also eligible; indeed two or more of 
them are frequently combined in the same 
dose. 

Probably in any case of summer com- 
plaint it would be wise to give sulphocar- 
bolates early, and therefore anticipate pos- 
sible depression from ptomain poisoning. 
If the sulphocarbolates are a good thing 
in any stage they are good in the first, pro- 
vided the conditions are present that indi- 
cate their use. 

Reports from careful observers show 
that antiseptics have greatly diminished 
the mortality from ordinary summer com- 
plaint, from cholera infantum and from 
dysentery. 

In the list of remedies for the summer 
disorders of children we may properly 
place evacuants, antacids and antiseptics, 
sulphocarbolates standing at the head of 
the last named class. —Med. Summary. 


THE TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOUS 
LESIONS OF THE SKIN. 


Among the remedies recommended for 
the treatment of tuberculous lesions, 
whether of the lungs, the joints, the 
glands, or the skin, iodine or its prepara- 
tions, especially iodoform, is gaining in 
popularity. Iodoform, however, has so 
many disadvantages that it can be ad- 
vantageously replaced by europhen, which 
is also an iodine derivative, free from the 
objectionable features of iodoform, such 
as its offensive odor, irritating and toxic 
effects. Europhen has proved of marked 
value in the treatment of cutaneous affec- 
tions of tuberculous origin, such as lupus, 
scrofuloderma, etc. Lupus vulgaris has 
been successfully treated by inunctions of 
europhen in oil of a strength of 5 per 
cent, and some time ago Dr. DeWitt, of 





THE ALKALOIDAL CLINIC. 


Cincinnati, reported a remarkable case of 
what he termed tuberculosis verrucosa, in 
which the application of the drug in this 
manner, together with its internal adminis- 
tration in doses of one grain, three times 
daily, not only produced a cure of the 
cutaneous disease which had resisted 
the action of other remedies, but also 
materially improved the complicating tu- 
berculous condition of the lungs. It is also 
of interest to note in this connection that 
Dr. Goldschmidt, of Madeira, has ob- 
tained decided curative results from the 
use of europhen in cases of leprosy. That 
europhen has a specific action upon the 
tubercle bacillus is shown by the increas- 
ing number of cases reported in the medical 
press, in which its application to the skin 
in conjunction with its internal adminis- 
tration has effected marked improvement, 
or even a cure, in pulmonary tuberculosis. 


TYPHOID BACILLI IN THE GALL- 
BLADDER. 


In the current number of Medicine 
Fuetterer claims to have discovered 
typhoid bacilli in the gall-bladder, and 
that relapses are due to the escape of them 
into the duodenum with the bile. 

If the bile does not destroy these bacilli 
there is little use in giving calomel as an 
antiseptic. 


CAFFEINE. 


Caffeine in moderate doses (Dos. Med. 
Review ) increases reflex excitability, stimu- 
lates the brain, lessens sensation whether 
applied locally or generally, stimulates 
voluntary and involuntary muscular fiber 
and the secretion of saliva, bile, the in- 
testinal fluids and the urine, strengthens 
respiration and the heart and raises the 
arterial tention. 

In large doses (five to fifteen grains) it 
reverses these except as to the action on 
muscular fiber, as toxic doses cause tetanic 
spasm. Doses of four to thirty grains 
have been followed by cerebral dullness, 
rapid pulse, trembling of the extremities, 
excitement of the nerves and heart with 
irregular heart-action, oppressed breath- 
ing, weight in the precordia, headache, 
photophobia, buzzing in the ears, delirium, 
hallucinations, insomnia, erections, fre- 
quent desire to urinate, vertigo, debility, 
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abdominal pulsation, spasm of the throat 
and neck muscles. These symptoms sub- 
side in from one to three hours. 

Caffeine is quickly absorbed, and elimi- 
nated unchanged by the liver and kidneys. 
Its effect upon temperature seems to differ 
in animals and man; in the former it ele- 
vates the temperature, but in man the heat 
of fever subsides under the use of caffeine. 

Its effects of lowering sensation and 
stimulating muscular fiber explain the 
power of caffeine, enabling men to better 
endure hunger and fatigue. 


DOSIMETRY IN FRANCE. 


Pneumonia. A delicate girl of eighteen, 
during an epidemic of influenza was seized 
with pneumonia. The physician who was 
called on the fifth day found her with ano- 
rexia, thirst, nausea, bilious vomiting, 
somewhat jaundiced, intense fever, dysp- 
nea and delirium; large crepitant rales 
over whole right lung, bronchitic rales 
over the left; blood-streaked sputa. 


Ten leeches were applied to relieve the 
dangerous dyspnea, threatening asphyxia; 
stimulants ordered; then a blister to the 
back. In three days the case had become 
absolutely hopeless. Calcium sulphide 
was then added; thirty granules in twenty- 
four hours, three at each dose. In three 
days the patient was well; improvement 
beginning at once. 

Dyspepsia. For a case of twelve years’ 
duration Toussaint prescribed: (1) Seid- 
litz; (2) strychnine arseniate, gr. 1-67; 
quassin, gr. 1-6; papain, gr. 2-3, before 
the two meals; (3) pepsin, benzonaph- 
thal, poplar charcoal, of each three 
grains, after the two meals, in cachet. Im- 
provement began in two weeks. 

Caffeine. This incites the nervous sys- 
tem, conserving or supplying nervous en- 
ergy. In small doses it is a true hypnotic, 
increases the heart’s force and slows the 
pulse (Leblond) acting more surely and 
speedily than digitalis; lowers pyrexia; re- 
laxes muscular spasm in hernia; causes 
free diuresis, like all the caffeine group 
(Gubler); is a local analgesic to mu- 
cous surfaces and recent burns or wounds 
(Sclavo). Insomnia is caused by cafeone, 
a product of the preparation of coffee as a 
beverage. Caffeine is rapidly eliminated 
by the kidneys, but is not suited to hepatic 
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cirrhosis. Caffeine is useful in fatty de- 
generation (Huchard). 

Caffeine infusion is excellent for met- 
rorrhagia and for gouty persons. Caffeine 
in small doses increases cerebral activity 
and muscular strength, renders the spirits 
gay, increases the urine, but lessens urea- 
excretion, facilitates metabolism, stimu- 
lates bile secretion and excretion (Liebig), 
incites gastro-intestinal activity, lessens 
waste and aids assimilation, and excites 
sexuality (Von Renterghem and Laura). 

Strychnine arseniate, gr. 1-67, several 
times a day, sometimes cures neurasthenic 
sick-headache.—Dos. Med. Review. 


CALABARINE. 


For more than three years (Dos. Med. 
Review) 1 have taken magnesium sulphate 
every morning. I omitted this for three 
days and for two had no movement. At 
midday I took five granules of calabarine, 
each gr. 1-134. Pulse 80. An hour later 
I took five more; at 1:30 five more. Sense 
of cold in lower extremities; pulse 68; in- 
testinal gurgling. At 2 p. m. five more; 
at 2:30 five more. Pulse 64, desire for 
stool. At 3p. m. five more; copious stool, 
gastric malaise, pulse 64, temp. 90° F. 
At 4:30 p. m. a second stool, less copious 
and soft. Peristalsis slowly diminished. 
Dined at 5 p. m., little appetite. By 6 
p. m. pulse had risen to 72, peripheral 
heat normal. In the evening there was a 
slight desire to go to stool. 

Physostigma exerts a violent action on 
the cerebro-spinal system, increases the 
saliva and intestinal secretions and causes 
vomiting, slows the heart, alters respira- 
tory rhythm and may paralyze. 

Physostigmine in massive doses causes 
the same symptoms, finally paralyzing the 
cord. Small doses are not dangerous. 

Calabarine in small doses excites the 
normal cord and sedates it when morbidly 
excited as in convulsions; slows the heart, 
depresses arterial tension, strengthens the 
heart by prolonging the diastole; contracts 
the pupil by paralyzing the sympathetic; 
antagonizes atropine relatively and chloral 
positively; is a tonic incitant to the stom- 
ach. Calabarine has been used success- 
fully against catarrhal asthma (Sabatier). 
It might be given for atonic dyspepsia, 
flatulence, paresis or catarrh of the bowels, 
vesical paresis and some peripheral pa- 
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ralyses. The indication of full effect is the 
contraction of the pupil and slow pulse. 
For adults the mean dose is four to eight 
granules a day, of gr. 1-134 each. 

The temperature above recorded must 
be a typographical error, from which our 
valued contemporary is not wholly free. 


PASSIFLORA. 


Harnsberger( Va. Med. Semi-Monthly ) de- 
tails two cases in which partial blindness 
temporarily followed the use of a prescrip- 
tion containing fifteen grains of potassium 
bromide and ten minims of fl. ext. passi- 
flora four times daily. Unfortunately the 
author does not state whose make of fluid 
extract was used, so that we have no guide 
as to the strength of the dose. But it is well 
to take note of the fact, and if disturbance of 
vision follows the use of passiflora, reas- 
sure the patient, as no permanent injury 
resulted. 


SUGGESTION. 


Dr. Geo. C. Pitzer, whose original vol- 
ume on electricity attracted much attention 
some years ago, has again come to the 
front with a little but ‘‘meaty” book upon 
‘‘Suggestion in the Cure of Diseases and 
the Correction of Vices.” The appearance 
of the second edition within a few months 
is evidence of the eagerness of the profes- 
sion for information upon the subject. 
And in truth, in view of the inroads made 
upon the field of medical practice by vari- 
ous forms of suggestive therapy, it is high 
time we were looking up the matter. 

Dr. Pitzer gives full and explicit instruc- 
tions as to how to hypnotize; and while 
one can do much better by attending a 
school such as the St. Louis School of 
Suggestive Therapeutics, still any one of 
ordinary intelligence can succeed in hyp- 
notizing by following these instructions. 
The book contains 80 12mo pages, cloth, 
gilt edged and costs one dollar.

Jour.) has ex- 
amined seven samples of saturated solu- 
tion of potassium iodide, dispensed by 
various druggists.

RULES FOR BATHING IN THE OPEN. 


1. With the thermometer at 65° or 
68° F., you may begin to bathe in the 
open. 

2. Go slowly to the bathing-place. 

3. Do not bathe after a hearty meal, or 
on an empty stomach. 


4 Wait five minutes before undressing. 

5. Undress rapidly and jump into the 
water. 

6. When the body is over-heated, and 
the pulse quick, you must keep quiet for 
ten or fifteen minutes, then you can bathe 
without bad results. 


7. Bathe only for ten or fifteen min- 
utes; weakly or nervous persons not more 
than one to five minutes. 

8. Move about while bathing, rub the 
chest and cool the head frequently, to pre- 
vent congestion. 

9. After bathing dry first the feet, 
arms and legs, then abdomen, chest and 
head. 

10. Be not anxious, and stay in the 
open bath at your ease when the water is 
as low as 58° F. 

11. After bathing move about briskly 
till the body feels quite warm. 

12. Children below six years of age 
should be bathed in open waters in sunny 
places, where the water has been exposed 


to the rays of the sun for some hours.—

TREATMENT 
When internal Hemorrhoids have attracted the attention of the patient, they have usually
